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INTRODUCTION 


HE 9crics of India ORke Rec^nJii ti»own astbe^O, C** 
CoUtxtkini of which the esrliost are published In the 
following pages* appeam to have been collected and 
bound in volumes about the year 1635. ThLi collection 
comprises letters, with enclosures, from their agents and others 
to the East India Company, and Is styled * Originat CormpotN 
dencefrom Iitdb, with collateral documents, originating at any 
between England and Japan.' These extend from iGo^ to 170S, 
and appear to have been powiously keid without an3' regard to 
method or order. It ia stated in a note that *thcy seem from 
what iiiaierials were eattant at the commencement of Older tn 
keeping the early records to have been preserved by acddent. 
The scries, though valuable and important as for as it eastends, is 
not continuous.*

From the farogoing cJossificatioii it is dear that a very defective 
system of record beeping existed fjreviDUsIy to the arrangement 
of the * O. C ColJcction, and even that collcctioii is not so |)cflect 
as it might have been mada 

The earlier correspondence addressed to the East India Com- 
jsiny its captains and agents abroad, now existing amongst the 
records at the India Offiee, is cxccodtngTy scanty, not moro than 
ten documents previously to i6to having been handed dewn to 
the present date in die ‘ O. C’ volumes, beside^ which there sue 
but very few of so carJy a date in other coitectiems. ft is, however, 
evident from references m the Court Minute buolcs Uiat many were 
received which are not now In existence. From tCro the docu- 
iricnts in the '0. C.' collection become more numerous cadi year. 

Some of the misaing documents were probably hvA at a very 
early pcTiwI: and it is stated that in 1614 amain journals were 
wanted which could not then be found, whereupon orders were 
issued for the mere cartful custody of the Company's records ]n 
future : but these orders ii'tre. it is to be feared, oUerved in ImU a 
very irregular manner, since at various intervals the deficiencies in 
tlicm w^ brought prominently to notice, and attempts were made 
to provide fox their more cfficfcnt preservation,

Uysaitilum, a Greek 
sc-Hlimteiil. hapfilly situated at the terminus of the grand caravan 
s>'Stemr which It was placed in communTcadon wldi the Ganges 
and wilh China, at an early date also became UU tntttfOt for lltc 
commerce of the known world. 

Alexander the Great destroyed Tyre and made liImBclf master 
of Egj'pl (U.C, Ji2), where he founded the city of Alexandria, to 
>!£rre as a commcixial port on the Moditerrunean for the {Lortern 
trade which paused up die RerJ Sea. On the death of Alexander, 
Egypt fell U> the I'tolemics, under whom arts, cfimmcKc, manufao 
tunis, agriculture, and naslgntlon obtained a most extroordmof)'dc* 
vdopmeitt; Alexandria iKcamc tlie first marl in the world, and Its 
imiKirtiince In that respect was carefully nurtured when Egypt 
bccanic a Itoiiian province: C-orthage waged a k«tg stniggie with 
Rome, but it was. (tnpeesibic that they should both continue to 
proa]]cr, and the Tunic warn at length scaled the doom of the 
former. 

Lhiring the ascendency of the Roman |x>wcr, Rome became 
the cciitn; of commerce from all parts of the virertet; but when 
noiithem and W‘estcm Eutxipc were o\-ernin by hordes of barbarians 
and Cottstontlnc Itad removed tie scat of Empire to Ryaantium, 
which was frooi that tinic known as Constantinople, the downfall

of Rcitie, wfth ihe w«tcim RomAn Empire; marked Ji ribtfnct cpticli 
tn cotniTK^dal as aeil as in (jolitical ]iistory» 

Constantianple otw became the prlr^dpal centre of cornmenre 
between the East and the WesL Byzantine trade with India was 
in part carried on through Egypt, but when the Mtaleind took 
Alexandria that line of communication was cut oiF, and a ttnite 
wais opened by way of the Creek settlements on the Black Sea 
and Independent Tartary ; and for two htindrcrl sreare the products 
of India and China rcachorJ Constantinople otinost cxctusivoJy by 
that cireuitous route; Fnim Constanttnojile a etmsidemble trade 
arose along the Moditcrrancan coasts with Spain, Africa, amJ the 
Kcpublics of TtnJy^ whilst a direct land Imdc with tiorthem um| 
western Eurojw was carried on by the Avars, a people inhaWtirtg 
the Donnhian provinces. 

The decay of the Byiantine trade, due to tlic stntEgJcs for 
ctnpire between the Mohammedans and the Greeks, rosuttod in it* 
transfer to the merchants of Venice and Genoa, who now In thetr 
turn became Ihc principal possessorrs «f the trade with India and 
the East Owing, however, to the hostile rivalry of the Vettetians 
and Coiioeac fur proeminenec, many of the German towns, formerly 
supplied thrr.ugh the Italian marts, found it more convenient to 
of«n direct communication with Constantinople In order to ubtam 
Indian produce ^ atid thus, in the twelfth ecDinry, a chain of com¬ 
mercial stations cxtendwl from Cnnstanlinople u. Hie German 
Orton, of which the principal were Vimna, Ratfabon. Clin, Angs- 
burg, and Nuremberg. 

Amongst the towns itv north-western Europe with which the 
Venetians traded, Troyes at an early date fornicd an imporUni 
wntrtpSt for their spices and other Eastern produce, but this ttodc 
ivM in time diverted to another channet owing to the ImfKwirion of 
heavy dues; and when, in the overland route for Oricntnl 
commiaice. by way of Syria and Conttantinople, was closed tn the 
Venetians, and the>' re-npened the old route through Egj'pt, gorids 
were conveyat by «« direct to Englarid and the Netherlands 
Bruges was iJic Jtrat town timx favoured by the liasiL-m Undc. and 
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port of lurrtliem Enn^iic. ami so long as a liberal [wHcj* pncvailts*!

For a 
violation of some of their privileges* the TnhaWtiirits imprikmied 
tile Archduke Maximnian tri 14SS, The towm of Antwerp and 
Am^crdam tctidercd assistance to the I 3 yke* who, on renaming 
hb authority, destroyed the port of Brugfia and iTaiisrerrctl its trade 
It) Antwerp 

The commenriaj prosperity of Venice was ninv on the decline ; 
cirivcri back by iJie advance of the Turks in Europe, to whciin the 
Venetians were forced to >^eltl thdr Oriental trading ittaiions^ their 
varioun cbaiineb of intercourse wilh India were aucccsdvcly etoflc^l, 
and, after the capcure of C«n9tmitijiople^ tlic repubUc waji left with 
oTily an hiiemtittent trade through Ate^tandria^ which wassubjcci 
tu the caprice of ihe Al nmeiukc itilers of Egyplp ^^1 was also wilder 
the ban of the Pope* In additinn to this, Venice became involwd 
in ceasdesji struggles with Lombartiy, Genoa, the Romagna, amt 
Naples ; but fhe final bfow to her Eailcftr trade WM ^mck on the 
discovery* by PortugalH of the Cajic route to Indm, w!>cn F’^ngiicse 
ships were cnabliyj to biittg hamc the various product^ of the Eau^t 
for more cheaply than VfA£i done by the rnrmer route through 
Egypt 

Tltc pr(iicip.il cnrnmciciHl tntrr/^f fnt lirtrthmi Eumpe being 
f^stabllslicd at Antwerp, thUtier the Italiuns imponed large 
quantitiot of the Portuguese and Spanlattb brought spen 
and other Eagtcrri produce, and the English, who soon brctinc 
numeniUA in the place, *et up ibeie a storvJiouse for ihdr 
tncrdundi&c, which they readily exchanged for the tkiodticts of 
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other c<»untn‘{». The liberal policy ailopted the Duke of 
Brabant, and the privileges be conferred on fonrlgneia, Induced 
niany merchants to make it a renclejtvbus for ilieir Ahi|9$ and a 
depot for storing thefr goods, whence they were distnbuied 
throughout the Continent and iJie whole of the north of Europe^ 
In 1550 an Ei^floh Bourse was esublished at Antwerp, and in 
1558 the Hop Van Ly^re was ceded for the aocotnmodalion of our 
mcrelianta. 

The ffligrous persecutions which took place about this ttmn in 
C£tii«any, France, and England tended to drive trade from those 
countries, and still further to increase that of Antwerp^ At the 
same lime, the commercial f irosperity of Venice had been tramferied 
to Lisbon, which now became the empodum for spices and other 
Eastern produce. 

In 1576 AnUerp was taken by the Spaniaids and given up to 
a throe days* pillage; it was besi^cd,though in vain, by the Duke 
of Alen^cn in 1583 ; and. after a very obstinate defence, it fell 
before the assault of the Duke of Parma in 1585. These events 
brought about the commercial rain of Antwerp j its trade departed, 
and hs inhabitants were scattered. The impoeititm of heavy 
customs and other taxes speedily drove the pnnetpol maim, 
facturen and traders from the country, and the trade was to a 
large extent uansferved to the towns of Holland, whidi were 
free from .similar restricdoiui Amsterdam and Hamburg now 

became the must importam commercial centres of the north of ( 
Europe. ' 

It 15 possftjTc that at this time trade would have centred in 
tngland rather than in Holland but for the restrictive nature of 
d« English laws with regard to shipping and trade by foreigners ‘

This, it ajr{icars,ga!«s oficneas to foreign prinecs, 
who, thinking that the law was made to the ttrejudicc of their 
respective countries and navies, ni£i(ie siitiilar taws with regiud to 
the shipping of their own dominions * * by reason whereof,' as sta k'd 
in the prca/nble to 1 Eiit c, sciii. (1358-59), *thcr bathe not oncly 
gmwen greate displeasyrc between the (brreyne rrynew and the 
Ktnges ofthis Rcaline, but also the Marehauntes iiave been sore 
greved and endomagtd.* Accent ingly, by the statute last quoted, 
the former law was pepcakd, and although this mjjcal vras chi^d 
with many restrictions, h afibrdod considerable rclfof and encoun^c- 
ment to ErtglLdi merchants. After this date the Russia Company 
began considcmbly to cxcend Its tnuuacliotis, and a itiiuuks was 
gtven to tiic dcvcloptncnt of other commercial enterprises in foreign 
UmdSL 

The first practical step taken with the view of obtaining for 
this country a .diarc ii) the East Indian trade dtttJSs from 1579, In 
which ycBT Queen liliiabcth sent WIliinm Harbum, an English 
merchant, to Turkey, who nbbiincd from Sutiati Amurath HI. 
permission for the English mcrchanls to resort and trarle to that 
country, in all respects os freely as the French, Venetians, Germains, 
and I^ulcs then dlil, by which concession a (onndallan was laid for 
the cshTihlishment, two years later, of the English Turkey Comp.'toy. 
Freviously to this the Venetians used to send vcssijb yearly to 
Sonthamptoo with Turkish, P«»laii, and Itnii.m merthamltse; hut 
by entering U[Kin this tmde tlicmscivcs the English procured 
coinmotlities froin the Levant and from the East inucti more 
cturaply, and the returns which it yielded at the beginning .ire 
staled to ha^'u Lkch thice for one xVimaJb of CoimheTcc 
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The defeat the Sfunish Ajitiada appear to have grcatlj' 
srfmuUted Engtish mafitime enlcrpfjiie, hy inspiring the people 
willi additionut ConHdenct in iheJr national superforhy at sea ; and, 
in October 1589, less than one year after that cvait, a body of 
English merchants memorbili«d the Queen for pwimssfon to send 
ships to trade in India. This was reiidily granted, and three 
TCsseK the I'cnelope. the Marchant Royal, and the Edweid 
Bonaventure, under the connnand of Captain George Raymond, 
sailed in «S 5 t, The fleet was dispersed by a storm t Captain 
Raj-mond, m the prineiial ship, was never heaid of again, and 
Master James Lancaster was the only one that accompliabed the 
voyage. Although the adventurers failed to realise the expected 
return for their lovesttnents, the practicability of the scheme had 

proved, and others were thereby oicauragcd to embark in a 
similar enterprise. 

The next attempt to open up the trade with India was made 
pnncipally at die cost of Sir Robert Dudley, in 1556, when a fleet 
orUiree vcasdaOhc Bear, the Bear's Whelp, and the Bcnjamiit), 
under the command of Captain Benjamin Wood, were fitted out 
^ an expedition to the East, and carried a letter from Qo«n 
Elisabeth to the Emperor of China. ■ btxl not one of the company 

ever returned to gii-e an account of the rest' 


I n attempts were being made by Engiand to eaia- 

bilsh a direcUradewith India, simitar steps were being taken by 
il^Duteh. and m 139^ a Company was formed in HolluniJ, called 
The Comiiany of Fomign Memliants,' by wlmm four ships were 
fitted out at Amstenlam. Tb«e made a .ucoessful voyage to 
MUm, sftd ^ of them returned, in 159?, richly laden wtthj 
spices and other Indian produce One uf Uie results of this 
voyage was, undoubtedly, ilw bringing into unison of a birsf 
^ber of English merchants for a similar purpose, who fomld 
thenwclvis. into an assodation and subscribed upwards of lonXjot 
m sup^rt ^ tilt uiidertofcing A petition was preiwrntcd to 
Q n Eb^beth for her royal assent to the intended project tiy 
irhom a Chatter of Jiicoritaratioii was granted to George. Earl 
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CttmbtrJand, and two hundrtd and knights, aldermen, and 

merchants under the name of ' The Governor and Company of 
Mcn±ajii9 ofLatidoft into I he IZ^i tixdlG^' 

The first expedUJon w:nt out by this Company was placed 
under the command of Captala (afterwaitLF Sfr) James Lanca.^ter: 
For the fleet to be employed upon this voyage they purchased 
vc^la in the river Thames, one of which^ the Marc Scuige. 
of Goo tons, was bought from the Earl of Cumberland for 
3J00/. This hod been ^ ship of war, built by the Earl for 
the express purpose of cmiAiirg again*$t the Spaniards \ on bctiig 
purchawd by the Company, her name chan;^ to tile Red 
Dragon. The other vessels purchased for this voyage were the 
Susan, of 240 tan;i, the Ilcctor, of 300 tons, anil the Ascemkm, of 
260 tonst whilst a stndJ ship. cat!cd the Guif^of 130 tom^ 
bought for 30c/ and acoompanied the fleet as a vicmallcr. 

The early expeditions of the Company are distinguished as the 
•Sepamto Voyages/ for ench of w'hich a separate cHpital was gaic* 
rally raided, and Uic subscribers bore the entire expense and reaped 
the ivhule of the prufitit This arrangeinent was, howevxTi found 
to be attended w-idi Inconveniences, and after the twelfth voyage a 
joint stock aeeuunt was opened for subsequent i^pcditions. 

In the of the Company's vo^'uges to India Captain 
Lancaster vi'os appointed General of the fleet, and he was aecom- 
pan red by John hliddleton {ti the Vk^admiral, and John Doris as 
l^ilot MajorJ Each ship of the fleet waa provideil with tw^eli-e 
streamers, two flags, and one nndcnl. Stores uml pitwlrnonsof all 
kinds were supplied, as well as merehandi-sCi and mcrchiints were 
appolnUxl U> the diftoent ships to superintend the trailing opera* 
tions. Captain Lancaster wm abo entrusted with letters of re- 
eommcjidalion from the Queen to llie Priiicca of India, for whom 
auitahtc presents were provided. 

The merchandise consistent of the following artides : iron, tin 
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(wrought atstt iinwrooglu to Jst«), lead, arnl dlfTcrtiil bitub of 
clotb.'i, itioliuling Devonshire kersics, hornahires of ali colon rs, and 
Norwich stuffs. The presents to he giwn (o the kings oomiwisKl 
a hell or gmll^ a ease of pistols, sotne plumes, lookittg-gUisscs, 
platters, spoons, tad toys of gloss, spectacles and dfinbfng giassca 
of all sorts, and au ewer of plain silver.' 

The instructions issued to Captain Lancaster an hla appoint¬ 
ment, as entered on the Court Mimites, contain tittle more than 
general tlirections for the government of the expedition, aiid for 
successors in case of death, but say nothing as to the severa] parts 
he was to vbh; so tJiat probably he received certain private 
instructions besides, The former, howevw, gave directions that In 
whatever coimtiy the English should be well roccivefl and permitted 
to tnu^ Actors were to he left, against such time as llje place should 
be visited another fleet from England, and tJiesc factore were lu 
be instructed how to conduct thcmaolves in the meanwhile, Captain 
Dancaater was also entrusted with six letters from Queon Eliiabcth 
to native kings, all idcottcaJ In tennss with a blank left for the 
factors to fit! in the name of the larticular king to whom the one 
letter was to be dcliverod. 

This expedition saUed from Woolwich on Febnuny 13, ifor. 
Off the coast of Guinea a Portuguese vossel was captured, from 
which were taken 146 butts of wine. tjQ jam of oil, t3 borreb 
ofoD.and 5 S hogslHsub and casks of menl. which were dlvtdrt] 
amongst the vessels of the fl«L On September ^ GaptaJn 
Lancaster .vrii-cd at Salilauha, where he anchored, faiii in ficah 
provbions and water, and gHierally refreshed the crew, many of 
whom had fallen sick, whilst (05 men had died since Itaving Enj^ 
l^d. On October 29 the licet sailed again, and die Cape of 
Good Hope was dmibicd on November I. Madagnscar was 
reached on December ty, and the licet remamed there until 
March 6. when it again set sail, and after a sliort ainy at the 
Nicobar^t arrivwl at Achin on June 5,1602. Here Lancaster found 
sixteen or eiglitcej. sail of ships of diffcreid nations, from Gnzerat, 
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Bengal, Caltciit Malabar, Tegu, and ralani. whkh Imd come Ibcre 
to trade Upent his landing. Captain Lancaster was hospitably 
ciitotnlncd by some Dutch factors who were there; he paW a 
state visit to the king, and delivered to liiin n letter from Queen 
Eluabeth and some rich presents. Eveiitiially Captain LancAster 
obtained from the King of Achin a concession * under abich free¬ 
dom of ttadc, immunity from the pay merit of customa, ami oiJidf 
privileges were accorded to the English; this the earliest <hxu- 
ment received frem alm>ad by the East India Company of which 
a transcript is nw' in oebteuce, and a copy of It Is given at page t 
of the present volume. 

The English fleet sailed from Achin on Sqitefflher 11, tCoa^, 
Messrs. Starkic and Styles being lefr behind to provide a cargo 
of pepper against such time as the ahipq should return. Captain 
Lanca.'itcr proceeded to the Straits of Malacca, w here he captured 
a Portuguese t'cssel of 900 tons, from St, Thom^, and look all 
her cargo into his own veuwls. He then returned to Achlo, where 
he took in a lading of pepper, cinnamrin, atid spices^ and liaviiig 
received a letter and presents fur iJic Queen of England, he took 
leave of the king and sailed, accomiianitid by the two merchants 
named above, on Nowmber g, for Bantam, with two vessels, but sent 
the A!iCcn.-iton bade to England with dcspalcbcs, &-c. On tfacs^th 
he reached Priaman, whitho' the Susan had been sunt in artvance 
to take in a cargo, and, having completed her hiding, she was sent 
home tlirect The other two vessels tlum proceeded to Bantam, 
where they arrived on December id Here Loncastcr landed, and 
delivered to the king a letter from the Queen of Engtnud and some 
suitable presents. The king pive Captain Lanca.^ter iicrml^on 
tt> trade at Bantam, jud he accordingly lamlctl his goods, for 
w'hich he had a very good vale, ami purchased pepper for a return 
cargo. Here Captain John Middleton died. 

Captain Lancaster ordered a pinnace of about 40 tons to be 
laden vrith merchandiisc. and despatched to the Moluccas to tmdo 
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tlicfc, and establish a factory ngainst the am vat of the nntt shipping 
from EngiantL f laving settled a factory at Itantam, which he 
placed in charge of Mr, William Surkic, Captain Ijuicastcr set 
sail on his homeward voj'age on February 20, 1603, and arrived fn 
the Downs on September 11 fol lowing. 

The amount of pepper brought home by this expedition was 
i,ojo.ooo Ib. weight^ As aji adsnowledgment of the success of 
Uiis fimt voyage Captain Laiscastet was knighted by King James

In 1604 a second voyage was set out for Indra The fleet was 
pieced utiiicr the command of Hemy Middleton, and consisted of 
the same vessels as in the first voyage. Ifenry Middleum wia 
Captain of the Rad Dragon, Christopher CoJthurst of the Hector, 
Roger Styles of the AAcension, and William Kttjllng of tlit Susan, 
Captain Henry Middleton wits tirother to John and David Middle?, 
tm.axkl had accompanied Sir James Liincastcr in the first voyage, 
by whom, when at Achtn, he was appointed to the command of 
llic Suaan and sent to Priaiitan, whence he carried home a cargo 
of pepper. 

In the instrocdotis is-'sued to Captain Middicton. he w.is directed 
to proceed first tn Bantam (where ibe Dragon and Susan wys-e to be 
laden with ])cpper and sent Imnio), and Ihcncc to the Moluccas anti 
Jianda, touching also, at Amhoynrt At Banda a factur^' was to be 
cstahlished, and plnicod in charge of suitsbk persons. 

'I his expedition sailed from Gm^ttsend on March 25,1604, und. 
after touching at Saldanha, arrived ofl" Ttantam about December 
where Captain Middletori was cordially weleontcd bj- tile Arimiral 
of a Dutch fleet that had arrived there twi) days previously. After 
a cennncmial visit to the king, to whom juifcablc presents were 
given, the I lector and Su-ian proceeded to take in a lading of 
]>cpper and ' divers fardels of njcrchandise,* and star ted on the 
rtbiro voyage about the middle of Februaiy. Captain Mtddfet,,,,. 
with the Red Dragon and the Ascension. pToewded to Ambfijm, 
and arrived there on February 10, idoj; he wrur. however, not 
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ICTfTilltoc! by the natives to trade wittuaut Grsst ohtaJnFng: pcrinis* 
ftinii from the captdn of the rurtugtitsc fort, CapUfo MhldleiBEi 
accordingly addressed a letter to that officer asking for the nccc^saiy 
lia^vc, infonning hiuii Bt the same time* of the deadi t>f Queen 
Elivabcth^ and of the condusion of a peace between England and 
Spattv^ Permission to tmde at Amboyna was thereupon freely 
granted to the Englbh. 

Whilst the Ascension was off Amboyna, a Dutch licet arrived 
there, and summoned the commander of tlic fort to surrender. 
On hh refusing to do so, the Dutch attack^ the forh on Febnnuy 
14^ and captured iL When the governor of the tovm Iiciu^d that 
itic Dutch hod taken the fortr he refused to sdl any cloves to the 
English w^ithout a license from themK so thid alt hope of trade there 
WBS gone Captain Middleton tliercupon sailed from Amboyna, 
and, dioitly after leavings the two vessel* fwted company; the 
Asciensmti proceeded to whilst the Dragon went to the 

MoIuccaiiL On reaching the Moluccas CaplEiin ftliddleton saved 
the life of the King of Tematej rescuing him and certain of his 
nobles who were being chased by a galky from Tidort* Havrng 
arri\^t at Temate the king [anded^ and permtllcd tlie Englbh to 
open trade al Ihiit port Thence Captain Middleton proceeded to 
TidorCp where the Purtugucse bad a fort Here nlw a facloiy was 
established^ and cloveit purchased. 

On Apdt Mtddktoii proceeded to Makjan^ but imable 
ta obtain any cloves there. Whil^ii lying olf Taflkfolh where the 
1 Portuguese had a n combined Dutch and Tematun force 
ntiucked the place, but ww unsticccishil until by chnnee Ihc fort 
was bluwfi up and most vnxhin it were killed. At the request of 
Captain Middleton ^ the Uvea of those taken prisoners were spaixd. 
The King of Tematc now authnri&otl Captain Middleton lo 
e?4tafailsh a facton' nt Tcmate, but to this the Dutch Admind 
objected, claiming that the king of tliat place hat! proihbcd to 
trade with no other nation than the Dutch^ and the king^ under 
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prc%9ttr<e Jrora the Dutch^ wbsojucntly irlthdrcw lii’a pcrmta- 
^on; 

Captain MidiiJetoi) sailed front Mnitjan on May snd pn>- 
cecdcd toTcntatc, where he took in some ctewres i Inii in cfjnseqtience 
of the perarstent opposition and threats of the Dutch, the king 
ordered him to leave, and refused to allow Iiim to have a factory 
there. The Dn^gon sailed on June tS, and alter again vinting 
TaffasoU, proceeded to Ikmtam, where she femaimsd until October 6. 
when she set sail for England in company with tJie Ascemwn; 
the Hector and Susan having left that part, homeward bound, eight 
inontha IteRrte. Cafktain Middleton j>arted company with the 
Ascension, but fell in with tlw Hector oiF Saldanha, in a vety 
damaged state, and these two vessels arrivecl together in the 
Downs on May < 5 , idocl The Susan was ItMt on her way homc^ 
but the A^tuuon amved aafcly. 

The profits of the Urst two vc^^-jigesi are stated to have amounted 
to 95 per cent upon tJic capita) originally subscribed, clear of all 
charges.' 

In a letter from the Court of Dfrtctors to the factors at 
Bantam, of March i i, ldo;, reference b made to certaih tetters from 
Ban cam of htarch 3 and October i, 20, mid 24, i6u|, which Imd 
been received in ICngiaml; but itwie of these i.t now extant.' 

The third voyage set out by the Entt bidia Company consisted 
of the Dragon, the Hector, and die pinnace Consent, of 105 torn. 
TIksc were commamlcd l>y Captains William Keeling; VVjJHam 
Hawkins, and David Middleton respectively. The cspeiiae of tJie 
repairs and equipment of this fleet amounted to and the 

cargo 10 i;^ixi 4 in btitiioti and 7,280/. in goods. The previous 
voyages had been to Sumatra, Jam, and the Moluccas ; )mt the 
io-siciietlons to Captain Kceiing on this ocensfon were that, after 
touching at hTodogascar and Zaniibar. where he WM to lay In soimj 
ctephanto' teeth, lie was to go to Soartra, and thence to Aden, 
where he was to endeavour to settic a factory, Tliencc he Wa* to 
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prncccd to CamK-iy nut} cndcawiur to find a fifood wfe Karboiif ferr 
the itiw'ntctmce or a tnuk, In safely from danger of the rortugvcise 
or other cnomiea. From Cambay bo was to proceed to Fniitam and 
the Moliiec:a9i, leaving,houre^'ert Captain Mawkins bchindiWho woa to 
himl at Surat, if pm»ibte, and obtain audreno; of the king with tite 
view of procuring facilities for trade in hjs country. Factories were 
also to be establUhed at Jlanda, Temate, Tidorc, and I'riaman. 

This expedition set out from Tilbui^' on March tz, 1607, and 
having called at Sierra Leottc, St Augustine’s tlay, and Socotra 
on the way out, the Dragon arrived at Bantam in October, and 
the Hector, which went first to Smut, arrived tiierc on Novem¬ 
ber IJ. The Dragon took Itt a cargo at Bantam, uihI returned 
direct to England, where she arrived about September, 1609, A 
pinnace was sent from Bantam to Banda, reaching iluU island on 
Februar>‘ 8, 1609, Captain Keeling, who was in command, went 
ashore and obtained permission to build a factor^’. Shortly ofler, 
itowever, three Dutch ships arrived, and these threw ever)* obstacle 
in the way nf the English obtaining any trade there. In order to 
strengthen their poisib'on the Dutch began now to erect a fort on 
Banda Island, and they also hdd the inhabitants of Fulo Aye and 
Bulo Bhun In such fear that Captain Keeling,on proceeding thither, 
had great difficulty in obtaining any sjuces fmm those iaiandi; in 
Bulo Aye the natives rose against die Dutch, who would all have 
been killed hut for the EngUab, who protected them. On his return 
to Banda, tire Dutch did all they could to prevent Captain Keeling 
fmm obtaining any lading, and on July a8 the Dutch Admiral and 
Council bsued a notice ordering the English vessel to deport within 
three days. This order Captain Keeling o}>enly ignored, and, 
having taken In what spices he could obtain, he sailed to Jakatra, 
where he arrived on August 21. He next proceeded to Hontam, and, 
bavlog taken in a cargo of pepper, sailed fur England on October J, 
arriving in the Downs on May lo, i6toi 

Captain hiawkins left the Hector at Surat, on her way out, imri 
proceeded to Agra, bearing letteiw to the Great Mtjgul. Here,

The Consent, alter leaving St Augustine's Bay. proceeded to 
Bantom. and after a short stay there went to the Moluccas, and 
took in a full cargo of spicca .it Bouton; Captain Middleton then 
returned to Bantam, and, after settling too Cxcloty there, set sail fm 
England, whent he arrivesd early in Januaiy i&jg, 

Document Nw, 3. 3. 5 and 8 to 13 incluaive in the following 
pages refor to toia third voyage Annther fotitr from Gabriel 
Towerson, dated Bantam. July t j, tiSo«, was also rccei^itd by the 
Consent, but this is not now in existence-' The poufits rcaUsed by 
this voyage amounted to no less than ^34 per cent, upon the cut 
aenbed cajiiul,* 


The fourth voyage to Tndfo was under the command of Captatu 
Alexander Sharpeigh. in toe Aseensfon, who was accompanied 
by Capum Ricliard Rou les in tim Union, an old vessel of ^00 tons. 
Jn hismstrnctions Captain Sharpeigh was directed to call at Socotra 
and M«ha or Aden. If sufficient fading were Focumble at cither 
of the latter places, the vessels were to load and mtum to England • 
otherwise they to proceed to Cambay or Bantam. S[ieciai 
dtmss is laid, in these instruction*, on the importance of obtaJuifti?

Vrom Aden the Ascension u'Cnt to Mocha, and from thence to 
SocotnL On /Vogust oOi 1^1^09^ Captain Sharpelgh sailed for 
Indm, intending to make for Surat, but Imvipg no pilot on board 
lie ran his Ofi a shoal at the mouth of ihe Amticka river, 

where ahe sank. Captain Shaipcigh and the crew w'crc saved^ and 
made their way overland to SnmL Some of the ^mpany found 
their wny to Coa, where they embarked in a Poitiigue^ vessel for 
LisboOp and W'enl thence by sea to Li>ndDnr The Uiiiun pro¬ 
ceeded first to Achlrtp where some trade was dTected, and then to 
Prloman, where mucli of her cargo ivas exchanged for pepper^ 
The vessel then started to return to England^ and had nearly 
wached humii; when she ran on some rocks off ihe coast of Brittany 
and lost 

‘fhe fifth voyage consisted of only one vessel the K^pedi* 
lion, w'liich wris placed under tlio coimnand of Captain Onvtd 
Middletorik who was jnslruetetl to sail direct to Bantam, and 
from thence to the Molucois or Banda^ He sailed from the Dow*ns 
on April 20, Ibog, md arnved at Bantam m December 7. 
Ha\'ing landed some of hh cargo he proceeded towards the 
Moluccas, but afterwards went to Banda. Here he wna rtrongly 
opposed by the Dutch, altliough iht natives showed every dbpo^ 
siiioti to l>c friendl)^ towrards tin; EnglLsh, The mStieiice of die 
Dutch was, howevcfi so grt^t that the natives dared not enter into 
any tnrtde^ with the English, or even allow them to buy spicea. 
Oiptain Middleton therefore w^nt to Pulo Aye, where he obtained 
some ^rees, and then to Buntamp where he arri^^ on October ft 
ifilCS ^^id, filling up his vessel with freight, salkd for England on 
Nervember l£^ He reached home about August or September foU 
(owing, with a very rich cargo. 
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The Iratlc with Indlft being now fairly estatliahetli. the Cftm- 
pany directed thdr nttentian to a renewal of their Charter. Thir 
was granted by the King in May 1600 • bqt, Jiuteait of lirniting 
their estclusJve privileges to fiflcen ycflis, fis Qoecn ERiabcth hatl 
done, 'the whoic:, entire, and only trttde and traffic to the East 
Indies ’ was granted to the Company for ever ; and by a prahibi- 
lory clause all persons were enjwnetl not to trade within the 
Company's limits, except by licenses obtained from them under 
their cortunoti seal. It was, however, addn^ that if the trade 
should not be found profitable to the realm, these oxclusive 
privileges were to cease and determine after three years* wamuig. 

For the next voy^e the Cast India Company had built two 
now vessels for thetnseives, one of which was to be the largest 
mercbout ship In England and of no less than 1,100 tons burden. 
To inaugurate imi»rtant an event os the launching of these 
vessels, the King ooiisentod to name them, and lie accordingly 
attended at the docks, accompanied the Queen and Prince, on 
December 50, 1609, to take part in the ceremony. l iis Majesty 
named the larger of the two thipa the Trades Increase and the 
pinnace the Pepporeom. 

In 1608 the Court of Comuiittecs receh'Od intelligence from 
their factors at Bantam and in the Moluccas that the cloths and 
calicoes imported from Caettbaya were in great rwjiuat, and that if 
ttie factories were furnished with them they «mld be prafftafaly 
exchanged for pepper and the finer spices j the factors tbere- 
fort! recommended that a trade should be attempted at Surat 
and ai Cambay a, and that two ships should be employed to 
purchase goods at those ports to be sent for sale to Hantam and 
the Moluccas; and, further, that it might be advantageous to 
extend the pepper trade by estaUiahing a fecitwy at Priaman, m 
the island of Sumatra.' Orders to thb effect were aceordingiy 
included in the instruction* to Sir Henry Middleton on his being 
appointed to tlie command of the lixth voyage.* He Wju» directed 
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nfler oUling at Scjcoim, to make direct for Sural, bul should he be 
imablc to doaolte was tx> ftrocccd in Uic first instance to Aden or 
Mocha. At Stinit he was to hitjuire after Captain Hawkins, and, 
having taken in suitable lading, he was td proceed to FHamart 
and Bantam, and thence to Banda and the Moluccas for nutmegs 
and mace. 

The Trailes Increase, commanded by Sir Henry Middleton, 
the Peppercorn Captain Nicholas iJownton, and the Darling 
sailed for die Easi on April i, i6ia This fleet arrived at Aden 
on November 7. and Sir Henry Middleton left the Feppereorn 
there to carr^' on trade, whilst he, with the hi'o otlier vewds, pro¬ 
ceeded to Mocha. The Pcfipcreoni followed on December 17, 
but without several of her merchants and seamen, who, Jiaving 
landed, had been detained by the governor, 

On arrival ofT Mocha the Trades Increase, whilst in charge of 
a native pilot, ran aground, and in order to lighten the ship goods 
were taken out of her aotl landed. Subsequently Sir Henry 
Middleton went ashore with several of his company. At fitai they 
were well received and entertained, but after a while they were 
attacked bj* the natives, some of the English were slain, and others, 
with Sir Henry, were taken pdaotiers and sent to Sana to the 
Basha. Whilit there, those who bad been left behind at Aden 
by the Pepiiercom joined them. An unBUcccssluI attempt was 
also made to capture the Darling by certain Turks of Mocha. 

Sit Henry Middleton remained piisoiter from December until 
May ro, when be, with some fifteen others of (he company, escaped 
and got Oil board the Darling, In the follow'ing pages will be 
found many letters that passed between Sir Henty and those on 
board the %'es«Js during the time of his detentinn on shore. 

From May t 4 to June 19 Sir Homy Middleton blockaded the 
port of Mocha, and captured a ship from Din and some Malabanse 
with other vessela After this the Shahbandar visited Sir Henty 
on board his vessel, and made cem{)ensation for alt the goods that 
had hfcn seised at Mocha. 

The fleet left Mocha on August 9. and anchored in (he road 
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south of the bar of Surat on September sd Here a Portuguese 
fleet kept up aaeh a dose blockade that no one could reach the 
English vessels ftioni the shore, and even Captain Sharpdgh, 
John Jourdatn, and others who had arrived there from Agra were 
prevented from visiting the English ships. At length, a Portu¬ 
guese vessel having attempted to cut off a boat sent to tJie sluire 
by the Barling, the latter vessel opened fire, whereupon the 
Portuguese ran their boat ashore, and she was captured by the 
English. On October the Portuguese made an attempt to 
retake theh boat, hut were repulsed \ after which the English 
effected a landing at the point of South Swally. The Portuguese 
next attacked some of the English on shore, hut were driven off j 
and subsequently Sir Henry Middleton had an intcn*Ecw with the 
Governor of Surat, with the result that a small amount of Hade 
iva.s effected hm. But a reipjest lor the establishment of a facteiiy 
at Surat was not only refused, but tlw mertUmits who had gone 
there were ordered to depart without being allowed time to get in 
their debts. 

Captain Hawkins arrived about this llmr at Surat from Agra, 
and went or board the fleet, which shortly ufterwards— or Feb¬ 
ruary II, ifiiJ — set sail for Babul, where it arrived on the iGth 
tdent. Uule trade was effected here, but two vessels belonging to 
Cochin, bound for Chou], were captured off the port, and some 
doves, cinnamon, wax. bales of China ihk. and rice were taken out 
of them and removed to the Trades Increase. From Babul the 
Beet returned towards the Red Sea, arriving off Aden on April i. 
Sir Hcniy Middleton left the Peppercorn to hltxkadt: that jjort 
and prevent any vessels from entering, whilst he proceeded to 
Ihtb-d-Mandeb. The Pnppcreotn oierliaulcd severuj vessels, 
and remnvL-d part of thdr cargoes from jutmc of tlicm ; and 
Captain Bownton then went towanls the Red Sea to join Sir 
Henry Middleton. In whose company he found Captab John Saris, 
with the Company's ship Clove, Hector, and Thomas, which be* 
longed to the eighth voyage. Sir Henrj’ Middleton had aniuiEed 
with Captain Saris that of all goods procured by trading the 
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former shi^util receive t\^CN'lhfr<L4 for Jhc benefit of the sixth vojrage, 
and the latter one-third for the eighth voyage.

In adrlitton 10 thp ftirtgoing brief suTnrTmrj' of the first six 
voyages to the East set out by the East India Company, h 
will be ititcnsiJng to odd some further account of the rentlia of 
those voyages, together with a short notice of the actions of 
the Portuguese. Spanish and Dutch in the Eastern seas during: 
the first thirteen yean of the seventeenth century, referaicca to 
which wilt be found in the * 0 , C.' doemnenti publisiicd in the 
following pages; 

In the firrt voyage Captain Lancaster established factories at 
Achin and at Bantam. He sueccctlcj in obtaining Irani the King 
of Achin the moat fiivourahJc privileges for English meichants to 
trade there, and received from him a letter to Queen Ehaabctli 
together with presents consisting of a ruby rli^, and two vestures 
embroidftred with gold and placed within a puipte box of china.' 

According to the instraetjons b^ed to CajMairt Henry Middle- 
ton. for the second voyagt. he was to proceed fiom Bantam to tlie 
Moluccas, and was to endeavour to cstahlidi a factory cm the 
Island of Bandi* Althcwjgh he succeeded in carrying on some 
trade he was prevented, owing to the obstructions thrown m his 
vray by the Dutch, from making a |icrmancnt settlement on any 
(jf the islanda, Capuin Keeling, however, who comtoanded Ihc 
third voyage, did obtain permission to erect a factory at Banda 
but the fulfilment of this object was efTcrtually fru--rtrated by the 
high handed action of the Dutch. In the instrucUons issuixJ t« 
Captain Keeling he was If posaiblt to eKtablinh a factory at 
Adim, Thence he was to proceed to Cambay and endeavour to 
find a good harbour there ' for the mairKcnance of ^ trade In those 
tiarta hcrcallcf rn safety from the danger of the l*omigucsc, or 
other enemies, oideaimuririg also to learn whether tlie King of 
Cambaj-a or Surat or any of hfs havens be in subjection to Uic 
Portuguese, and what havens of his arc not, togetiier with the 
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dangers and dcjrthfl of the water there for passage, that by this 
certain notice and diligent enquiry (sublch «fe wish be get down 
in writing for the Conipony’s belter informatiem) whereby we may 
hcreartcr attempt for further trade there, or otlieirwiBe dcsiirt.’' It 
has already been staled Uiat Captain Hawkins, in endeavouring 
to obtain conctsaions from the Great Mcjgul. was succes-tfuUy 
thwarted by ihe rottuguese who were trading in lliese parts 
(p. xx), 

Thus were the English opposed In their attempts to obtain a 
share In the Indo-European trade by both the Dutch ainl the 
Portuguese, who, together with the Spaniards, had established for 
themselves pofiJtlans In the East before the vessels of the East 
India Company arrived in those porta The trade of the Spaniards 
and r'ortngneae was, however, also strongly opposed by tlic Dutch, 
who, as early as 1604. arc stated to haw quite spoiled their 
eommcrec in the south ; and in (607 the losses of the Spaniard* 
were reported to have been so great in the East Indies, b>- the 
hands of the Dutch, that it was then thought 'in iIiom places 
a wound almost incurable.'* Moiwlthstandifig this, however 
die Omde dc I-cmoa, President of the Council for the Indie*! 
declared to the Knglinh Ambaaiador at Madrid, that the Sianiartli 
would appfOjsriaie ihdr dununions In the Indies to thcmsclvea, 
and exclude all othcre, and that they were resolved rcvct to 
lake them for friends, nor allow them for traders that should 
rMOft thither.* Two yeans later the English resident at Liaboii 
drmbltd whedier the King of Spain would send any more shipping 
to trade in the East Indie^ but rather give leave to dl nation* 

do 40 upon paying a duty of 50 per cent, upon all good* 
tiTWiiTids and tiulwuids,* 


In a letter to bis brother, dated Bantam. .April jo, 1607. 
Gabriel Toweison remarked that the Hollands bore the grentesi 
4way In those parts. He ihere gave art aectnmi of an attack on 
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Matacca bry the Dutch in which, however^ they were unswcccsafiiL 
The Dutch went uivdiiguIiKdly bent on exijelling, if possible, die 
Fortu^ese as well the S^ianhiriiei from their positiotts in the 
Kast; they captured their vesada wbeimi'er they met with ihetu 
on the high seas; they entered into an olliaaoe with the Zamortu, 
who was a gwofn ctiimiy of tlie Portuguese, and they drove the 
latter fram their positiom in Amhoyna and Tidore^ TowaitJs the 
English the Dutch showed a more friendly octerlor, but, in the 
end. It would appear that the English had more reason to eom^. 
plairi of these ihejr aupijosed friendfl, than of their Jtwom enemies 
the Spsiiiiardii and Portuguese. 

From document No. i ip It wUl be seen that, towards the end 
of the year i6rj, the Dutch aircady lutd factorjea and caatlcs in 
(lie foIlNwirg ports ? eU- Bantam, Jakaim, Grasse, Succadana, 
Macttssafi I'atant, Siam, Achin, Pouton, Amboyna, Baheaii, 
Maijait, Motir, Tidore, Tcmate, Japan. Banda and Solor, from 
several of which places they had previously driven cnit the 
Spaniards or the Fortnguese. The Kngileh, at this time, cctild 
boast of no other properly cstablishi^l jnetory than that at Bantaoi, 
although they did carry on an uncertain trade in the Moluccas and 
at places In Sumatra ; tlicy were, however^ overborne in most 
piaieea the Dutch, who appear not only to have luui at their 
command greater rttsonrcca for trade, but were also much superior 
to the English In Utosc parts both in the oumbcTs of their vessels 
and in the strength of their finxts. 

On the peninsula of India also, the English were prevented 
from taliing advantage of the oi»i)ortunitIca that prea e ntod them* 
sch'CS owing to s vs^nt of means. Towards the end of this 
volume will be found on account of how the Portuguese had tnadc 
themselves unpopular with the naiives by having seiud a ship of 
Surat ivorth loopoo/. This presented a due o|iening for the 
I'mgliah, of whiclt they were ujiahle to avail themaclves, for as waji 
remiirtced at the time by Mr, Thos, Aldworthe, MmuI we shipjniiig 
here from England we should strike all dead.'' 
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In the faltmituig pages art letters Iroto, and rererenees lo^onc 
W^illifijn Adams r>r Addumes, in connectien with the procctdixigs 
of the Butch md English in Japan, Some account of this maiii 
who 'was In many resj^ects a c^tmarkablc char^tcTi seems desirable 
here in order the better to explain the dreumstances under which 
he was enabled tc render assbiance to Europeans vMtitig that 
country* William Adams wras btam in England, and at the age 
of twelve years was apprenticed to blaster Kicholas Dfggina of 
Umel^wse^ with whom he retnamed for twelve year^ lie after¬ 
wards entered the Nav>', where he actu^ as Master and l*ilot, and 
for about dev'en or twelve years served the Company of Barbary 
Morchunts^ until the openmgof the Dutch trade with Indb, when 
in he joined, os pilot tnajor^ a fteet of five ships that sailed 
for the East from Rotterdam. After a long and adventurous 
voyage in tvhich the Beet got Acattcrcd« the Chanty, in which 
Wnjiam Adam^i iva^ arrived off the coast of Japan, on April tg, 
1600, With moil of her crew aick or dyrngn and with only some 
Isiiir do^jCii men able to stand on their feet. Adams was tahen 
before the EmjiejTjr^ aiid^ after cdeamination as tci his courtlry and 
of his coming, tvas consigned to prison, where he remained 
for nearly six weeks. At the expimlion of IhM time he was set ai 
liberty in spite of the efforrs of the Pcmugui^ to get him executed 

Adams leas able to ronder valaebte assistance to the autharities^ 
and continued to rise in favour until at laht, to requite his services^ 
the Emperor bestowed on him an estate ' like unto a l.ordshlp In 
England/ 

In 1609, some Uutcb ships apfieared in the jKirt of Firmndo 
and obtained leave to etitabUMlt a factory^ Two years afterwards 
another vessel arriv^, and the Captain, ihrongh Adams' influence, 
obtained ample imding privileges. From the latter vessel Adams 
teamed for the first lime that Englishmen WTrt trading to the 
East, and accordingly he indited his letter * It? my unknown friends 
and eouiiltymcn,' telling the stciry ofhis misrortunes, and callbg 
for help Thb bttef appear?, as document Ko, 78, On page 142 of 
the prcseni volume 1 jl wiks wTitien in Octobef i6n,and reached 
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the Kng!i»h factory [n lUntam early in i6ta. Attains' story iia 4 « 
however, already reached England, threi^h rqwrts of the Dutch) 
and a trading fleet of three ships had saiicd in April t(St i to opdi 
up a trade with Japan, On June tz, 1613, the Gove, under the 
command of Captain John Sarts, entered the harbour of Hmndot 
Adams was summoned, and through his influence privilegea were 
obtained, and an English (actory wait formally settled at that port 
about the end of Nov^ber'under the charge of Richard Cocks. 
From a letter by the last named to the Court of Directora, of 
Novraber 30^ 1613 (Mo. 121, p. 313}, it will be seen that Adams 
eniercd the Company's sendee, at a salary of loaf sterling a year, 
The present volume concludes with two letters from William A dams 
—one of whicit is addressed to the Court of Directors of the East 
India Company, and the other, apj»jently, to some friend In

holy league our wet) beloved the Sirinisstma Reica de Enghderm 
to hold and keep tme and faithful league with her according to 
the commendable cnurac and taw of alt natfons, unto whose 
subjects we wish much felicity, and therefore doth give and grant 
by these presents for tis our heirs and successors as much as in tis 
licth to the said subjects of the most noble queen of England our 
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confederate and every of them thee Article, grantj, and iirhileges 
hereafter cjcpreawsd and declared* 

Finn we do give and grant free JJccncc, authority, and powe 
to all the people, fectoia. mereliaTits or aabjccU of the Quceti of 
England that they Boay at all times hereafter for ever siirdy and 
safely esHne into any Port* or elsewhere into these our dominions 
aitd kingdom of Sumatra wltli their ships, goods and merchandUe 
without any detriment or hindrance to them ur to theii goods 
and there to abides sojourn, buy ami sell, barter and exchange 
according to ilicJr now manner and Ikahion with all manner 
of Kntioiis whatsioevur as well as with our own natural aOhjects 
both in spices and all other merchandises and so they may tarry 
in^ our Country so long as they will and go away when th^ lUt 
Without any impediment, Inn, or hindrance, paying all such debts 
as they shall owe to any of our [subjects] within our said domujiaos. 

Furiliennore our will and pleasure is that all such goods and 
mwchandisc as any of tlie subjects of the Queen of England shall 
bring Into tliis our Klngdcim or any the parts ihencof shall be 
free of all custom or payment whatsoerer, as well for that whicli 
shall be brought Into these our dominions as for all manner of 
merchandise they shall transpiirt out of tlic same for any foreign 
part whatsoever. 

Item. If any of their ships in tempest of ft'isathcr shall be In 
danger to be lost, and perish, and thereupon shall stand In need 
of our help, we will and eotnmand that our vessels with all [qiised 
do help and succour them to save the same ship* and goods 
and what may be aaved to return to the ^Id merchanis or their 
AsrigTUH they paying reasonable consideration for their travail, 

Item. If any Engiishman shell make his will and Iwtamwt to 
whonwoewer by tile aame wiU he shall give his goods, the ijarty 
shall have them accordingly, and if he die fntotote he to whom the 
chief I-’actor or Govcmtir nhall say the gooils of the dead to bdorm 
he shall [jowes the same. ^ 

Stem. That every bargain made by the said Merchants with 
any matmer of person for any kind of mtachandlse shall be firm 
and stable and ti«t no man of mther party may shrink or go back 
frem the same, and that it stoil! be lawful for them to go before 
any of nur justices and to rqgister the Same in a Iwok according 
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to the tenoe thereof, if any oontrovcrsj- shall arise present justice 
to be done to both parries; anti when they liave sold any of their 
ivarcs to our subjects, or any other, they shall not rctuni the said 
wares upon the merchant's hands but pay for them or else they shall 
have present justice. 

Item, if any English merchaDt. factor or servant shall oiTend 
the Agmit or chief Governor of the ]'actQf>' it shall be lawTui for 
the said Governor to do justice upon the said party or to send 
him home into England at his pleasure, and further we grant unto 
the said Governor power and authority to ertd any controversy 
that shall arise bctw'cen them and to do justice according to thdr 
own laws and custoniK. 

Item. We do grant the said merchants and to their successors 
that If any of them or of their servants shall he nviuDcicd or be 
slain in any part or place of our doratnion then information thereof 
being given we our juatfces or other oJTkera will execute due 
Correction and puntshment without delay according to cause 
of the o^cnce so that it shall be an example to all others not to 
offend in Utc like. And if it shat] happen factors, servants, or 
niinTstcrs of the said mcKlvutts to tiespaivs or offend whereby 
they Of any of tlicm shali incur the danger of death or of punl^* 
ihcnt that then the goods, wares or merchandises of their Signiors 
shall not therefore be forfeited, confiscated, ^inccl upon nor 
spoiled by us our heirs or successor, or by any of our officers, 
mimsters or subjects, but shall remain frank and free as dischaeged 
of all punishment and los. 

Item. We do promise the foresaid metchanLs granting It for 
ever for us and our heirs, that tf any shall bring any manner of guotls 
or merchandise meet for treasury that we will not cause any stay 
or arrest to be made of their goods or merchandise to ua or for 
our uses without preiieiit content to be made by out treasurer at 
such reasonable prices as the merthonts could sell them for ready 
money and that no price or valuation shall be set upon their goodi* 
or merehandlses by us or any officers of ouns. 

Item, We of our goodness have granted to the said English 
merchants, their successors, serv-ant* and deputies itiat ito or 
shall remain in any part of thb our Kingdom of Sumatra whether 
it be in Dachem or any other part of our dominions fir«ly to keep 
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their oviffl law's and Tn anywise none of ours to force them to our 
laws or hilth against their wills. 

[teoL ff any man shall say that these being Christians have 
spoken anjithinf; to the dcrogaLion of our holy lai'th and religion 
and have skodeted the same t In this matter as well as in alt others 
there shall no false wftfiess in any case be admitted. 

Last of ail to the intent that this timgiic with her Majesty 
the aforesaid grants and privileges with her subjects may the 
belter be observed and Inviolably be performed, we, by the grace 
of God, gitat king of Dachem and Sumatra for us and our lietm 
and sueccssora dp irromUc bj^ our princuTy word instead of an 
oath inviolably to maintain and preserve and w-ili ra nv to be 
inviolably kept, preserved and maintained from time to time and 
at oil times hereafter, and for the more ratification we command all 
our Captaina Judges, Custoraem, Governors! and Servants where¬ 
soever these letters or privileges shail be sent throughout ail mir 
dominions, that they be obiycd in all points BCeordingiy as long as 
the Queen of Engiand of her part shall duly keep and observe this 
league and imiy peace expressed in this privili^e wdth us and our 
subjects we also of our royal part do chajge and cotninand llic 
same so long to be straightly kept and obsen,'ed and the contnuy 
to this divniE Teague and privilege let no man presume to do or 
say anything.

La«s Deo this iCth of December, l(Soy, Bantam, 

ll'",HT Worshipful, my boundicn duty premia with 
hope of your Worships' good healuC desiring God to 
continue the same to his good pleasure etc. 

My last unto your Worships of the 4th October j6o; 
per the Provinces of Holland a ship of the burden i;cj last which 
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did Jade atBajidan fUaiida) i ;go succoles of mace, iheiresi nutmegs, 
which depaned in company of another ship catted the Btack Lton 
taden at Temata with cTovcsiand mace, and a few nutmegs, besides 
400 bales of raw sJllc which she took in Jiere at Bantam, per tius 
ship I gave your Worships lo unileretarid the state of our business, 
by a note there inclosed, of alt ctotli sold and debts owing besides 
what pepper was in house. May it please your Worships to be 
advertised that upon the I4lh November 1607 arrived in this road 
of Bantam your Worahips* ship the Censent of London the Captain 
David Middelton, the master Edmond IkKihani and [tarrt 
(for which God be praisedX Their coming [fem otwry] hoping 
to have recei ved letters or a copy of a letter from your Worshipa 
for the better dispose of your afTaira in this places but Captain 
^Liddlctaa told me he liad rione^ showing me many rasons for it, 
and that because the badness of his ship he was nuthorrsed by a 
Tetter from London being dated the iSth of hfarch ifioy from the 
Governor and Company and sent him to Plymouth, the which ship 
by your Worships' former order was to go wiUv the Admiral and 
Hecttn- to the Island Succalia (Socotni)or Cmnbaya, but altering 
that determination he was appointed to keep the high seas and go 
directly for this place (of Bantam), [and] being there to confer with us 
about sale of his commodtCiea and also for his going for Uic istanrl.s 
of M0I1XOS (Moluccas] and Bandan and to take with him such Of 
your Paetors and stuffs as are at Bantam of the old remainder and 
should be thought lit for those parts, This letter ivith the copy of 
your Worships' general Commission given to Captain ^^^llism 
Keeling now General,! gave suflldent credit unto; and theraupon, 
so soon as the ship was in a readiness to take in goods^ there was 
laden aboard her for j'our Worships* account as per the invoice 
here inclosed may appear 20 fTs. 5 great chests qtt 214 corgss 07 
pieces of divers sorts of cloth and to hags of pepper cqnaignod lo 
David Middlcbm, nUo having ^letil along with them 2 of your 
Worships' servants, Henry Siddall and Austen Spalden (which was 
our Interpreter for this place) which, because of his Spanish 
tongue. Captain Middleton w<mld not be denied of, Tor that at the 
Malococa tlie prindpai business will be with the Spaniards, 
Captain Middleton did dischaigc here all hia Iron and great part 
of his lead, vir.

D\Trs, 1 grapnel he sold licre to HoUandt'ts one cable weigUng 
It* c. At 7 r. per c atid 6 bouhs of sail canvas at 7. r. per boult 
Thus having despatched his business, on the 6th of Uecember he 
set sail for the Molocoes leaving with me a letter for your Wor^ips 
to be sent per the first conveyance. 

The i6ih Xovember came in news of the Ihttch Admiral 
Matelief that he [was retunicd] from China & the next day 
he came ashme m his boat [tom owrrv] after hU depar¬ 
ture from ^ ] towards China with 3 ships in com* 

jiany he did take a Chinese junk which had traded at Tcrtiatta 
w'ith the Spaniards for linen and apparel in barter for cloves and 
rials He look out her lading and gave the junk to the people of 
Getola (Giloln) the pilot they took with them upon their voyage. 
TTie first place they came to upon the coiilst of China was an Island 
called Ccemafl lainsTi ?;hafd by the main. The pcopteof this Jalarul 
brought abcwid 2 or 3 pieces of taffeta which they bought for i r. per 
piece. This Island Ireth about 40 leagues from Maccau CMacao) 
having in it a very fair town and great pleirty of vic tual*. Tbc people 
of the place would not suffer tlicm to come ashore or have ariy 
iransACtions with them, but In the night by stealth they^ would bring 
them victuals for motiQr. The)- wen t from thence toward s Maccau 
to seek for purchase and comJ tig tiiithcr tiierc came otn; tipod them 
6 great curacks being ffttcil to fight with the Hollanders whieli 
th^' perceiving fled from them and went for CattUnt wlicrc they 
sent ashore their Chinese pilot, which th«y took at Tcrnatta, with 
letters to intr^t of trade but before they could have answer from 
the shore they were forced to run again anti leave bis mciumgcr 
behlrid being pumed by the 6 caracks afuresaid, they being beaten 
from the roast <<f China bj' the Tcttugals and not suffered to trade 
there, and returning h>ward9 liantam he sent one of his ships for 
fattanta the other for Jor (Johoie) they were also at Camboia and 
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Pahang bill bought nothing but victuab. The s^tli ditto the Great 
Son «ct sail for Ttmatta, and a small pannacc for Bandan, they 
salt ti> Bandan S chests of rials with oHcrs to buy up so much 
mace a$ they cootd get This pEnnacc was built fn the Bay of 
Sant Lusca(St Luda) upon the south east side of St Laurence 
where the Carack of Admiral Warwick was fain to seek for succour

I'ietiials to the Spaniards on Tematu or Toedore, he should not 
expect any bi'ours or friendship at the Hollanders* liands that were 
before those places and that he haul writ his liters to that effect; 
upon which Captain Middleton, in>-5eir and others went to him 
where he spoke those words again telling him that they should 
beat him if he did succour ihcm in anything, whereupon Captain 
Middleton answered that he went thlthor as a merchant maji and 
friend to all, and that what be did he would answer, so In like 
manner If the Hollanders should offer him any violence he must 
think he must be called to account for It, if it exceed the bound of 
i wtttnn , and that altho* he jutd but u small ship, yet there wouTd be 
a greater before he departed the place, that would care little for 
tbeir threats and brag® 

The gth December came into this rTiad the merthanu from 
Pattzmla where they got no lading, tlicy brought along with them 
16 moi of Siam, whereof 4 am prinditai, which are sent by their

progress of these 2 ahips the Dragon and Hector to this place. 
The lyth of April lost sight of England, the 3^h had sight 
of Tenensefe ; yth May came to an^or at Mayo, a place not 
worth staying at. It yicideth no water, but poor lean goats as 
many as we tvfll take: May 9. dcfiartcd thence. June 6 hod sight 
of Fernando Forania fNoionliaji, a good place for water and 
refreshments.

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let her be sure to keep her course so much to the eaatward oT the 
south as she leaves Forania 40 leagues to the westward, for fear 
southeast winds, and the cunent, put her upon the coast of Bnml, 
as we in tbis voyage did to almost the crN’crthfow thereof, coming 
7 leagues to the westward of it 

June I % we felt with Cape ,'\ugiJstenc upon the coa^ ofiJmell : 
here we were forced to ply up and down against wind and cu ijvnt 
till our men began to fall down of the scurvy^ then our water 
began to grow low. It was determined to work to recover Fernando 
Fcrania there to water, and refresh our weak and sick men (but 
God permitted it VVe steered for it, UJI our water whs much 
decreased, and more of our men in both ships down. Then July ja 
the General called a Council, and being all together we considered 
what was licrt to be done in this cxtreirilty, which Cod had for our 
sins laid upon us, the wind still continuing at soutli southeast and 
southeast as there was no hope to recover Forania; the two Masters 
and ail thetr mates could not agree upon s place to water and 
refresh at, many places was in question, the coast of Brazil, the 
coast of Guinea, the Isle of Mayo^ Cape de Verde, and the little 
Island by it, all by our General disliked, then ho himself to 
us nominated Seiro Leona upon the coast of Guinea his notes 
for the navigation of it, and tus reasons good, it was of all con¬ 
cluded to put for the luune, l^ung in 8 degrees 55 in the notth 
latitude, July 31 wc put round for Serto Leona; August 6 ciune 
to anchor in Sem> Leonn river, this place proved a happy place 
to us, for here at little charge wc got up our men tvith llirta, 
water and fudi. In this river the I’ortugal hath trade, cornmnditka 
gold and elqihant's teeth, it is a goodly river, the navigation of h 
bold and good for any ship to come orj the south side. 

The King and people niggers, simple and harmless; September 
13. the general wrote > Icttcnt to your Worships in the character!^ 
a small Portugal botit bound for St. logo: and this day we departed 
from Serro Leona. October 20 passed the line the third time. 
The 35 w'ere in the latitude of Fernando Forania being 4 degrees 
to. m. being to the eastward of It 3c or 4a leagues and hod ddegites 

m; variation, December 17 had sight of the Table above 
SsUdania bay, near Cape Bona Espemnee; the iS at the 
importunity of all our men in both ships, and for pity tokem of 
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our ^’ciiJc and sick men the general put into Saletania bay wlicrc 
ive came to anchor. Thfs place Is the beat and che<tpc9t to 
refnsh men tn thcae that crer ships can come into: a 

good large beef the price but a piece of an old hoop of iron not 
worth 2 ii. in Englaod. aDd good sheep after tile like ratt isl 
Jniuutry set sail from Saldania i the 3rd doubled the Cape. The 
t4th in a storm tutr ships were near stemming one the others but 
Cod be praised who mercifully delivered us. February 17th bad 
eight of St. Lawrence Island : the i^th came to anchor in the bay 
of AiJgustJti& The coming into this pLice fs bold and good but 
the ships must ride in 5c or do fathoms foul and bad ground. 
The river well conditioned and not sssUablf; into it above a mile 
for the swiftness of it. The water naught and bmektslL Beef 
and sheep here is very gotid, but it is long :i getting^ and nothing 
but silver wih buy it ft b no place to refresh weak men at The 
Dragon ^nt here a anchors, if we had rested upon this place and 
not put into Saldania. surely in al) men's Judgmctll we had not 
continued at this day to sail our ships. The 3Sth set sail from 
Augustine : March J 4tb were near the latttudeof hlosambfque in 14 
degrees 30 nt latitude, we steered for Zanraborte (Zanzibar) where 
the genemi went to water and refresh our men and build our pinnace. 
But coming near tlic latitude of it could not observe sun nor star 
in 3 days nor nights until we were run to leeward of it In 5 degrees 
5 jn. and hud sight of the Island of r<unba. The wind large the 
General steered away for Zaccatora (Sncotni) ; the 36th came to 
anciior before tlic town of Tammaric where the king liclh and the 
chief town in all the island. Here the general whh two ships 
of Surat, Gurerats, who did inform him of all matters touching our 
voyage to Aden and Camba^'H, advising him If he meant to get to 
Aden these 4 months not to stop here above 4 or 3 days, and that 
then westerly winds would come, tmcl continue till September: 
ant) that they are bound for that Coast near Aden ; and they fear 
the wind will take them short before they can recover it. Of ihe 
coast and navigation of Aden, of the Governor and people thereof, 
of the nature and strength of the same, what commodities it doth 
afford, and how our lead, cloth and iron will sell; of the coast 
of Camlaya. Surat and Dabul and the navigation of it and of all 
matters material to be known, our general fay the help of his 
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Arabic tongue, w&i by them infonned of la the full. The 3ytii 
having with all speed pc^sibte filled some water and got a few 
goats, set sail and plied for Aden ; the wind westerly * May i itJj 
for lack of good looking out In the break of da)' we wetre 
dangerously fallen upon a lee shore which was the westennost one 
of the JsJand of Zaccotora, and seeing land near us cast the Tine 
and had but 9 fathoms water and having no wind to carry lu oiT 
came presently’ to anchor, here God delivered oa cut of another 
great danger, for had not the General commanded to weigh when 
wo did. and God sending us at that time no more wind than did 
hardy carpr us off; which time, but for the general, bad ijccn 
n^Iected, in hope of a wind more large, rw else of the lantonie at 
night, then had this storm taken us. which came next morning, 
and we had, witliout the miraculous work of God, been both cast 
away (which God evTf keep us from). The 13th the storm foreed 
us to put round for Zaccatora. and these being the westerly winds 
wlijch tlie Gurerats feared did doubt bur voyage for Aden was of 
neecftiity to be given The i<th dkl pul round for Tamnrie, 
where wt found the Guzemts also put round. The gcncraj wunl 
ashore with lOO men strong, and spke with the King and took 
with Wm for water and meat during our staging here and at 
Dclisha. The king demod our general nothing, but he was 
discotiienied with the King about price of goods. Dctlaba U 
6 mil^ to the caahvani of Tamarie, the next bay to il. not any 
place in all this Island to ride In with these west and southerly 
winds but here we hastened and filled our water and the igih May 
set sail from Tamaric and came to anchor In Ociisha. The 
not being minded to stay here long, which iJic Hector Is 
fofc^ to do because ihere is no going to Cambaya, although the 
winds be largo, until the middle of August The 2nd and tid 
rUys ofjunc did call a Council, where In the end it wus determined 
theDrj^ to depart on hervoj aij^ for Priamam. Bantam and 
c MqIuccm ami ibc Hector to slay here till the middieof Aumist 
and go fw Cambaya, and to take into her out of the Dirmon as

and once got Cape Guardaful shall not want witKf to eajT>* him 
to Aden and arriving there in April, May, or /line he must 
stay there or in this place taj the middle of August before he 
can go for Cambaya: we are in great hope to get good and 
peaceable trade there, and at Surat; where our ship, by God's 
grace:, is to ride: our cloth and lead ive hear will sell well there; 
our iron not $0 well a$ at Aden: that indigo we shall have good 
store at reasonable rates, and also calicoes and musk, and at 
Pabol good pepper; ao u 1 hope in God the Hector shall make 
her voyage at those places, and establish a trade there, to t he 
benefit of your Worships and good of our Country-. There will 
scU yearly tooo clotbs, red Jeid and quicksilver will give good 
price, and many other matters of good Intelligence which now b 
vain for me to write of, knoa-ing our general, who with j 

hope will be ready to deUver far more than 1 am able to write of, 
to whose careful and painful remembrance taken, I rdcr y-our 
Worships, whose cate and wisdom in this Jong and tedious passage 
hath been great and I may boldly say that no man in England in 
bis place and charge, could perform it better than he liaih done, 
both for the spewing of tlie voyage, and care of his men; his 
wisdom, language and carriage is such, as [ fear we shall have 
great want of at Surat, in the first settling of our trade. Captain 
ffawkins now he cometh to be left to himself I hope In God will 
perform your Worships' expectations, in the service he comes for. 
For the business at Surat, Cambas'a and Dabu), und the nav^tion 
thereof, the general, out of his care, hath made matters so plain by 
his instructions gotten from the Gurerats, as will be great ea se to 
Captain Hawkins, and the rest of tut that shall have the carriage 
of your business there. Mr. Hippon h a man honest, careful 
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and sufficient and worthy the chairgc he hatlip Mr. Mullinexe a 
man douEvtiest audicient in mariner'$ art, but more I shaft be aWr 
to write of him hereafter, when we shall saTI by our own compass^ 
For hiu mates. Mr. tihurchwMd very aeJt of the service a man of 
a good command in a ship, but no great marfnCT, Mr. Savage a man 
of no comntatid but honest and a proper mariner. For young 
men, worthy for their prurtfo:. to be put foru-airi are Gaigravc, 
Dale and Lane. If I might be so bdd [ would Advise your ships 
should depart England by the first of December, then I fuope thc>' 
shall not meet with so tong a passage as we this voyage, to your 
great charge and our bitter grief. And now for us Merchants. U'ma 
will give proof of every man'^s deserts, thc>' aH expected sea wages 
tvas to be paid them to the Country, but repairing tagether to the 
general about it. were by him satisfied to the contrary. Then? hath 
diild in our strip ’ foremast men ; Wallis and Falliiic : and two Jcut 
overboard, Goodman and Jones: also tliere h:ith died Dryhnrst, 
steward's mate. John Ncwcomis, John Aisshenhirst, purser's mate! 
Mr Quaytmore,pufier,iujd Mr, Clarke, merchant: five men arc sick 
ashore, but I hope well of their recovery. The king and people 
of this Island arcwtll persuaded of our Nation, so that this Island 
will be a good refuge at alt times for our shipping bound (br these 
parta Our general was invited u> the King’s house to dinner 
and bought aloes at ao pieces of eight tile kinUL The Dragoh 
hath In her at thk present 2+ kintal* i rice; we got some 
tiuantiiy out of the Gurerats at reasonable rate. This Islarnl is 
very barren, yieldeth no commodity but aloes, nor any vktnaJs 
but a few kine and gabs, and is not ai the report was given of it 
We have taken in out of the Dragoti 3 ro pigs of lead anti i tot 
ends of iron and i; ballet* of cloth and kcmcj-; to hiinel* fol 
pieces and 2 in stocks: one gilt head piece ami gorget and 2 
elephant's teeth. Out of bale No. t s. the general did take 2 yards 
and a i of the red doth. We have ddfvcred into the Dn^on tnv 
chMls of calkoes, and one bale cordafning 15 pieces of saves 
I pieoe of red baize, half a piece of blacklbafze contatntW 26 
yards, and half a piece of green cnntntning 25 yards. The lolh 
present at night, being never sick, died MrSBlartone our mii.Hfer 
surgeon, to tnir much discomfort. 

This day the Lhagon h ready to depart, God bless her and i». 
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The 30 th present the generBl demanded of our captain, me and 
Mr Heme whether it fit to take out of tts some of our desh^ 
in re|^d our voyage like to be short apd tus tong, and withal 

that If ours should also prove long^ it should lie at Uantam ready 
for ua; but victual is such » thing to go out of a ^p, as our Captain 
thought H pot fit, whereupon Gtmcral enforced it not further. 
Some ten days after the Dragon's dcttartnie we ahall begin to 
build our pinnace, God willing, and about the i ^tli August wilt 
be die time when with God's leave we ihaU set sal) for Surat- 
VVe may vrell be there in i J days from hence. To be more iargu 
wem but in vain. In n^jard the Hector is liicc to be in England 
by God's help as soon as these, by whom, God willing, 1 wQl 
give intelligence of all matters more at large; [n the meantime 
my prayers for your Worships and prosperous success in your 
tUhtira, i will not, God willing, feugot to pray to the Almighty, to 
whose protection I humbly commit you. If these be with the 
first in England, 1 entrott, one of your servants might let my wife 
and child know of my good health.

one barrel of a piece with two swoid blades. 

For pepper they demanded 50 dollars but in the end concerted 
for 334 dollars. Custom of pepper 6 per cent, 2 other customea of 
160 dollars Of p9 8 the pT or ratlicr exactions were by them 
demanded but not paid. Great deceit he found in the weights, the 
bahar sometimes making 400 tbi English and other times hut 340 lb. 
generally he found it about 366 Jh. and rather to be desired if they 
will yidd unto it, to weigh at the island than the Town. Many 
occasions of presents to be given in this business wbereiti you 
must do a,s 3’ou see cause. 

In Piyaman and other near adjoining places 3500 bahars 
pepper yearly to be bad and harvest in August and September.

accepted of this King, for he affects not the s'alue of any tiring but 
rarity in everything, insomuch that some pretty newfangled toys

So having passed [ ] matters at r\dcn and Mocha, which t 
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emit, Vfc set sail from thence the a6th [ 1 The 13th Aug^t we 

came to anchor Wore the King's town of Socotora having lost [ ] 

com pany of our pinnace wi th so nu'ghtya gale of wind off the land 
that she fain to [ ] for the Indian ct)a5t with 3 da^'S v-fetunH 

and within ten days they' gat within the bar of t 1 called 

Gandyvy (Gandaui), betwixt Daman and Surat, where they were 
forced to leave the pinnace to save themselves from the Portingals 
which hod presently news of their coming and sent 2 fri^tes to take 
them. So the men escaped and came to Surat but the barque was 
taken with nothing in her worth the ispeaking- But coming again 
to my matter. After we had taken in some water and ballad with 
other things, we act sail from thence Uic aotb of August towards 
the coast of India. .And the lut ditto we came to anchor in 7 
fathoms water in a place called Mua, in the Bay of Cambay, at the 
northern side, being farther shot into the Bay by 30 leagues than 
the Master expected, t»ol knowing os then where we were, but 
sending our boat aland, we had speech with same of the people of 
the Country, who told uii of all our danger, willing os to send for a 
pilot to Goga [Gogo], which was some three days joumty to go by 
land. But our proud licadstrong master would not consent there- 
tiDto, [ ] and our General being ovemiled by him 

insomuch that [ ] when within two glasses the Master 

conunanded to bear up at E. and S.K. & by H. i^ich course 
we had not nm | a glass but we found again 7 Fathoms, and still 
the Master let run t but before they could cast the lead again we 
were in 5 fathoms, and yet still he bid Jet run as tf be had used 
the place all days of bis life, and so, for the word was scarce out 
of his mouth, tlie ship struck, but the Master would not believe it, 
calling his mates uttU cthus cowards, until such time as she struck 
away her rudder at the second time that she struck. Then he felt 
a cursing the merchants at home for getting such bad smiths, and 
cursed the smiths for putting ^uch bad iron in the hooks of the niddcr. 
In fine live came to anchor In 44 fathoms in such a tide as the like is 
not unknown at London Bridge, and a great sea withaL And bdng 
night we slipped our skiff,or pinnace, bdng with the long boat at the 
ship's stem with the force of tide and sea: notwithstanding those 
which W'cre in them to kcqi them off the sliip ; which was a great 
discomfort unto us, In regard that the chiefest hope was to save our 
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lives in our butts. Thcrerotii with ^ much spetxl as might be wc 
took ill our pinnace within boacd, with nmeh ado, and in the 
morning all the CarpOnlm ivcrc set about her to mend her. but 
she mis so broke that tliey could not make a mend of half of her 
in one day. So this day at night being the 5rd of September and 
a high' stream, the ivater fell away so much that our ship bqpin 
Again to strike, and so continued until we were | flooded, with 
such great force that she foundered, without any liopc of freeing of 
her, for the water did increase vciy fosl notwithstanding all the 
diligence we could use to free her, so there was iw> hoiK of saving 
of her. and seeing we had no remedy to save our lives but with our 
boats, we entreated our carpenters to sec what they could do about 
our pinnace, to mend her by moonlighu So willingly they went to 
work about her, clapping l^rds with oakum and wreathing rapes 
about her to keep her together as welt as they could for a shift. 

I usomuch that about midnight she was put over aboard ; but so 
Icak>‘ that they could hardly keep her above water, yet the sight 
of her quieted the company which otherwise would have shifted 
for themselves. And doubtless the rumour of the people and dis' 
order would have cast us all away. Rut God provided better for 
us than our deserts : for the company seeing both tiic boats at 
the ship’s stent, quieted theinselves and one did lietp anotlter in, 
except some unruly fellows that did not care who had been lost so 
they bid saved their own lives. Although by this good means 
every man ivaa saved, God be praised and we had gotten all our 
Company into the two boats before a of the clock after midnight, 
viz. dj men in the long boat and some 13 in the pinnace. And by 
God’s great providence the sea grew very smooth, otherwise it had 
been impossible to have escaped, for our long boat was so laden tliat 
she had not 4 inches above water, and no man dum stir, but the one 
upon another. Thus about 2 of the clock, as aforesaid, we set sail 
with our two boats, leaving our ship standing almost full of water, 
to our great grief And the next day being the 4tb of September 
we had sight of land; and in the evening coming towards it we 
could perceive no p!iu:c of lauding, but all the coast along the sea 
brenking far oft die land, till at length approaching something 
near, we saw a small boat at sail within the breach, ami coming 
nearer we might perceive a smouth appearing betwixt the breaches^

The S^i ditto we came to the 
town of Gandhy, bring but i* miles or more within the 
where we were kindly edertaioed of the Governor, and iJw 6th ditto 
he sent us towards Surat, The 7th ditto we came near unto tiic city 
of Sumt where they would not receive us into the town, by reas^ 
thatlbc Portingals did threaten them to bum their towns W take 
their ships if they entertaSned us. And tlic 9th ditto our General, 
with his company, was persuaded by the Governor of Surat to ^ 
farther off the town of Surat, to make a show to the I oitoigab 
that they would not receive them, because Ihrir ships were not as 
then come from Mocha wiiich they mudt doubted the Portug^ 
would intercept, if they gave entenainment to us. So by much 
persuasion the General widi his company went thither, where they

Secondly, if all the Fleet go together to Aden, no doubt but 
it will be hindrance unto the sale of our commodities, the gresU 
ship liavlrtg sulfident to serve those markets, and if alt the Fleet 
should go hither and them sell ail their heavy commodities, no 
other oommotiity can be expected diere, but gold, and it is a 
question whether greater profit may be made of that, or of our 
commodities at Caiubaya or Surat: also by the going thither of 
all the Fleet, the Company would be much more charged thnn if 
some of them get the coast of India, as also it may be a means to 
unfumish us of some coninioditles which at Cambaya or Surat might 
help worse cominDdities aw'ay, besides fbimcr ships having been 
there and for anything that tve can hear, having settled no 
Factory there {as they- had order) it may augur the place gave not 
so good content aa was expected.

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And then tvith great desire to ease our ttred giotind Uc!dc« and to 
supply some M’ants. xvlUi earnest desire witii all haste possible to 
get up to the Babe, there to make great shotr.<i to st<^ the passage 
of the Indian ships into the Red Sea, a'liich svjis inteiided with 
careful respects, and well weighing all things os might prejudice 
my countrymen in other places, yet hoping the show tfaereor might 
turn you to good, since the damage they might receive that way by 
us, might divers times double the hope or gain they may receive by 
all your captivities. And to that end I wrote a broggiiig or 
threatening letter, which 1 directed to you, and sent to George 
Colli son, which I presumed should be carried to the Ago, wherein 
I show-ed with w*hat honest intent and purpose w‘e were set out of 
ourCoimtr>'; in what peaceable manner and sincerity, by the com¬ 
mand of our king and directions of our Goveniana, we are directed 
to carry ourselves to all people, w^hich we on: all inclined unto, and 
it is our fashion to obsen’e ; yci now, in revenge of our friends 
betrayed, murdered and abused, w'c were ol] resolved (if the sooner 
wc had notgotxl jissuranee of the liberty, and rciurtvof our friends, 
injuriously withhuldcn) to cost olF alt dut>’ we ow'c to our king who 
h a fKend to Turks, oitd care of the faustries of our adventurers 
and mcrehants, our minds w^hoHy transformed by the dijigrace :uid 
villainy received, for the right of ourselves and repumtlun of our 
nation. In prejudice of the Turks wc determined to wear out our 
ships and to spend our li\Ts, never lliinking to return out of these 
seas I all which 1 thought t did well in, and were it not for the pre¬ 
judice of many others, myself and many here could, if there were fit 
matter to work upon, put in execution what with reason is said, 
VVe were now working towards the Babe when we descried the boat 
that bitiught yunr letter of the t3th of this present from ^inan, 
at which time we anchored in a good place by reason that the W‘itid 
came coiitraiy. Uefore wc sec your letter our hopes were great of 
your present liberty, but being vicu'cd,w'e could perceive little other 
but that you are wmught upon for the scn'tng of their turns, and 
for the safe passage in of the Indian ships, which is their own 
especial good, and by which they may work us very mtich miscliicr. 
But we rejoice in your health, and ore refreshed with Lite amaltest 
crumbs of your conceived hope, but no way ihercwilhal satisfied. 
Since you do thus inform us, God forbid we should do any thing to 
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prcjiiilic:e or hinder that We Riort co^'Ct, or to wrotig Jiny which 
cn jeavour to fhrlher your Itbeity, but 1 uispect you are abuM^ tu 
ihisi, and but made ^ instrument or, as it were, orne of us to bind 
unother's hands, that the wolves may the easier devour ua ait, 
God's will be done, I wish sooner to lose mj*sctf, than in any 
edechial business to &1] my Commander, I w'oidd 1 liad Sir 
Henry Middleton, and all my countrymen with him (though it were 
in A ebatnj. where I had Mr. Wills hJs sofi>fn'law, the ajd Decern^ 
her at 9 o'clock tn the morning, God gave a blessing to his 
endeavours. Patience, 1 pray God to send us, we having metia* 
ordinary cause to exercise it, without much patience, though Tmper* 
feet, I could not still hold out.

for money, but new iheif store is spent, and we get nothing from 
them. Wc have been long dcusrmioing to work up to the Ikibe 
when the wind penuit, there to thifi rrom side to side as the wtnds 
do enforce, as also to make Jncinfiitioii as the ships come, for our 

couiilry'incn at Surat, and to make our injuries known w all diat 

shall come by us, to move the hearts of other nations to abhor the 
injurious Turks, And what to do therein I know not wluit to 
lesaive. VVe sec the Aga is unwilling we should come to Mocha 
TtMul, pretcnrling the ships of India dare not come where wt are, 
who mean them no harm, but Sir, when it shall plcaae God to send 
you to Mocha in liberty, I trust you will use all means possible you 
may, to inform yourself of our people and business at Surat^ 
may be wended there, of our commodities, as iron, lead and cloth, 
I am doubtful. Sir, I know, wiUi too many troubles you think of all 
which do coneere our busine™, which I desire God to bless with a 
presneroua end.

And whereas your Worship saith you never had letter from mt, I 
dare assure you that to my knowledge Captain Downton with Mr. 
ITiomton and with myself hove arisnvered your letters which came 
from Senan at two several times, and once before there w,is sent 
to you prcffiiitly after your departure from Mocha. Tire last wc 
received from your Worship beating date the 2(st of Fcbnuiiy was 
received aboard the Increase the second of this present, and the 
tliird bang Sunday last, the return was sent freun the other side, 
where wc have rode this sin weeks, and T persuade m3'Mlf that the 
Aga dciaincth them. To satisfy your worship of my arriv.-d and 
safety after I gave you the slip, was thus: having taken a conceit 
of capHvitj- under these heathen tyrants, and then seemed re my 
judgment to pmre no loss by the ,Aga’a working, 1 watched my 
lime, and slipped aside .mid travelled down to tjic sea side being in 
great extremity for want of drink. I came down to the sea side 
about 7 or f* miles «t the southwards of the ships, where going by 
the sea side I found a canoe, but never an oar, but Gref so provided 
for me that wading along wfib her to wttiduard, fount! two genga- 
tliocfl and with them an oar with a pole, which pole 1 put nut like 
a bowsprit, and with my garter made it fast, and thereon hung my 
ah in, and wHth the oar, though with miitli atlo, and great pain,steerad 
her, but could not guide Irer so as I would, but came the jzni of 
December on the off side of the Incratsc, and so for that hart it 
not been fnr one poor fdliw. under God. I might have been In 
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danger of perishing, this being ftbcHJt 9 of the clock in the morning, 
but blessed be God. 1 arrived, ill ^ixstit wiili labour and want of 
drink, having drunk all my own water that nature could afTord me, 
for the which blcising, with many other. God make me thajikful. 
The alJth of December returned the Darling from the business 
which she mtis sent about, before j-our departure from Mocha, 
having lost an anchor and cable, 'ITic seconfl of Jjuiuaiy we all 
depa^cd from Mocha with an intent for the llab, myself having 
got leave to go seek my anchor & cable* The 3*d of the same I 
departed from tbc other two ships and went ovcv, and by the great 
blessing of God, found it that afternoon, and that night, finding the 
wind to blow hard, I rid, and at 4 o’clock the 4lfa, in the morning. 

! hcanJ 2 guns, at which time your atrip was in dimgcr. for being 
anchored in foul ground, broke an onditir, and Iwt another andior

It Ls true that it Is worthy of complaint but 
not there, for that is tint ihc tanker which Is in the Company’s 
chest, but they are tire great and mighty wnn^ agahut all nations, 
excessive edilications and building of fortiiii:atTona,aud more other 
great charges at Batavia, and the mighty fleets at Manllha, 
Maccau, China. Cloa and Mosrambfcque the which consume, all 
fruitle!i.s and without fKjformiog anything thcj- turn back, and 
other suchlike as I have heretofore said wherein is the fault that 
the Company fs i$c> damnliicd, and not In the charges of the 
Factorfea Let cdculatfon be rnmle that ever)* pitrlicuTar Factory 
Nhould spend, the one more the other less, amongst our own 
people, tooo gulldcm yearly in victuals, which T know by experi¬ 
ence is superfluity enough, and for wlilch tlvej' may maintain a 
roynl tabic, now If there were 9 or 10 Factories to be maintained, 
w'hich would ecsl the Company yearly 8 or la thousmd guildcm In 
victuals, should this merit so much the Company that these phr**** 
which arc subject should be laid by only for the charge, where 
there is In other places unnKcIfully spent thousand times as much, 
u in Patavi and Sangura.

I 
sikncQ what might be performed in trading if it were right ban died 
as is aforementioned, for there Ts to be gained by tTic red ^vood and 
many other works, well 40 or 50 thousand guildem without alt 
charges, besides the gold which is there to be had for the Coast of 
Cotmandcll, from Soccodana (Sukadana) is to be procured the best 
diamonds of th* world, Jappam.

This Foctoiy of Atchin if it hod been used 
and ruled as It should have been, it would have been one eif the prin- 
cipnltcst Factories b India for the Company, but there hath been 
no regard taken of it and besides that it hath alway^i been furnished 
with debauched persons which study more In the Arrack pot than 
to the Company's good semce, and so that factory will come to 
nought before any diligeni and experienced person be sent, winch 
ivill seek the Company's profit and not his own, and which may be 
suffered to have a little in the going and coming ahips. And also 
that it may be ov'crseefi by greater men of charge, and that it be 
so used that that Factory may liave his yearly caigaaon 
thereto oif cloths, or olhcrwise all will come to nothing. It is 
principally needful that your Worships procure and provide In the 
Company's rervite all such persons as are experienced in trade, and 
some in exploits when ft shall be needful, and them tliat are found 
to be good and honest livers, which have travdied through tho 
Indies or through other strange countries, .snd them tliat are not 
boasters, as hath been recommended to your Worships In former 
times out of the Indies. 

Some say the Company shouki keep no oh! scrvanis as long ns

is called) and to displace the old servants, and to place In nctt- 
Rgaiii, which may he best learnt after tlic use there, which in tnitlt

Xbat a 
body saith t^t the new might be taught and Icamed we would 
ourselves, it « true, but that is done and rurtltcrod b>‘ tl:em which 
would fain have all guveming aud direction to be after their mind, 
and nobody to hare a hand in but they, ao that Uic new wUI serve 
to that because they understand it not, aud <m» must be cotttrolled 
and ruled by ihcm, which often is used, and then so smothered 
because they will not be disgraced, tn be out of favour, and this is 
well known by many that it la great damage to the Company, 
but the} ate all of one proposition and cry with one voice, atnen, 
amen. 

For who is then he that hath been, and yet is there, which hath 
said and done less than the rest,and so this hath occasfonod extra- 
onlinary abuses and incrcdiblei yea almost irreparable hurt to the 
Company in the Indies. 

The caaying of things to Amboyna and Banda, the lading of 
pepper from Jamby and Andrihiry (? Indraghiri) and the trade upon 
the coast of Sumatra and many other places, may all be pciTomied

As yet hare the ships and Factors bcc« alwap etnpbjtxl in 
the war* and cxpbin, so (thnl God amend ii) ihcre is not one 
yacht to k- ^^pafcd, for to discrn'cr the southwarrl behind Java, 
where pcmdvtnturt: there is some good to be expected, so yow 
ofs Ips may be pleasotl to look after it, anti to have an tj'c to it 
bernfc any other European nation have footing tJieni,

It is vehemently suspected here be made them away, and now 
aaith they are in the Aga’s bouse. The Kaihao commends him 
unto your Worship and saith he wli) perform his promtae. To* 
morrow he will send you a pair of silk stockings with a swordL 
The Aga hath given us itceuce to buy so roudt (and more if it 
may be gotten) of duna and other grain with oil as your Worship 
wnteth for. Our ill fortune In not escaping proceeded of two 
causes t the first, Thomas Eves, the armourer, going down to the 
bridge to put some thing Into the boat, and presently returned 
a swift pace tiil he passed the Aga’s house, then he took off his 
shoes iuid nan through the streets with ali the force he could 
whereupon ali the town rose after him. The second cause was die 
foolish dealing of that idiot and white-itvered feliotv, the coxswain, 
who, seeing us hardly pursued, and we waving to have tile boat 
sheer in* w-c being in the water up to the armpits, foil to Tceward 
of us; it was no small grief to us to hear your Worship re- 
prehimding, asking what he had done, nay, if he had stayed the 
boat where tliey sheered In, we bad gotten her. My pfctot, I 
thank God. was a means to save my ttfc, for two soldiers at once 
assailing me, I placed two bullet* in one of them, who lieth by it 
as ) hear, the second purposing to have cloven my head, I warded 
it with my pistol, the blow was so violent that his sivord fell out of 
his Iiand into the sea. By this time tJicre came a Turk who 
knetv me, and protected me from farther ham. Wc hope that in 
due dme we shall be delivered, and must have patience during the 
limited time, till which we beseech your Worship's forbearance, 
Walter Taobut was drowned last night In Uic c^-ening, he was 
cast ashore in the Bay. We have caused him to be biHfed.

For dtc cablet and buoyropes 
which the>' say are used about the galley, in what sort soever they 
be 1 must have them Knt me, for the>' will serve for oakum (though 
ihej* be worn) whkh we have exceeding great need of Wine, 
cider and the empty sacks, I have sent you, but for tlie bottle to 
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the K^liao I have sent nunc; for the stockings arc old and the 
poniard (cithout the scabbed, the rapitt and furnitiire ia worth 
nothing and therefore I have sent it back again^ which I pray >'»u 
deliver him except he itend roe the rest. Ccwiccrning my ringt sith 
tltc Emir Bahr denietli it I see no remedy but 1 must lose it for 
his present sent, give him thanks, though I be out of his debt by 
former kindnesses. Commend me to the Shabnndcr and pay him 
for one nf the i^uiltsand the two pieces of calico^ and return him 
the other quDt which I send you by this bearer, facesuse I have no 
use for the same, t pray you send me tlic sugar which 1 left behind 
me at my coming stray.

confiEcated \ myself, with many more, carried to Senan, passing 
through every town by the way a» captives ted in triumph, and 
not as innocents betrayed, and in witness of the truth bertmf I, 
with those onderwiittcn, have hereunto set our names.

IHOSOEVEH you art that ^all cortic to the view of this 
monition you peruite It well and use all diUgence to 
escape the danger hanging over >‘Our heads. We give 
you hereby to understand that neither at Aden nor 
Moha nor any port under the Turkish tyranny in the Rod Sea, 
there is not any trade for >'OU. Tho Ascension wins Vi-as to seek 
trade first vrns greatly injured, and ax in the ships of the Ctb 
voyage miserably misused. We were receiveti with all the fair 
^altering speeches that might be, with promise to be well used 
and protected in (juiet trade We delivered our presents for the 
Basha and performed all kind duties. Landed our goods which 
were registered in the Custom house. We were in a house, aa we 
thought in safety, we hod leave to build our pinnace adiune. So 
ptiqtosing to settle ourselvxs to trade, and being building our 
pinnace, behold what wonriul massacre bappentd * the 2Sth 
November ilSto betwixt 7 anrl 8 of the clock at night by caiU' 
mandment of the perfidious Basha and treacherous Gm'emor of 
hidha. wc were by multitudes of armed soldiers assailed, eight of 
our men slain outright and 14 wounded and aD left alive being J i 
persons all imprisoned and put in iron^ both fret and handa 
Tlie cause was for coming to this country of Yemen a» the Turks 
say, so near their holy house of Mecca : this usage being by the 
precise command of the Great Turk, who hath written to the 
Basha that although he should give his licence to come hither to 
any Christian, yet that here they should lake thetr ships, kill their 
men end eonfijuiate their goods. The same night the massacre 
was committed there wai three great boats with about 100 soldiers 
sent aboanl the Darling (who did ride somewliat near the shore) 
to have surprised her, but she defended herself with the lou of 3 
OHru, and 26 Turks slain, After our imprisonment here in Moha 
till llic J3nd of December, J4 of us were carried to Zennan, 14 days 
vou t K 
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journey fmm Muha, wbenf, for a wclcntne, we were anew im- 
(trf^oned and the most part dapped in wei^ty irons, where at last 
comtni; to have sentence of the Bashu . he adjudged a]| our 
goods on share, with our pinnace, confaente to the Great I'urk^s 
use, and praising his own mild nature in not making us captives or 
putting u-i to the sword, accounting it a great good tum to let our 
persons depnit. As we passed by Aden to come to Moha the 
Governor waa very desirous to ha^ie one *hip left there, as they 
said, to trade with them ; but their purpose was to betray her ; so 
amn a* two mcrcltants and the purser came ashore thc>' were 
detained, thinking by that means to get goods landed, craving to 
have i;tt> sequins of Venice for duties, or the to land In 
the meantime they practubn] to cut her cablcu to the night and 
other villaitths. At Inst tlicy intercepted the boat with i8 men 
which with the two merchants and purser were nil sent to Zentum 
with purpose to be made captives if God not provided 
bertter for ua. At length we obtained our liberties with condiiiDn 
to have JO men of best quality for pledges ajdiore till the (odtn 
ships were come to the monsoon and then wc todqjart from hence, 
the first westerly wind that should blow, an that with great murder 
of our i™. loss of 30V. rials of 8 in goods, cruel itojirisonment and 
tedinui travel, we are at length departed hence. TTtcrefore if any 
thereof our countrymen come to this place, take this for a sufEcient 
warning and provide in time to avoid that which will fall upon 
you. We }avc left divers copies hineof to be delivered imu, not 
only fit Moha, but also in Soccatora, The fir^t that cometh to 
your hands, ivcompense welt the bringer thereof 

Thus wishing you all happiness we rest 

If any of you chance to come into the Red Sea >'ou shall 
undemand that W 3 ,W. fmiu Moha upon the Mabeah coMt there 
Is an excellent harbour In the bay of Morgabra, where grow many 
date trees ami there you shall have wood and water in abundance 
and some refreshing of victuals, trust not tny, but stand upon 
your fturc f^unrcl.

From the Cabo Hona Esperanda we directed our 
course onto the Channd which runneth between ifofiTala 
and Madng"»‘r^jr where we were upon the iSth ditto in great danger 
upon the coast of terra del Natal, being on a hx shore vriih a great 
storm and a hollow sea. being not above 3 or 4 leagues from the 
land, but by God's great mercy we were delivcied from this great 
danger, and after that we hiid a prosperous voyage and that without 
any hindrance. We arrived unto tl%c Island called Zeilon (Ceylon) 
the first of August, having had such a prxsperons voyage tlrat we 
think that few ships out of Europe havi: had the Ube (thatiks be 
given unto God for it), rrom thence, keeping our course under 
the Island of Zcllon untlJ the 6th then coming in the rood before 
tile town of Negapatam, where was one great ship riding at an 
anchor with divers other small barques, and following our order 
without doing any violence unto any, butfollowifd our course, north 
and by east until the Sth ditto. Then bdng not far from St. 
Thnme. then we did kc a small boat bearing right with us, which 
w;:i5 bound for Negapatum, and as soon as she perceived what we 
were, then she changed her course and made toivarda the land, the 
which perceiving, manned our skiff, for to speak with the boat Ibr to 
learn some new* fmrn the land: and when our chief came near 
unto them, then they of the boat began to shoot at our skiff, and 
divers rimeA, yet notwithstanding our skiff boarded the boat, and 
brought her alxnard, with two Fortingals with their slaves, which 
came from St. Thome, and were going for Negapatam, and 
although one of our people wav so hurt (like wise the Portingals also) 
which wai Dccasiun sufficient to have cimfisuitcd both thetr persona 
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ancT goodA! but unto th« contrary, lificr that we had entreated them 
kftirlly, we suffered \imn todepart freely wiiJu>ut any further tiamape 
that they leceivied froin m, we uriUeratanding of the sfafesalil 
Foftingab that the Dutch had settled a factory in Pellacala (PuliCiat), 
whereupon ive resotved to make for ih&t pJace^ to if anything 
might be done at the plact aforesaid for the profit of the Comjjany 
although nerihcr of us hail ever been at this place^ In the evenings 
passing l>y St- Thome we did see 13 *4 aselctiows, or small 

barques* riding in the road : about some two leagues we came unto 
an anchor because we v^ld bc ^ure not to pass by Fellacata, The 
next morning we setting iail, and In the aftemoon we came into 
the road of P* 1 lacata, ami there then came J boats aboard, Uie one 
sent from the Hollanders with a Dutchman therein, frrmi whom we 
did icam some particulars concemiRg the country thereabout, the 
other boat was sene from tine Shabunder to bid us welcome, and 
then we gave them to understand that we were English cuid not 
Dutch. And for the first we desired to have a cowl of tl^c Shabundrr 
to send some persons aland, for to make a contract with him, and 
to have further conferaw together, all which they promised us we 
should have, and *0 ihej^ departed from the ship The next day in 
the mornings being the icth ditto so came again aboard us the 
people of the Shabunder. bringuig with them a cowh according as 
dcab^ti^ whereupon we resolved to send our skiff aland^ with Mr, 
Peter HorK and Mr Bobt Bmwn for to speak with the Shabunder, 
and to leain tvul what tnighi bc done there for the Cotnpany^s tMjhoof^ 
and then on our first entrance, we were in present dange^ii and 
wwt not abfe^ by any iilcans, to a\'old it. for being in the breach of 
the bar, our skiff was turned upidc down, and w-e (by the great 
mercy of God) M preserved so that notliing wras ta=it !sa\'e only 

of some particulairs as some apparel and tapien and such like* We 
did think far certain that we sheidd have lost Mr. Bncjwii in this 
niischnnce, conaldering that before hat had been ^tek divers days, 
but, thanks^ be unto God; he rtxoixm! again ; and so having l^d 
this mtaftirtiinc we came a I and ^ where the Shabunder all ended exur 
coming upon the strand* who was very sorrowful for our mtuchancep 
showing unto all tkc friendship that he could. And w we 
embarked and went «p the river towardj the town where he had 
provided UK of 3 house, Wfhich waa but a jioof one, hut yet it was so 
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good as lhal plncc dkl afTord. tn the evening we setil a boat 
aboard with news of all that was i>asscd by us. and withal iJiat 
Mr Lucas Anilicuiiis and Thomas Essington should oertne aland fix 
to consider together what was host to be done in this business, and 
fuflhcT we found that the HollantJers did bear a hard hand against 
us. for to hinder us from trading in this place. The day following 
after that Mr, Lucas Antheunis and Thomas Kssingtoti were come 
aland, then we went unto ihe ShabnndfJ for to speak with him 
ajid when we were set ihcfi came thitlter Jan van Wraick, who is 
yresident of the Dutch Company upon the coast of Coromandel, 
and after some compliments us<^ by botii sides, he showed m a

find that this place will be so available that it will be worth any 
cxtrannlinaiy charges seeing that at Musclpatam and at Tcttapoly 
will be sufficient to bring us more cloths than your Worships shall 
possibly find vent lor, and So lar that your Worships shall be desirous 
to have tltis place or any other place near about it, then it will be 
needful that your uronhlp should procure letters from his Majesty, 
and with a fair present unto the King of Narringa, Wencapaii kajah, 
and then to see if y«u can procure any sea town for a place of 
residence, which will not be done witlMsUt great trouble and ottra* 
ordinary charges, ynur Womhips may do herein as j'ou shall think 
gorid. We did m« think good with the ship called die Globe to 
proceed further herein tfonsidering that Musdpatam and Pettapoly 
is more than sufficient (or ua to finish our pretended voyage, the 
which serve your Wunhips pro advice, After that we hud resolvod 
to depart, then we w'cnt all together aboard and in the night follow¬ 
ing we set sail, and then did set our course for fettapoly where we 
arrived the 8ih ditto and were received into the town in very good 
sort, and after that we were agreed with the Governor for Uiccunoim 
3| per cent,, and lb«> we resotved that Mr. Lucas AntheunU 
and Mr. Robert Hrown sliould remain here with so much of the 
capital as your Worships may perceive by the books, and here to be 
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empifiycil. and Mr. I’eter Fiona and Thomas Esstn^ton should go 
with the ship for Muflclpatam, and there to make sale of those 
mcnchandiaes and to employ the rest of the capitaL And after 
that h«e was order set down for all things then nnedfuL The 26th 
ditto we set sail and on the Jtst ditto wc arrived in the road of 
Musetpatam, where we were iikeH'L<% very well roedved, but we 
had very much trouble beJ<>re wc ctmid agree fiar the customs, hut 
at last we brought it uriui 4 per cent, for goods coming inland ^.per 
cent for goingout the which custom outwards is not less than 12 or 
13 per cent, and to prevent luch an incotivenicnc* for the ship 
which shall foUnw us hereafter, unto whom the customs of th c< pr 
lands are unknown, all which oonsidcring, and have with the 
counsel, found it good to use our best ITAr rtf/ if 
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By Lucas Antheunis and Feter Ftoris, from Masiilipalam, to 
VVtlL Finch, or other rncrchants thc]^' £up[W6e to be resident 
in .Surat, written the;th of September. tCii, 

ORSHIFFUL Sir, We commend us unto>-ou. Theseaie 
to give you to undcrsUind that by order from die East 
India Company of Ixmdoft, wc have contracted 
ourscives with them in their service fnotwithstaiiding 
we arc Netherlandefs) who desired U 9 at our departure fin the ship 
called Utc Globe) out of the Downs vit which said ship being set 
out by the Governor Sir Thonras Smith and the rest of the Company, 
who willed at our safe arrh'alal our ports b>'the fimt Bonswnient 
means wc could have, to send to you overland toctiqulre the estate 
and occurrence of the Company's busincs* at pfe.sent in Surratt 
And we now finding opportunity, by a Jew named Maseno, to 
perform the same. 

Our departure out of llic Downs iht Stb Fcbnmtjr, t6t0, 
and are arrived here upon the coast of Cotremandell in Pctapolay 
and in Muwlapatan in which two places we do hold our residojce 
this i«h of September riSi i, having been six months and a half 
Oil our jounwy with smafi trouble and withnut the toss of any one

irifln (thanks be Kivcii to God), Now bdnjf here Brrived where we 
ahull bestow sJl our i^pH'al on cloths whicli arc made here, and 
our abode will not be here above three months at the longest, and 
from hence wc are to direct our coufise for Bantam, not doubting 
but that wc shall find some of the ships of Sir Hcniy Middleton 
which departed a year before lis, which were In all three, and 
named ihcTradta Increase, Peppercorn, DarUng, or fiome of the 
last three ships which were to depart a months after us, la wit, the 
1 lector the Clove and a ship built in lidand. Gf these tost three 
there 13 one of them appointed to go for Suratt by w'hich you may 
be particularly Ijifonned mtute at large, These are only to inform 
you of our speedy pa^jsge urui> this coasts desiring you lo advbc 
us at large of the estate of your alTaiis^ which the Company 
dcslicth you should because we are to advbe them from Bantam 
of all things by the first passage that shall depart from tlicnce. 
Note that from tltc date hereof we are to remain here three montlts 
(as aforesaid) and not longer, so tltat you are to rule yoursetvu fn 
sending of your pattamars accordingly in answer hereof, doubting 
nut th^st before this shall come to your hands, otic of ilie three last 
ahi]>s wilt be arrived with you, which by your letter wc hope to have 
news of, fay whom we doubt ntd you «haU have advice of all things 
at large. Not having further at present to enlarge, with our com- 
mendations unto you and the rest resident with you. 

From Mr, Anthmiy Hlppoti who was master tti the Dragon, 
Mr, Peter Florts, Lucas Antheunis, and Robert Brown w1m> was a 
merchant at Bantam (who ul present b very sick, the Lord comforr 
him) commending you and the rest wttlt you unto the protection 
of the Almighty, dated tii Missalapaton the yth September, )6tl.

[IGIiT Worshipro] Sir, May it ptea.seyou to understand 
that this present night we h-avc sent you wiiat pm* 
visions we could get so suddenly, a note whereof you 
shall receive herewith inclosctL We ha'vtr used our 
credit for the payment of it which doth import 24 or 25 pound 
sterling, as per the account may appear, the whkli we will send by 
the next i the Freight and boat we must also pay if she be tiikert 
by the Portugab. Thb present evening the Governor and [fi/ankl 
brother sent for us with great joy, telling us that for certain you had 
taken one of the Portugals' Frigates and sunk another, for which 
they seemed to be very glad, and presently they wrote the news to 
Mocorabacan jMukajrnh Khan) to Cambaya, pray Cod the news be 
true so shall we be in hope to get aboarrl by means of some men of 
account that may be taken, orherwise wv do not know what course 
to take to get aboard ! for these people dolls but delay ua with fair 
wonlkbut they durst not displease the Portugals. They did faithfully 
promise the other day, as also this night, to send me John Jourdoin 
safe ftbmrd you to confer of ail needful causes, hut «e doubt they 
will fail of their word as formeriy they have done. If ytiur haste tw 
such as we know it is, for time k prvdous, that you will presently 
be gone, and that we can by no means get abourd, as we see small 
hope, then our determination is. If you advise not of going to 
Dabul as you wrote, to direct our course for Mesepotam with all 
speed, which is at least 40 days journey, and tlicre we do not 
doubt but to find the Flemish ships in which wc may embark 
ourselves for Achin or Bantam where we, with God’s help, liopc to 
meset you, and so to get for England together, if we are forced to 
take this great Journey our tiavci ami expense will be great and our 
means small patience. The Governor doth always tdl u$ of places 
HttJng to do our busines3,and doth promise pilotsto carry )'OU thither. 
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b«t we s« no cffctting of anythlne m >rL The fnerclwiits of tWi 
lowo doth daily enlToat ui» to write you to »eleaic their shipa, that 
they might this spring come in, but we answer them as from you, 
that you detain them only for sendir^ of letter* to and again, 
for otherwiac we ahould never have a letter from you. nor you 
from us. which Hoghee Naran. and Mocarabecan'a brother 
adimictit to be true, and say y<iu do well therein. Tlio* which 
come from the ships w!l them that except you have us aboard 
your mind h to stay at the bar this 6 months. They show them- 
ilves willing that you should trade, l)iit not stay so long at the bar, 
for it doth much abridge than of liberty by mcamior the roriugaU. 
You may ivcll res-engc yoaracif of the Portugalfl if ^u are minded 
so to do, for that within these lO days ihcir ship* come from 
Ormus. Melindo and other plaefs.and will be at their port* without 
fail by the fine of this month- Wc are glad to hear news of the 
Union, which we much doubted, but sorry for the death of our 
frienda As for tiie retaining aland of the Portugal Factors, or 
any other, for our afe getting aboard, it fo a thing not to bo done, 
neither can the Moor* do it, justke. because they have peace 
with die PoTtugals, and free trade with them. 

Thus not having else at prcsisni to enlarge you, but commenda¬ 
tions unto your Worship, Uie Masters and Factors with the rest, 
wc end, resting at your command,

|IGHT worshipful Sir, Yours of yesterday's dale per 
Jaxlow I have received, in which I perceive John J^r- 
dain is safe aboard your ship, for which I am right 
glad. At the receipt of the letter I went to the Divan, 
and made them wquainted with what you desired and dwaanded 
leave to go aboard according to the King's firman, but then could 
hav« no answer for they were at a ban()uet at Kogie Assanlur and 
could not »ct about so mighty business, but deferred me till the 
evening, at which lime being with them there W’US great counsel 
between them and the merchanLs what was to be done, either to 
give me leave, or detain me until your further answer, whal your 
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dcterminatiDn 15^ for they say if [ and tuy company U'cre aboard^ 
> ow wouM presently be gjoncirnd they. Tor our sakes, having broken 
with the Portngalii, now should be suro neither of our or their 
friendship and therefore seemed much tliscontented, alleging oiany 
favours afforded us to the end we should irsjde witli thcin. which Js 
3 thing th^ teem much to desire, and when they saw that [ could 
promise tmthing touching that point, but my desire was to go 
aboard, and from thence they should know your delemtination 
which you, having from hence a pilot and me aboard, would 
suddenly resolve either for to go for Gogo or another piace. they 
fell to entreat for some toys which might be graicful to hfocacaunc 
and a fit pre^t for the king, which hearing of English shJpa at 
Surat would ejepect from him, and tlicrefore prayed me to write to 
you to send such things as the bearer shtmld think fit; and upon 
receipt would pay to their value and deliver the money into my 
handstand so with honour and great friendship send me to the 
water side. The party which is sent by them is a man of reckoning, 
whCTcrorc T beseech you to use him with rosi>eel. and let me entreat 
you to show him whal toj^s you have, some two or throe good 
sword blades, atid 6 or $ fair knives and one piece of your iaiie of 
the finest and lightest colour; these f pmy «nd, for of these they 
have news, and if you haw any store of arjuacelcstia, that you 
would be pleased to send a little bottle ofit, as a thing which Moca 
Canne much dcsircth. If you, or any of your company, have any 
fine pictures or other slight toys w hich be of small value, and being 
sent may be liked and estccmol more than things of great ^vorth 
Mr. Jourdain oui inform you when he shall sec what you Imve,' 
what is fit and to be liked of these people Moca Canne's brother 
and Cogie No-ssan stays of purpose to hear from you and hopes to 
receive something which shall make them welcome to Coca Canne, 
They told me if they were assured of us to trade with them and to 
have our fricndahlp firm, there rhotiJd be a casUe built near wliem 
now you ride, or at Gogo, for our defence ashore, and if at my 
coming aboard you shall dctcmiijiB to go for Grjgo. there Moca 
Canne would meet then there might be something concluded 
between you and him, of which at our meeting, more at inrge, 
Moca Canne’s brother kept me until it was verj' late entreating anti 
conjuring me to write elfccliially to you for some things which he 
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migtit caiw ta his brothef with biiti, aitil nci'cr left ilnLil T bad 
made great protestations and given him my hand to ivnte what he 
dcstned, and after the shaking hands he gave me his band and word 
that t, with the rest, sludl be safeSy sent according to our desim 
Now whereas you hav'e stayed already 30 days for me, for which I 
rest very thankful, I beseccb you kt not * or 3 day* seem long 
unto you, for at the return of the messenger with something to 
content. I doubt not but E ahalt soon after see you, which I much 
desire. Thus not doubting of your favour in fulfilling my request I 
heartily lake leave, commending you and your alTalrs to tlic Lord’s 
protcctioti.

In Fcnuido En Japan. 

Mf good occasion by hearing that certain EngJjjh 
H H merchanla do Ue in the bland of Java, although by 
D BH D name nnknowrif I tiave emboldened myself to write 
these few lines desiring the Worehiprul Company being 
unknown unto me to pardon my stoutnesa. My reason that I do 
write,fa hrst as conscience doth bind me, with love to my Cuuntr>'- 
mcfi and Country. Your Worships to whom this, present writing 
shall come is to give you to understand that 1 am a Kentish man, 
bom in a town called JcIlitighaiD to’O English miles htnn Rochester, 
one mile from Cliatham where the King's ships do He, and from 
the age nf 12 years old brought up in Limehoase near London, 
being apprentice 12 years to Mr. Nico: Dig^ens and myself have 
served for master and pilot in her Majcstj'b ships and about r 1 or 
12 years have served the wonthipful Company of Kaibaiy mcrchajits 
until the Indian trslhc from Holland, which Indian traffic I was 
desirous to make a Utile experience of the ^rnall knowledge that 
God had given me; so in the year of otir Lord 15^^ I was hired 
for pihjt major of the Fleet of 3 which was made ready by the 
Endian Company Pieter van dcr Hagen and Hans van der Veken. 
The General of this fleet was a merchant called jacquea Mahu in 
which ship being Admlml I was pilot of So being tlie 33, or 24th 
June ere wc set sail it was too late ere wc came to the line to pass 
it without contrary winds, 30 that it was about the midst of Sep¬ 
tember, at which time we round much southerly winds; and our 
men were many sick so that we were forced to go to the coast of 
Guinney to Cape Gonsalves where we set our sick men aland, of 
which many died of tltc richness, few lettered, having IrUlc or no 
refreshing bang an unhcalthful place m> that to fulfil our voyage 
we set our course for the coast of BriisielJ being detcmuncel to pass 
the straits of Magitans and by the way came to an Idand called 
AiinaboiiA,which Island we landed at and took the town, frt which 
was about So houses. In which Island we rofreshtd ourselves 
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having oxen, oranges arid dh'trs fruit* cIjsc„ but the unwholesome- 
ne^ of the air was v^ry bad, tha^t one bettered another fell stek^ 
Spending upon the coast up the Ca^x; Gousa and up Annabona 2 
months time till the isth or 13th November*, at which set 

■sail |^>m Aiinabona hiicjing die unnds still at the S. and S. by 
and S.SvE- till we got Into 4 degieo to the southward of the linev 
at which iimc the wind did favour us so that the winds came to the 
S-E. and to the E, so that we were up between the IsUnd of Anna* 
botm and the straits of E^Iagilano about a 5 months. One of our 
S sail, Im mainmast fell overboard^ by which we were much hindered* 
for in thd sea we sec a new mast with much Iroubte so tliat the ^9lh 
March vve *aw the land in btitiide of {o ilegriecsi the winds a 2 or 
3 days contraryi so in the end having the wind* good came to the 
straits of Magelan the ^th of April 1599 at w 4 uch time the winter 
came, so that at that time tlicre wm much snow, so lhat our men 
w'ith cold on the me side, and hunger on the other, our men weab^ 
having at that lime the winds at the H.Ei a 6 or 7 days in which 
Lime wc might have passed through the Strait^ but fur refreshing 
of our men we waited, watering and taking in of wood and setting 
up uf a ptnnacc of & 15 or A ::o turn in bundci^ sn at length we 
would have passed through but could not by reason of the south¬ 
er! jr wind* which being canfiidcred. the weather being very cold 
with abundance of snow and lee, so that we were farced to winter 
and to stay in the Struts from the i6th of April tilt the 34th of 
September in which tirne cur victuals were for the most part spent, 
and for tuck of the same many of our men died with hunger. So 
having passed tbrenigh the Straits and coming in the South Sea, 
vre had many hard stomtfi, being driven to the southw'nrd in 54 
degrees, being at that time very cold so that at the last we found 
reasonable winds and weather with which we followed on our pre¬ 
tended voyage towards die coast of I'crow [ Peru), but in long traverse 
wc lost our whole fleet, being se|]arated tine one from tire other, so 
that wc had appointed, that if by storms or foul weather wc shnuld 
be acpamlcd, that in Chillc (Chili), in tiu; latitude nf 46 degrees, wc 
simuld there stay the unc for tlte other, die space of 30 days, In which 
height ucording to agreement 1 went in 46 degrees where 1 stayed 
23 days where wc ndreshed ourselves, finding the people of the 
cuuntry of a good nature, but by reason of tlic Spaniards the 
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peopje would not trade with us. At first they bfoughl us sheep 
iijic! potatoes for which we ga%'C Lhcin bills and km>'cs, the which 
they were very glad of, but m the end the people went up from 
their houses into the country and came no more to us. We stayed 
there sS days, vre set up a pinnace which we had in our ship in 4 
parts, and in the end dirparted and came to the mouth of haldivta 
and by reason of the much wind which was at that present, entered 
not but dlrectisil our course out of the Bay for the Island of Much 
(Mocha) the which thu next day we came to, and finding none of 
our fleet there, directed our course far St. Maria, the which the 
next day we came by the Cape, which la but leagues from the 
Island, ami seeing many people, lufTcd about the Cape and Ending 
good ground anchored in 15 fathoms water, in a fair sandy hay 
and went w'ith our boat hard by the water side to parley with the 
people of the land ; but they would not suder us to come aland, 
shooting great store of arrows at Os, N'everthcleas having no 
vicUials in our ships and hoping to End refreshing by force landed 
about or jO of our men and drove the wild people from the 
waterside, mt^t of our men being hurt with their arrow's, and aland 
made signs of friendship, and in the end came to a i>arley wilb sigiu 
of tokens of friendship, Uie which people, [n the end,did undcntaiid, 
so we made them signs our desire was for victuals, showing them iron, 
sDverand cloth which wc would give them in exchange for the same; 
so they gave ouf people wine with potatoes to eat and drink w'itlioLhet 
frulu, and bid our men by signs arid tokens to go aboard, and the 
next day to return again, and that then they would bring good store 
of refreshing, so being late our men came aboard 3 the letter part 
of them being very glad we had come to a parley with them, with 
hope to get refreshing. The next day. being the gth November 
tjpgi, our Captain with ail our OfRcers prepared to go aland, 
having taken counsel to go to the water side, but not to land more 
than * or 5 at the most, for here were people in abtindance un> 
known unto us, wild, dicrcfure not to be trusted, which eounsel 
being concluded upon, the Captain himself did go in one of the 
boats with all the force that we coufd make;, and being hy 
the shore aide, the people of the country made signs that they 
should come aland, but tliat rlid nnt well like our Captain \ in iIm; 
end tin: people ni>t coming near to our boats, our Captain, with 
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the resolved to land, contrary to that which was concluded 
aboard our ship before their gohig aland, ao in the end 25 lanticd 
with musicets and marched upwardi towards 4 or 5 houses, at 
which time being a ^jod way about a musket shot from the 
boats; the Indians lay in ambush more than tOQE> which itd'* 
mediately fell upon our men with such weapons as they had and 
slew alt ottr men to our knowledge, for our boats did long wait to 
see if any of our men did come again; but being all stain mir 
boats wfttimcd to which sorrowful news of all our men’s deaths, which 
was ver)’ much lamented of us all; so that wo had scarce so many 
men left as oould wind up our anchor, so the next day we weighed 
and went over to the Island of $t. Maria, at which place we found 
our Admiral, which arrived there 4 days before us. who hod, 
the day bclbre we came finum the Island of Much departed from 
thence, having the General, Master, and all hss Officers murtlered 
aland, so thot all our Officers were stain i the one bemoaning the 
other, nevertheless both glad to see one the other, and that 
we were so well met together. My good friend Timothy 
Shorten was pilot in that ship, so being at the Island of St 
Marin, which lieth in the latitude of the southward of the line 
of 37 degree, (z minutes, on the coast of Chille, we took counsel 
to take oil things out of one mir ship and bum the other, but that, the 
Captain.'^ that were made new, Utc one nor the other, would not 
So that we could not agree to leave the one nor the other; so thai 
having much cloth in our ships, it was s^ced that we nhould leave 
the coast of Pcfow and direct our course for japi'ui, having under¬ 
stood that the cloth was ihere good merchandise. And also, how 
on the coast of Perow, the King's ships were out. seeking us, having 
knowledge that wo u'cro weak of men, which was certain, for one of 
our Qeci,ftron) hunger, was farced to seek relief at the enemy’s hands 
in Sl Ago (Santiago), for which reason, having rerre^hed ourselves in 
this Island of St Maria inore by palic)‘ than by force, we departed 
the a/th of November from the Island of St. Maria ^rith our £ 
ships, and fur the rest of our Heet, \ve had no news of them, so we 
stood away directly for Japan and passed ifie equinoctial line 
together till we came in the latitude to the northward of the line in 
2$ degrees, in w'hicli Latitude we were about the 23rd of February 
l6o0i. We hiuJ a wuiidmus storm of wind as ever t ivas in, unth 
voi. 1. L 
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niuch rain, in which stonn we lost our consort, whereof we were 
very sorry, nevertheless we hoped tint in Japtui we should meet the 
one with iho oljicr- We proccaslcd on our former intention for 
JapAn and in the height of 30 drgrets sought the northeraimt Cape 
of the forenamed Island but found ft not, by reason that It licth falic 
in all cards and maps and globta; for the Cape Ueth in jsi degrees 
M'hich was a great difference, in the end in 34J we came m sight 
of the land being the 19th day of April ao that between the Cape 
of St. Marta and Jajvan we were four months and 22 dayr at which 
time there was no mom tnil 6 besides- myself that could stand 
upon Ills feet; so ive in safety tec fall our anchor about a league 
from a place called Boningp, at which time c^e to us many 
boats and we suffered them to come aboard of ua, bang not able 
to resist them, which people did us no harm, neither of us boih 
u nder standing thconethe other. When jorjdaysafter our arrival 
there came a Jesuit from a place called Laitgasack (Nangasakl), 
which place the Carrack of Amakau (Macao) yearly was wont to 
C4jme, which with other Japans that u'cre ChrEstlans, were our inter¬ 
preters, which was not to our good, our deadly enemies being our 
Tfochmen* Nevertheless the King of Bovingo, tbe place where wc 
arrivet!, shewed ua great fnendship : for he gave us a house aland 
where we Landed all our sick men, and hod all lefreshing that was 
needful. We had, when we came to an anchor in tionlngo, sick 
am! whole, 24 cticn of which ttic ncxrt day 3 died. The rest, for 
the most port, recovered, saving 3 which lay a long lime sick and 
in the end aUo died, In whldi time of our being here the 
Emperor hearing of us, sent presently 5 gailcj's or frigates to us, 
to bring me to the Ctfurt where hk ETightiess was, which wu 
distant frtim Bovmgo about an 80 English leagues. So that as 
soon as I came before him he demanded of mo of what enuntrj' 
we were, so Umt in all points I an-swefCTt him, so that there was 
nothing that was not demaoded of concGfiiiitg wars [ind fience 
between country and country, so that tiie particulars here to wriie 
would be too tedious, and for that time I wa« commanded to 
prison, being well used, with one of cur murinera that came in 
with me to serve me. So that a 2 days after the Emperor called 
me again, demanding the reasons of our coming «r> far : I amnvered 
him we were a people that sought friendship with all tiatiorva, and 
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to have tnulc in all «;ountH«s, bringing aucli inefdutndiie as ottr 
cuuntiy did atToid into strange lands tit the tpay of traffic, &c, 
He demanded also as concerning the wars betw'een the Stmniards 
or Portugals and our country, and the reason the which 1 gave 
him to understand of all things, which lie was glad to hear of, os 
It &eemed unto me. So in the cud I was comioandcd to ^irison, 
but my lodging was bettered in another place, so that 39 days 1 
was in prison hearing no more tieu's, neither of our ship, nor 
captain, ivhicthcr be was recovered of his sickness or not, nor 
of die rest of the company. In which time ] looked everyday 
to die, to be crossed, as the custom of justice is in Japan, as 
linnging is in our land. In which long time of impHsonment 
the Jesuits and the Portugals gave many evidences against me 
and the rest, timt wc were thiev^^ and robbers id all n^ons 
and nire we suffisred to [ire it should be againat the profit of 
his Highness and of his country: for no noiion should come iiiihe^ 
Mithutit robbing them. Hts Highness's justice being citecuted, 
without doubt the rest of our nation sliould fear and not come here 
any more Thus daily making access to the Emperor, and pn>- 
curing friends ti> hasten my death. But God that is always metdful 
at need, shewed mercy unto us, and would not suffer them to have 
their wills of us. In tlw end the Emperor gave them an answer 
that M-e, as yet. had not done to him nur to none of his land any 
harm nor damage: therefore against reason and justice tu put 119 
to death ; If our countries liad wars the one with tlie other, that 
was no cause that he should put us to death ; with which they were 
out of hciirt that Utelr cruel pretence failed tliero, for which God be 
for mxrmore praised. Now in this time 1 was in prison the ^p 
Ui-as commanded to be brought so near the dt)' as she might (for 
grounding her) where llie Kmpcror was, whkh was dm»e. And 41 
days being expired the Emperor caused me to be brought before 
him again, demanding of me many questions which would 1>e at 
present too tedious to laydown here, tii the end he asked ofmeif 
1 was desirous to go aboard tile ship and sec niy eouiittymen, 1 
aitswered very gladly, the which he bade me do, so I dcj>artcd and 
was freed from imprisonment; and it was the first news that I had 
that the ship and company tverc come to die city ; so that with a 
rejoicing heart I took a boat and irerit to our ship where I found 
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the captain and the rest recovered of their skkne&s, which when I 
came into the with weeping c?y«s un both aide* was received, 
for it was given thrm to imderaiand that 1 was executed long 
sinct Thus, God be praised, we saw otic the other agaiai In the 
ship ail things was tiken otit, so that the clothes which 1 look with 
me on my back, that I only had, all ni)' instruttvefiti arid books 
was taken away, not I alone tosit what had in tlw ship, but the 
captain and all the company in genera], w-liat was gooil or worth 
the taking was canied away, all w'hJch was done uttknown to the 
Empemr ; so in process of time having kfKivrieiigc of it, commanded 
that they which had taken nur goods should restore ; but itT>ashcm 
and tilcrc su taken that we could not gel it again saving $o,ooa 
Ttab in ready mon^ was conunandod to be given us, and Id hts 
presence brought and delivered in the haiitt> r<r one that was made 
our Gtrt'crnor, which kept it in his hands to give it us as we should 
l\avc occasion to use it to buy victunts for our men with other 
particular charges. Thu^ in the end uf days our ^lip lying 
before the city called Sakay 2| ur j leagues frem O^aka where the 
Emperor at that time did lie. The Empemr commanded that our 
ship should be carried to the castermosi pan of the land called 
Quantov where, according In his command we were carried thither, 
being distant 12O leagues, so being by sea long, by rca.<Hxt of 
contraiy winds wx had, the £m[)eror was there befare us; so 
coming to tlic land of Quanto and near to the city where the 
Emperor urns, ivliicb Is called Veddo, at which place being arrived, 
I sought by all mcaris by supplication!, to get our ship clear, and 
to seek our best means to come where the HolUnders had trafRc ; 
through which in preenring, we spent mud\ of the money that was 
given U 5 . li> which time 5 or 4 of out men rebdled agattuit the 
Captain and myself and made a mutiny among the rest of our 
men so that we Itod much trouble with them.that they would not bide 
no longer in the sliip, but every one wniitd do what he thought best 
and perforce would have cvxryone part of the money that was given 
by the Emperor, ft is too long to write the particulars, but in the 
i^d the money was ddiveretl according to even* man's place, but 
this was about 3 years that we had been in Jap.'ui and when we 
Itad a dental iliat we should not hasx our ship, but to bide in 
Ja(tan so that the part of evriyonc being divided, o'cryTtne took 
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his tvay wtcre he thoiighi best s wid in the end the Emperor fcBve 
every man to live upon 3 Jbs, of riCc a da)-, daJfy. und yearly sn much 
as was worth T i or t 3 ducats the year, yearly, myaeir, the captain 
and ttic tnunners all one. So in process of lime at the eml of 4 or 
5 ^ears, the Emperor called me, as divers times he hath formerly 
done, so one time above the rest, be woiifd liavc me make him a 
smalt ship 1 tutirv^'crcd him that 1 was no caqKnter, and had no 
knowledge thereof i well, do yo«r endeavour, salth he, if it be not 
good, it la no matter. The which, by his command, I built him a 
ship about the burthen of So tons, the which ship being made in all 
respects as our manner is, he came aboard to see it, the sight 
whereof gare him great orHiteni, and by which 1 came in hia favour ; 
that always I must come in his presence, giving me ihmt time to 
time presents and in the end a yearly stipend to live upon, which 
was much about a /b ducats the year, with 3 Ihs. of rice a day, daQy, 
so in the end being in such gmee and favour by reason i learned 
him some points of gcometrj' and undersrtandtng of the art of 
mathetnatles, witli other things which pleased him. so that what ! 
said he would not contrary it, so that my former enemies did 
wonder, and at ihi^ time must entreat me to do them a friendship, 
which, both Spaniard and Portlngal, 1 have done, recompensing 
good for evil. So to pass my time to get my living it hath cost me 
groat labour and troubJv at the first, but God hath blessed my 
labour. In the end of S years I made supplication to the King to 
depart his land, desiring to see my poor wife and children, accord- 
mg to conscience and nature ; the which request the I'lmperar was 
not well {deased with id, and w'ould not let me go any more for tny 
country, but to hide in his land. So in procs^‘ of time, I being in 
much favour with the Emperor, t made ogam supplication } the 
reason ^vas that wc had news that the Hollartdcis were in Shian (Siam ) 
and in Putlanla (PatB]ii),u'hicI) rejoiced us much witit hope that God 
wuutd bring us to our country again by one means or other, so again 
{ made supplication and boldly spake myself with him, at which he 
gave me no answer, 1 told him if he would let me gu, I would be a 
means that the Dutch and English natiofis should come and have 
traffic here, vrhich he was very* desirous of, hut hy no means he ^vciuUt 
let me go ^ I asked him leave for the captain, the which he presently 
granted me, so b)’ that means my captain got leave and In a Japan 
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junk sailed to Pultan^and in a yeaPs space came no Hollanders ; in 
the end be Trom Puttait to J ore (Johor) and there found a fleet of 

^^saUofvhomiv'os General Matellefjn whicU fleet he was made master 
again t wfiich fleet sailed to Malacca and fought with an Armada 
of Portingals in which battle he was shot and presently died ; $o 
that as yet no ccrtairi news as f think Is of met whether t be dead 
or Itring, Therefore I do pray and entreat In eIms name of Jesus 
Christ to do so much as to make my being here tit Japan known to 
tny poor wife and a children ; in a manner my wife is a widow and 
chiidren fatharttsst whidi thing only is my gn'ef of heart and 
conscience, f am a man not unknown in Ratcliffe and Linichouse, 
by name to my g<»cid Master xVico. Dlggens and Mr, Thos. Best and 
Mn N ico, T £S3 dt and Wat Issaek, hnolhers,with manyoth ers; also M r. 
Wm. Jones and Mr. Beckett, therefore may this letter enme to anj* 
of thefr hands, or die copy^ I do know that compassion and mercy 
is so lEiat my friends ond kindred shall have new s that 1 do as yet 
live rn this vale of my soTmu-fuT pngrimage: the which thing I 
do again and again dcslrt! for Jesus Christ His sake. Yon shalt 
understfind that the finst ship 1 did make 1 did make a voyage or 
wo in the samci and (Jie king commanded me to make anoUicr ; 
the wliith I Hid, being in burthen of lao tons. Uiir whidt ship I have 
made a vojfage in from Jleacoo fjtfiako) to Eddoo i Veddo), bdng 
as far as from Ijondon to the Urard or the Land’s End of England: 
which in tlic year of our Lord r&p the king lent the Gen-ernor of 
Maniliia to go with mid So of his men to sail to Acapulcd Jn aiiijo 
1609 was east away a great ship called the St Francisco about the 
burihenuf 1000 Ions upon the emit of Japan in the latitude of 35 
degrees 50 minutes, distress of w'cathershe did cutovcrfacjardher

me a as tti England a lordship, with 80 or 90 husbandmen 

that be my slaves or servanta, which, or the like, ivcre here t»cvcr 
before given to a stranger. Thus hath God provided for me after 
my great misery, and to Kim only be alt honour arid praise, power 
and gloty.boih now and for ever world without end* Now whether 
I shall come out of this land or not, 1 know not, until this present, 
would J, there hatli Inen no means; but now, through the trade of 
the Hollanders there is meauE. In anno >609, 2 Holland ship* 
came to Japan, tiidr intention was to lake the carrack that }’carly 
cometh from Maccaw.and beings s or 6 days too late, nevertheies-s 
they came to Pcrandoi, and to the Court they came to the King, 
the Emperor I should itay, where they were in great fiiendship 
received, making condition with the Empmr yearly to send a ship 
or two, and with die Emperor’s pass, departed away. Now this 
year 1611 is there a small ship with cloth and lead and elephant’s 
teeth, with certain pieces of damask and black taffetas and 
raw silk and pepper, with other commodities, and to eKCUSC tile 
reason that they came not in anno tdtO; which ship w'as wondrously 
well received* Y<iu shall understand that the Hollanders Iiavclicre 
an indies of niuticy, for out of Holland is no need of silver to 
come into the East Indies, for, in Japan ts much silver and gold to 
serve for the Hollanders to handle where they will in the East 
indies, always providcil for their Commodities vir. taw sUk and 
damask) black taffetas, black cloth and red cloth of the bc^t, lead 
and suchlike is in Japan merchandise always readj' motity, now 
by this ship bearing that my countrymen both mcrchiuits and 
master and mariiicra one ur tile other perforce must know me, 
therefore i emboldened to write there feu lines In brief, not being 
desinms to be over tedious to the reader &c. Thb Island of japan 
is a great land and Ucth to the northward in latitude of 48 deuces, 
tn the S- In 35 degrees N. and S. and then it licth E. by N and 
VV. by S,or W.&W.; in lenglli a 220 EtigHsIt leagues: the people of 
the land, good of nature, courteous out of meastiTC and valiant in 
war; justice is severely executed upon the transgressor of the 
law, without iiartlaltiy: governed in great civility, I mean nut a 
land better governed t» the world by civil policy; the people be 
very' superstitious in their religion, being diverse in aptnion ■, there 
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be rminy Christians by reason of the Jesuits, which be majiy in 
lhi» land and Frandscaus, hndng many chureliits in the land 
Thus, to be brief I am constrained hoping that by one measrs or 
otlier in process of dmi*, 1 shall ha\x^ news from one good friend 
or other, of my good acquaintance, wife and children i the which, 
with patience, I do wait the plcaeuit of Almighty God, tiicrcfore I 
do pray all them, or cvcr>' one of them, that if this my letter shall 
come to their hands, to do their best that my wife and chUiitcn 
ami my good acquaintance may hear o[ me, by whose good imans 
J may. in procesa of time, before my death, hear news or see some 
of my friends agahtj the which thing God t«m it to his glaiy, Amen.

The weavers had theterore all come back on the 3rd and 
hnished over 500 pieces before I left there, I saw all their yam, it 
IS ready and dyed, tacking only the weaving so that I have no

N\ 1 K 0 NI‘ 1 > with swarms of perplexed thoughts by 
present view or likelihood of the min or overtlsrow of 
this nur Journey begun with glory (which drew great 
expectation in all estates) set out with great charges; 
now alter two years travel our victuals spent, our ships, cables and 
furniture lar worn, men's wages for 24 months already past, our* 
selves deluded and abused in most places we have conte, whether 
to repair to lade our ships not yet knowU) or by merchandising lo 
recover former damage is beyond expectation, now rests, whether 
better we wish a languishing end, or a shameful return, Gtxl only 
direct, fitr otir ciHinficI is tveak arid our case dtiubtfuL 
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Beloved Friends, I t cainot be unknown to all present, n-jth what 
great eare, pnins and charge this joMrncy was set forth by the 
Indian Company, ecnslstiog of many, both of Nobiltty and 
merchants of London, Jntcndel both for the love and benefit of our 
country, partly by discovery of new commerce in unknown places, 
the rest to be inarfoimcd at places foratjcrly known, as at the 
Isbnd of Sumatra, Java, Molticxas and Banda. In parts io be 
discovered we have already Sjicnt, not to any benefit, but great loss 
divers w^ys [as you know) first at the towns of Aden and hfobo 
In the ked Sea, where bitter experience by long sorrows and 
torment of mind hacli too well inAirmcd us how at first by 
fawning flattery, large promises and unusual dl!»imul,itlcn in the 
first part deluding, till our minds settled In security and possessed 
with conceit of friendly and honest dealing; secondly with what 
strange cruelty the blood th[«ty Turks fell to murdering our 
dismistless naked men. seized on our goods as their own, attempted 
the surprising of one of our shipSi omitting no device for desimc- 
tiofj of ali, and with the grmitest indignity that ever free nation was 
abused, they without mercy in chains kept prisoners not only yo 
of our men, which by the Pnovtdcaacc of God had escajied ihdr 
bloody massacre, but also our General, who in like mnnaer without 
favour Of resfxJCt, they kept inm bound, both neck, hands and feet, 
whom lJie3' detained very doubtfully near tiie space of six months, 
all which time we had in manner a vcbcmctit storm of southerly 
ivinrls at that time usual to that place, wherefore the most part we 
coiititiuctl our road each ship by two uliot of cable to tlie loss of 
anchors anti spoil of our ground tackle, to the disabling of our ships 
for farther peribroiaiicc, where notwithstamlitig at last by God’s 
I rtFVidcnce and our General's happy escape, we recovered all our 
men and most of our goods, yet lost there by the great wearing 
and tearing of our ships with all furniture belonging to them, and 
and victuals for our people n months amouiiliiig to (Xtr 
month 600/, Secondly, rctunring &oni tlience with so greiit loss we 
put in execution r.ur long fed bi>pes to foltmv the Com[Mriy's 
commission in trying our fortunes In India, where former shows of 
kindness in the inhabitants, and the likelihood of Imncst trade 
caused the Merchants to lade many and divers commodities fit for 
that place, which are vendible at no other. 
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Now ftmains U> note down cur entertaincncnt and pnsaent 
seeming favoui, (tur twjfoltl aLtises, first hy the Fortugals* our 
aneknt adversaries, secnndly in a mashed fashion by the dcyiity 
commanders of ibc countiy. Our present losses annexed to the 
tosses fonnerly (all which lie heavy on the Company; pToaircd by 
the shew of welcome made by this dissembling and faithless people, 

T mean not only the Govemors, Principals and Merchants fif the 
country' near at baud, hut also hy the fickle favour of their in- 
eoRstont ICiiig, with following dUgmats which he imposclh on our 
King and natinn. 

Where ance our arrival, first by the armies of Portugal frigates, 
(of which have formerly damaged the Company of much goods and 
loss of men* taken in die river of Surat) who gave dlhgent atten¬ 
dance round about us to destroy aitd cut off as many of our people 
as thej' could spy advantage, by the moving or transportatioti of 
oyr smallest vessels, or at least not to suffer any of us to land 
with our boats, neither any of the countiy people to come near 
U9 with refreshing* no not so much as for the recovery of our 
weak flick men , what was by great cost provided and sent 
towards us, they took and made spoil thereof, nay so great was 
thclf malice tlvat our merchants fortnerly itfl in the coimiry, 
they would not permit us to take them in, but alw'ays lay In w-alt 
to take them pritiioners* intercepting all letters which in tong time 
passed between ns, until we were forced to check tbdr insufferable, 
saucy insolcncy, by taking one of their biiiggiTig frigates. And so 
afterwards by great Indurtiy and searching wdth our smallest ships 
wc found out amongst the shr^s, ivithin musket shot of the maiti, a 
good place for receipt of all our ships, where, in despite* notwith¬ 
standing the Portu gals’ dlvcre attempts to cross the same, we did 
nut only lartl, but also all other business, with all aucb as durst 
come to us, divers being curbed iry fear of the I’ortugab in future 
times, as others in dread of t>'r«mny b>' the great men of the 
oounlij*, who permit no trade with us, rtaerving all, both buying 
and selling, for tlicir own private benefitwith whom aUo, after 
many delays, our Gencmt gat cottferenoe, whom lie found most 
htjuniiful in compliments ,and shews of kindness seeming to aflea 
imditig witli us, in such manner as tiifcj' may, avoiding danger (as 
I may say) by ihcir maaicm, the Portugal^, Vet being a people 
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Isithless ncithcf rc^rding woiid nor pnimisct t>iJt Tof present use; 
Tlie GcocraJ once put In hope of tfade (having no other place to 
rely on for sale of our commotlitacs) vms again fed aorl abused with 
variety of delays and fatse show? frcun day to day so long, tJJJ all 
hope of pcrformajicc by tlictn ivas wholly quenched in Ui. Though 
at last (as maybe teagifled) for that by ddaj-s and shifts they 
could not shake us off, and fearing revenge upon their ship if we 
deprt discontetited, which to prevTot thQ? brought down goods, 
and OR the sea strand began u-ith us a base conuneree to the 
changing of rials In cntnmodtlieiL But so, os we otust 

near double the value of theirs which we liked, and selling to them 
at base rates, under foot, such of our chief commodities which best 
liked them, referring the nst to another time, promising to pTmide 
us great quantity of Indigo, in hope of which, with the sale of the 
rest of otir goods ct settling a factory, which they gave «s some 
hope of. we long lingered But they no sonner seeing tlicit great 
ship gotten past danger by iia. commanded our merchants out of 
tlm town, not permitting their stay to receive debts there formerly 
owing, and we wiOi out ships to be gwie, when if all that we hav-t 
bought and aaki had b«n freely given us. w-ould not satisfy or 
make good our expense, the time we have spent about iL 

Also non- in disgrace is Captain f tawfcins. returned frem the 
king HI Agra, who bath not only refused to gfre him u firmim for 
our nation to trade in this cautHty. but also in contempt disdains 
to answer our king's letter, as not staffing with his greatoess to 
answer cverj* Naccam which is as a governor or petty king an 
imjmrnu'on not to be forgotten, his people, hy the wayof Camlisiva 
beaten and thdi gootis taken from them. Now seeing our 
King and Nation on every aide in dii^ce, without favour, anti 
hopeless of funin: iradc. we must depart and add to our former 
loss the value uf our goods yet remaining, fitted fm this place and 
vendible at no other as aforesaid, which are elephant's teeth 
bimulcloth, kerseya, sayes. tin and red lead, all u-hich to be carried 
home are not worth the freight Our journej- thus overthrown 
OUT lime hitherto lost, our goods now reputed lost, oirr cables, the 

safeguard of our ships, near wom and thereby extremely disablti as 

aroresalcL Now whuiN to be done, or whither to go we need car 
nestly desire Gwl in so doubtful a case to direct us, if after the Joss 
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(if Uiirty tllousaTid pound rtanges (Ity ^Tige, ships wearing 

and time lost) almady dear post; and for ijujetness sake like tame 
patient tncni we passo^'or so many injuries, as by Turjes^ Moors and 
I’ortugah hath been imposed upon us, lo the dishonour of our 
[Nation, Irvss to the Coiupony, and disgrace to otirsclvea, 

And so proceeding on our journey to Priaman ^as w'cre to be 
wbhed, no cauw Jiitt daring the sainc) \xt our hopes now there arc 
weak, in n^rd of tlic ship late Ht Mussniapatan. which supplies 
them of all sucli commodities as bring ours of this place in 
contempt, and for the pepper of this year, she and the rest 
which came forth the year after us, will be served before us, leaving 
ns to attend another year’s frow-tb. To think of the Jloincos or 
Banda (if our ground tackle were sufticient) yet the monsoon is 
lost We rest near worn of all things, and in manner ai far from 
our ladings as when we weio but newly come from homci To 
expect God’s blessing by' miracle^ in rime unreason able, or to think 
by mctchandiaing to recover this great toss, were a %vcak couedl, 
\VtuBo God ahall appoint our return home, thenswJll be much mare 
qurstion how prosjiCTous or unfortunate we have been, than 
how direct or reitsunably the business hath ticen carried, and if 
after a long, taiigiiisliing, pining and wearisome rime, soaic of u* 
return tn poor and miserable estate, u'di not then our supjKised 
private friends withdraw their alTcction, the Company, our setters 
forth, think much to give ua pay. and will not the King, the 
Nobility and Commons, despise or rather loathe us, jn rcgartl of 
the dishonour done to our counm' by iJie variety of injuries we 
have siiJitairted ; though the common son of gs neither sensible nf 
sluimi: Or infamy, yet the General on whose shoulders the greatest 
burden lies, can nevicr avoid an unremovable imputaiJoii, nor wc 
about him an men ruble disgrecCf if any opportunity be let slip 
whereby wc may do our countiy*, Ccimpany and ourselves right 
iin tivem which have wronged ux Thus we by all means possible 
bound to endeavour most good of the journey, most honour of our 
country, with most aafeguard of our own credit and 111113, thuii 
driven Into a strait of divers evils, tire least is to be wished 

Thus having ftomowbm touched our wrongs and loss sus¬ 
tained, with my poor opinion, w'hai reateth doubtful to ensue. 
x'Vml now' 4I0 moist eaimci>tl%' dcaire God, so to direct tlie heart uiul 
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mind of our General, and 3» to ii^n^crt iw all for K fa at'ijatanqt!, 
that whatsoever he sbatt aiternpl and put into that all 

may redound to the glory of God, benefit of thia jotime>% and to 
all our comforts and oedlta. 

And if it be Umught meet to gnint it fit we recover atir Josies 
from such ns have wronged us, which arc three $cvetaJ na^tiona, and 
5 rt three sorts; as first the Turks began in hatefut treason, 
continued It by murder^ rabberies and other cmtlttes * the 
Moor» first by shew of ivclcomc and kind usage, in^ilctl our 
merchants to bring them variety of goodSp whEdi being brought, 
the King withdrew his fimuin^or aUowancCj and the mcrchaiits 
refused to buy our goods* with many other disgusts btlowing the 
same, to our great loss, by ilclnya and otherwise. The Portngalp 
by ofjtn hostilit)^ as welt f<wTnirr1y as at present, both fobbed m of 
our goodsi spoiled and took prisoners our people* and c^mtinually 
lay in wait for our farther dcstructlont in another king^^ country^ 
now being <lcmandcd, frt«m which of the s^id nations we shf^Id 
soonest wish lo rccfivcr our losiies. As other sort have in high 
roeasiirc pneyvoked it: my npinion rs, from him that comes firat to 
fiarul, In regard wt cannot stay ab^^ut it, (t h all one in conscience 
whether from the subjects of one^ or from the subjects of ail, but 
for the Turks thtsy cannot be iouchod bdng too far out of our 
reach, and have neither men nor goods pasdng in these Scxis. 
For the Fortngala, as they be most hateful to u& of all others^ ftrtil 
as nearest to us fn ccuntry, otir laura are readiest to right them if 
we do them wnangi therefotc most to be wished, bu^ the time now 
so falling out that if now only for them we shrmtd lie oear Cape 
Comorioe homcw'ards bound, cilht^r by advice given from Goa, keep 
out of our way, or by staying in harbour their ships bound abmnih 
or else by i^Tming of jdiipf of war to drive us from the mail, and so 
by one raean^ or other ript only to fm^trate our present hopcS;, bu^ 
also hy our long conliniiance to A'caj out our means, and by 
stekness wealcen our men to our further harm, y^i hopeless to 
meet with other than Forlugals, all other going clear whicJi h(iv« also- 
wronged UBL Wherefntc, in my epiniortp nur beii way li to lie in 
the way of the Rod Sea, where 3^au shall not only be in possibility 
to meet wJtb ships of Surat and Cambaya, with divert otherSt Ihe 
subjects of the great Mogul, but also men of Dili subject to the 
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Portugal^, whfdi both Uie one and the other will be no 
disturbance to the Turkd at Mocha, though none of their own 
goods lie therein, yet in regard of the custom they shall lose 
thereby U will greatly pinch and ve^t them. And whereu it may 
be thought a great scandal to our nation over oil India, amongst 
those which arc Mussnlmcn, yet whert they shall know how man)' 
others a$ of Dahtil, Malabar and other places no way harming us. 
shall also without harm pass by us, with pretence or promise to leave 
Moha our enemies and to go up to jedda, which have not wronged 
113, whereby they will see that we only endeavour to recover our 
loss on them which have wronged us, and not on any which have 
done us no harm, which course will not only appease the rtunoitr 
which may be raised, but also inform the Moguls and othem which 
have abused as that our nation is not to be so coarsely used, and 
that thi^ can do us no wrong but that wc will again right ourselves 
on their ships and goods, whereby wc shall force them more to 
honour and better respect our nation, and will be glad if anything 
can procure the same to give us trade to have our friendship t for 
it appears by the hand the Portugals bear o^er them that they 
should not only be threatened hut also pinched ; for they being a 
proud braggart people longer than tlicy be kept In awe (as ft were 
with a whip) they will insult over and dcspi.se all othets, but to 
them which they know can do them harm, they will he ready to 
kiss their shoe. And if God permit we take more from them than 
will h eal the Company of thefr loss, and they return them the 
overplus in other goods, they shall not only wfn their love, but ahso 
gain the reputation to be just men. 

That this ts my opinion and set down in thereat of my heart, so 
with my hand 1 alf*o confirm the same. Written nbnard the

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A rclsitlon in two jjapcrs of my time spent sinc^ tho seconi} uf 
April 1612 when I w'as left by Sir H. M. to guarif Aden till 
[tirm dawyl of May, and from ihcnoc of the princlpahi of oar 
business till ibe t6tb of Aa*,ni?-t, when we dinembarkcd out of 
the Strslts of Bab-eUMandeb, 



[HE ind of April, in the Peppcrcotn, I took leave of Sir 
H. M, y leagues E.N.E, from the city of Aden before 
which town [ Joy till the t 6 th Aug oat, my business 
there was, hy my direction from my General, to keep 
all nations botlt friends and foes Ehotn arriving there for this 
munvxtn, and to put them fw™] the atraJls cff Rab-d- 
Mandeb (where he, with the Trades Increase and Darling were gone 
to lie to intercept their i>assagejt Which business with all diligence 
1 did perform. The 7th of May when I esU^emed the easterly 
montoan expired, finding variable winds to be come, [ departed 
towards the Red S», and by reason of scanty winds it was the 9th 
day morning before I recovered the Uab, or Straits, where to same 
trouble of mind, in regard to the contrary ivinds 1 found and for 
that as I expected I found not Sir H, M. nor any to infomi me 
whither he was gone, or whether I might on die Arabian or rm the 
Habishin coast J were best to sock for him, notwithstanding, the 
General, at fiis departure, left a letter at tlio Rab for me, but none 
came to me. Tills present 9th day meming, In the Straits, I took 
[/mirl Larree (Lahtm Bandar) the port town of iftc river Sin da 
(Indus), who at first acknowlcdgcil hinisdf u subject to the great 
Mogul, with whom I Juffed up into [a hay on the East) side and 
anchored, I sending my merchants to search what he was laden with, 
whtt found divers piicks and fardles of cloth, packs and fareJlcfi of 
seeds [of divcrp sorts, leather] jure of butter and jars of [ I 

oil (which some eat ami some bum in lamps) a great rfuantity and 
since, for want of water, she having many passengers, 1 could not fitly 
keep her w‘ith me being uncertain of a wind, 1 resolved to take out of 
her the likeliest packs of Indian doth to serve for our return, with 
some butter and oil for our needful uses, as by tile puiscris and factor^s 
potea appear, and so send tliem with the rest to hasten toMohovinto 
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which bustoesa before wc could well make an entry, about 3 o’clpcfc 
I'n the aftcmotni I descried opening of the east land of the Straits a 
ship of 200 tons and immediately following her a huge sail whose* 
main yard '.i-as 43 yards long, which 1 took to be the Great Hemce 
which belongs to the Queen Mother which had been wife to 
Uccchabar tlic lost deceased Emperor of Hindustan, the father of 
this present great Mogul, which ship usually,as the repwrt goes brings 
not less for her use, passengers and pilgrims to Moho or Jc^ 
the port to Mecca, iifltecn hundred persons, which ship was the 
principal mark we aimed at to the end that the Moful may thereby 
the sooner come to knowledge how imputient the subjects of the 
King of England (who ho in hia pride so much doapisctli as Captain 
Hawkins informed us) arc both for the dialionour done to thdr 
King, and wrongs to ihcmsdvct At the sight of which ships, 
they being very near, Ijcfare the laud iwrmitted me to see them, 
but by that time 1 hud gotten my people aboard, five only 
excepted, which I left armed to keep that ship, had goilen up my 
anchor and was come to sail, but the great ship tliotigh shun of 
mo, yet twring In a good stream and fresli gale and I in a bay had 
an eddy and a faint gale, she gat fast on end and had some¬ 
what overreached me before t could come to cross them, so that I 
was almost brought to a stern chase, and being now come near by 
fair u-Inds we knew her to be tire Mamodic of DahuJJ, our friend 
which wc could expect nn good by. yet knowing the pride of the 
Captain I WTMjld very gladly have Imd command over him for that 
he would never come neither formerly in the road of Moho, nor yet 
ni DcbulJ, to visit Sir IL Middleton but found he escaped from 
me, wluwefnre I gave them one shot, and stood with the other ship 
who seeing ua stand with the great ship, struck a hull, thinking to 
lose us, but the darknci^a of the night now approaching, we took 
her to be a ship of Diue. but when we caiivc to them they told 
us they were of CuLmagana not far from the Rio dc Zinda, bla 
laditig packs of cotton vsrool. aime packs of doth, some butter and 
some oil, having gotten some nf the principaJ aboanl me 1 caused 
them to edge up with me into sltoalcd water, on the Arab coast, 
where by light; I endeavoured to Find my ; men in the Larrec boat 
and at nine o'clock at night we anedMwed In 12 fathom 4 leagues 
within the Bab, where the next two days we took out of the 1 -vn.x 
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ship 66 fejtltca of [lidian doth which for that we were citherwisc 
fumUhcd ftur all our Eaglisdl coinmoditics, and needed it not, was 
nddivered to (hem a^n, with part of their butter and part of 
their oil, only t cotge of common bailas which was detained, for 
which they had satisfaction partly hi A70 iron billhoolts and 
the rest in money. These: things being taken out vre put into them 
the passengers and pilgrims of tlie Colton ship, they using ihcir 
best diligence as the winds pensit tltcm to ha-rten to Nfoho, 1 
sending by them h letter to Sir H, Middleton if ihe^' should ilnd 
him in the road of Moho, but before they departed, a Jclbsi 
coming from the Babe, and for that tile wind was not good they 
sent away their canoe, rovring before and hastening to us who 
informed me life [Jeibal belonged to Benderxeside a town 4 games 
westward from Bendcf Caser, which ia 6 leagues westward from 
Muntfdlick "Mount Felix?), who was bound [to Mocha] boat full of 
mats, who being aland as he came by the Babe was told by such a; 
had a letter for me that my countrymen whom I looked for were gone 
to Asabb with H or 9 Ind ian ships, but he that had liie letter wouid 
not send it by him, expecting a reward if by the wind t should be 
put back to the land, I now' knowing where my General was, 
this afternoon I set sail, hut tliewiitd not favouring me we ancltored 
again. The tjth day we set sail with a faint gale, after noon 
working away to the North westwards, ific I4ih day morn we see 
the ships In the Mocha road, we standing over to the Haboshen 
coast as the wind permittcrl, at night at >0 o'clock, we anchored In 
12 fathom 24 leagues short of Asahb. The isth day morning Sir 
!I. Middleton sent Giles Thornton, his master, to tell me how- gind 
he was of my being come, and let me know that he had at command 
all the desired ships of Indb^asthc Rceme 1 the Hassanee nftioo 

tons, the Momadte 1 50 tons, of Surat; the Satacnatic of .r^o tons, the 
Cadcree of 7 QQ tonsv the Agancany tons of the Shabun dor's, alt 

cfDiuc, hcshlfri three Mafebaishtps.llie Caudrceof Dcbull of 4<X)loiis 
and a great ship of Cannanur; he further informed me that befom 1 
could get into the road, the Cenetal with all the pride of hfe people, 
and Ukcudse Captain Sarfe with his people, would Ijc gone ashore to 
receive the King of Rjihcita who was come with his Nobility and 
Guard to see and vkut the General, and neu*<^me General; further 
he knowing my niggardly inclination for sparing of potvder, sent 
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me word whst pieces 1 diould soJtitcC^ptaa* San$' ship wlthaj. 3 nd 
far that the Kiiig^ ts now here, with what shot 1 should salute the 
Ttadcs Inciease withal, when I cmtie lit by her. More to my grief 
he informal me that Sir Henry Middleton was now put so fer out 
of quiet by the pride, turbulent and cross dealing of Captain Saris, 
ht 3 countryman and tlic Indian Ccimpany'a servant, as formerly the 
cruelties and disasters impotred on him bj' the Turks, yea arid as 
an Attorney General pleads the Turks' cause against him { J 

Tlie day being near spent Sir IL Middleton and (Captain Saris left 
the King In his tent the Trades Increase to supper where I 
undcrutood of the contract made between them first at the Bab, 
wherein It was agreed here to put oif tdl our ICnglish commodities 
and such Indian wares as by mutual consent of certain of the tnoT' 
chants ofboth sides,and that ofal) things had by this forcible trading, 
that Sir H. Middleton should have two third parts for the account 
and benefit of the tSth voyage, and that Captain Saris should have 
one third part for the account and benefit of the 8th voyage, and 
any dealing with the Turks was not nominated in thia agreementt 
for that they had prejudiced the 6th voyage, and not the 8th. 
Moreover at was delivered, and by divera proofs confirmed, that Sir 
Henry hliddicton at first acquainted Captain Saris that he came 
hither to force satisfaction (by ttic relGOSO of the^e ahipsj fn>in 
the Turks, willing him that he should not any way hinder the same, 
and that Captain Saris by answer pmmised tr> further him all he 
could therein and no way hinder him whtdt without fuither 
question Sir H. Middictem took J[to be sufficlenl] 

[Near about that time, ns I was also informed, there come 
from the Governor of Mocha to Sir Henry Middleton to ca]ritu 1 ate 
of peace. Mammy,] captain of the gallics and others, who demanded 
wlmt was the sum that in satisfaction he required. Sir H. M, near 
the [ proportion of the last j.'Car's] demand required one hundteil 
thousand rials, which knowm, they desired respite to send to Sinan 
to [know the pleasure and] and rcsolullcm of Jaffar Kasha therein, 
and then he should hear from them again and so took their leave, 
t'urlhcf [I] understood that tlie contract being made.Captain Saris 
departed with his ship towards Mocha, his business not known 
to Sir Heniy^ Middleton [who continued] hts place to intercept 
all ships that came; and that Claptain Saris, at his dq>arture. 
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sent awaj-ihc ThotTUis tcmTuds the H abash coast for freali victuals, 
and in a atrfct fashion eommandci} Captain Towcrscin to folloiv his 
commission as he would answer it fwhid) stJtcchJ seemed obscure 
to Sir II, M. his uridenrtandine, who in reajson imagiuer) Capt: 
Towerson had been left with lifm for eflbctJtig the [cemmou 
busmeas]; by what time I bad understood thus fkr, making more 
uic of my ears than my teeth, supper in a quiet calm grew to ati 
end, then began some gusts of coniestation, far Captain Sana would 
in nowise alhiw that Sir H, M. might, without any reason, demand 
satisfaction for hb damages done by t|je "lurks, hceming to know 
that lie should never riicovcr any, but would al!ow he should raise 
ajiythiiig from the Indians, knowing he ihould have a third thereof 
Sir H. M. on the other side, would have what he demanded of the 
Turks, nr cbe have none at aJl. for it will be punishment ctiougli said 
he. to take their goods so as they wQJ lose liolf of whal thc3'- might 
make of It, and to pass away out Cngliih commodities, which we 
know not how ajiywliere to vend, and which they no way esteemed 
y«l al such rates as they were worth tn India, ^-hich was not to 
Captain Saris' mind, who after protested that he would be called 
an ox ivhcD Sir H. &L should know at what rales he passed away 
any of hla cotntnodities, then he urged for to have requestsble 
commodliia only such kind as Sir H. M. should have been Ms 
broker, but th.it would not do; tlian hn would rummage all the 
ships to the Ii<n:l and lake the thinl off as he liked, as well of our 
friends of Oabul and Malahar, as of the Guaerats, by whom wc 
Iiaii: been uTongwI. Then foliowixl another argument upon 5 ir 
H. M bis naming the Indian ahipa, which Captain Saris would not 
allow tlicm 10 he (fo Icrmesl hut w^ould have them to be called 
Junks and not ships, for so the ships of China are called at Bantam, 
and therefon: must be so, aa if a huge Galtcqf, Gallmn. Argosy or 
Carrack might <wt without some man’* leave be called a ship: 
with these and many other frivolous cuntccitiuus wc paased the 
night till lifgb time urged us tn de|iart, everyont: to his lodging or 
charge. This night's cavil, fm brevity'* sake, miglit serve as a 
gliUis lo show how b^' fits for a long while wc spent in wrangling 
and discontent, whicli wuh made so apparent to bJI that we had 
to do w'ithai. to the shame of our naiion, and to rhe* spoil of 
our business with the Turks, The (dth day morning Sir H. M. 
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senl Jdhn Fowler to Captain fawis, fnluree tnesaage as 1 rtmem* 
ber was chiefly to this cflect} to let him know ftom him that 
unless he confomfitki himsoir accotding to the oontracl. or agree* 
ment, formerly made and that bj- mutual cemsent the Company's 
busmesa mighi goforwairtl, but stand, as lie did the Inst night, npoti 
points not fit but insufTcmlile, let him make whal use he could of 
] writing, but he should have nothing to do with him [o 
the business. To which he i*ont his Vice Admiral and Mr. Cox to 
I ] Sir FI- M. that he desired the present business might go 

forward, and for the sum which Sir K. M- demanded iit satisfaction 
from the Turks, he wai contented It should be decided by <;ome 
principal men of both the 6th and 8th voyages, which speech gave 
Sir II M. good content [ 1 and so the business went 

forward In rummaging and opening of packs and parting. Another 
disturbance set out [ 1 Sir H, Informed me Jhat aince 

the Peppercorn would asic long time to make ready since it was 
so long before T came that he was fitting [ ] and presently 

dcspatchetl away Mr. Pemberton in the Darling for Ticon, with some 
such cloths as we had at Surat for that place, which vras presently 
despatched. She set sail the ipth day, also Captoin Saris 
provided the Tliomas with expedition to fellow to Ticoa or 
Priaman in Surriatra, who departed ilie 23rd day, aim the 33rd 
day the Agamcany of Diu, a ship of the Shabimder's of the Ban¬ 
yans of Moho Was cleared and sent over to ^1 for 

Captain Saris had promised; when Sir H. ,M. declared that 
the dfsturbance of mind which by the other's troasdealing he 
sustained, being his countrynum, serving one Company, wa-s not 
inferior to that which was by the Turka imposed on him, and how 
happily his business wmild have gone forward and have taken

Captain Sans entertained 
the Turks aboard itis ship, uhere what quacking and shuffling was 
between them in conference we were all ignorant of« only at their 
departure he was wHIling to make us witnesses that he honoured, 
with the shot of divers pieces, Sir U, Middleton^s encmTcs and 
betrayers, Hy these and all other signs by which the Turks in 
the [period 7 J of their abode here, both by Captain Saris' 
apparent shows, and by what they^ had understood by the 
daily experience of tlic Indians, tjtcy became so wefl informed of 
the difference, contention and division between Sir H. M, and 
Genera! Suris, these two fit met captains^ so that in diserotion they 
informed themselves, that to ffatter on both sides for serving of 
turns (w'hich tlicy can welt do) they may bold ihetr own, and core 
for neither, for sf> it fell out And thcreui»n it [ ] tlie Sha* 

bunder of the Uan>7]ii5 in MohOi in regard of the great quantity 
of Banyans’ goods under our hands tietween fear and [ ] 

promised Captain Sarfs (as he knew he might well do) that after 
our bringing over of Ihc Indian ships to Moho. if Sir I L M. got a 
hundred thousand riaU of 8 of ilie Turks, he should have fffty 
thousand rials of 6, which promise did nothing quaJtly our (goatam 
men like cootentioa) The day before they meant to depart for 
Moiio tiicy came to take leave of Sir ii, M, tciting him know 
that since he stood upon so great a sum in satiafacttoni^ which they 
had warrant lo grant, ihej*^ would declare his mind and know the 
Uasha’s further pleasure, and then he should know what would 
tberein be done, tjie Sltabundcr further enlarging that whmnsoever 
he brought all the ships over to Moho^ he need not but doubt 
but a composition wTiuld presently be made, imd money would be 
had at an instant 

The 9th of June the Turks and Shabuiulcr ckparted towards 
Moho. but out of what humour I kmiw not, for choter or other¬ 
wise, but Captain Saris caused his men to search their Jelba or 
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Ka/quc, as was safd( to the keel to see what they earned. Our 
tUily cm ploy mull t oontisiucd fti searching *>i idiips one after 
an(3ther, and ^iich ioiltgocft or pads ft of cloths fit for our 
turn, were ever presently sent to one of «iir :fthips, md there 
counted and divided according to contract formerly made between 
us; and our English gncKfe delivered in tieti thereof^ though with 
no wlllfngnss by the Irtdkm received, but have it they must, at 
such rates as we hsd agreed upon ; for some things that we might 
gain 50 per t(X>i and for other ihingft less, according to the value 
and esteem thereof in their country^ which w'a^ done in regaref 
partly of the long way \re had brought U for them, and were in 
thdr cDUntty to sdl iu nnd couJd not be penniuedt as also fcf 
that they would gnin by us per cent for their doth at Swally 
strand at IheJr own doors ivithotrt any adv-enmre by sea. (or else 
we sdicmld not have it} and them for thdr cotnmoditJes 

ten per cunt, mow than it cost in ihijir country where we had been 
Ifj buy it and could not be ^^uf^eredp an<l for nuch things as came 
from far in the countiyi that cost more the coiruigc. they had 20 
p<ar cent, more tha n i t cost* in Heu of the charges * and by this w'ay 
we puL off all the rtmainH of our goodfi brought out of England. 
exclianEittg ft only for Indian without disbursing of any 

money. Hut that time nut without divers fit^ of tnrbtilcTtt 

contention bctw^ocfi Sir H. M. atid Captain Saris about what 
Sit H. M. required in satifiractlon for the Turks, which Captiim 
Saris ivould no way allow of* but was still contented to give him 
leave to ransom the Indian ships at %vhat high rate he would. 
To which Sir It. w-as siill opposed^ sa)ung that the Turk -4 had 
dune him the wrong w'hich he required satiftfaction foi. ^d from 
them he wiuild have it or none at for what svmngs the Indianji 
had done to his r^tb voyage, he held the itifllcticmB already done 
in fordhlc exchanging of thdr English for Indian commodities^ 
wherein liCi for benefit of lus Bth vcij^iigie, was one third partaker, 
would pmve a punEhment enough to the IndJans ; and since thu! 
Captain Saris did nitcigether oppose himself against him and hh 
voyage, and kept him from recover}' of hia rights from the Turks* 
{which Cfmld never be expected but by rc!lea.^-mcnt of the Indian 
ships) be wtmld repute it amnngn the rest of his hard fortunes 
and hoped to find some other time to do himself right from the 
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Turks* and for tlip Indian shtpsg without fiii ttijer molcstutfons after 
the bii&tncss m h^d lionCr he wa^ willing to rclca^« ^ Caplain 
Saris would forbear further to cnolesi thetn after the time that 
himself who had taken arfd stayed them should rclea^ or free 
theiiL Nay that would not be^ for after that Sir E T. M. dismissed 
them he would do what pleased htm to them. TJiis answer was 
not only once but so many times as k came in question, some 
time he would sink them if they offered to go an ay without hh 
Tiiave. Wliich busJiicss did infinitely disturb Sir H. M who could 
ndthCT rdqase them without danger of dvil broils in dc fending 
them, nor leavi? them where they are* for bringitig the company 
of hia voyage in danger by w hat %^olcncc Captain Saris might do 
to them; besides it w?ts most dishonourable to have left them who 
for wrong done to himsdf In their country Itc hath stajtxl and 
brought into subjection* and so to leave them to the mercy of the 
merciless. FarthcTi Captain Saris knowing the misery wc Hwe 
In for want of cables to hold our shlps^ for w'C could not say that 
dtber ship had cure cable, unless fo fak wealhet, lo trust lo [ 
besides our viertuab we:rc de^ieendcd to a low^ ebb, and knew wc 
could not long 5 t^y by it. aiid he having enough of all things out- 
bragged Sir Mh with %nntering his will of 

them; though [ canriDt hy commendaticin place Sir 
amongst the most patient mcit, yet in ihe,ie extraordinary 
iriab by aJI the gloryocta ptoud bt3ggad5>dii tricks his patience 
and forbenT^ce, for the company's sakcp mmic me esteem of 
him more than an ordinary conqueror over hi^i own pa^irions. 
Moreover the outcries of tlie [>cople daily in hia ean* both frtintds 
and foes* for to work his comporitiDM with the Turks he $ta^*ed 
both those of Dabul and M^labar^ and sudh as wisre stayed after 
the contract made. Captain Sari^ would mt permit to depart^ 
though he would whose damoiirs man: exceeded by reason the time 
of year called upon them ro dispatch their business, for that all 
that will rtiuTu to India for this jrcar miist be out of Uvis sea in 
August; so as between his nwn Ckic aiici thdr Importuuit)^ did 
more vex and grieve him* aod urged by the backwardtit^i of his 
oivn journey, and by one little fluttering adm amemgst us he was 
determined to ^nd me directly away with the reppercom. and 
my direction drawn, which done he thought not fit lo let me go 
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lest he should be insufferably abused by his connUymet), and 
frustrate of all hopes by the Turks, which he deemed, for all 
Captain Saris’ practices, might come to something. But nnw 
thinking since the Turks Wdtt away, from wlmm he expected 
another parley about the satisfaction, he left diitction with me 
to follow the business in his absence, while be went over the 
Red Sea to Mnho to understand tlic cause of their dday or 
negligence, and depaiwd from us the 32 nd of June and met 
witliout with some ctmirary winds. Captain Saris the 23rd- 
day morning followed after him and making a better wind 
I think got thither near so soon [damnged\ Sir H. M. 
who was, I think, [ ] in which time Sir H. sent 

divers messages by such boats as came aboard biti), and had 
answers brought back by them, the substance of all Wi'hich { 

J him till the bringing over of the Indian ships, pretending 
when they came over they should soon make an end. The Turks 
knowing the disagreement or oppositiafi between these two 
Captains, used a slight yet w'itty means for their own good [ 

] or increase the same, they sent to Sir H. M.a liandsomc 
boat with divera oam- to row it, and to Captain Saris a canoe of 
one \ J towed witli shovels, which could not be otherwise 

undcrstocxl but so great an indignitj’ to his greatnesa, that It is to 
be bclier'ed tltat be thinks the Turks abuse him very much, and 
his mdignatioii Is so much increased that he sends his boat to 
intercq^all boats a* comes to or go<si from Sir FL M-; then he 
threatened to burn some of the ships in the toad, but the 
Shahundcr, to pacify his ire, sent him word confirming Ids formei- 
promiJC at Aaabe, that if Sir H. M had one hundred thousand 
rials, he should have fifty thousand rials of 8, or else his man 
made a lie to him. to get clear without danger out of his hands. 
Then he caused his men to lay out a long wsirp to work his 
ship into the way of boats between Sir II. M and the stiorc, to 
keep all from him, but they tost their labour for Sir H, M. 
presently set sail from thence, to come cvtrt again lo us, was all 
night becaimed, and the next morning the wind came conttaij- to 
their expectation and working for it. wherchy Captain Saris 
setting sail the nod morning got over into the road by u*. 
while Sir 1 !. M. ship was turning to windward, and came in 
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when tJic teind served huurs after, After thi* we lived soleijiuly 
with small acquaintance with Captain Siris for i time, In'which 
Sir H .\f, was pricked forward by loss of so mudi lime in regard 
of the short lime we have to do our bujilness in, and flill doubting 
of more delays hy the Turks than would be necessary for us, ht 
was plotting divers ivays, and at last resolved to give way to any¬ 
thing rather than the Company by wilful obstinacy and height of 
pride should lose idl; coiidilionaily that 4 men of the priticipala 
of those of the 6th or 8th voyages may have the deciding of the 
cause, and to set down in conscience to wiml voyage in right it 
appertoineth, and to do our best in making a compoaitiem with 
Captain Saris, what part of wliat shall be gotten for him to have 
for the use of the Slh voyage ti!] ft nt home shall be olherwise 
dctenmncd and afciresBid; he desiring a iKfctl, and as to have it 
from the Indians, by the fonner contracL Vet nq smalt care 
was to have this matter broken at [ ] in sume good time, 

and so as he might not deem it came from Sir H. M,, lest he should 
then like t>f no way come by his mot ion. Tlierefore 1 deal t with M r, 
Cox. his Cape merchant, in private, setting befom him bow muth it 
did imixitt alt that tertderei) the Cornpnny's good, which we were 
more to covet than the pleasing of our displeased Caplains* for if 
wc get a composition fimin the Turk*, whatsoever it were, and 
whasocs.er had it, it might help to bear our Compan/s losses, and 
if by wranglirig and dissension we forwent all, and the time of year 
now giving but short limits for such aa musi out of this sea this 
year, and if it were not fiad, tlit causerr thereof should deserve no 
thanks of our Company who were to far damnified that I sec no 
way likely to make thc-m titvierH in regard of their great charge; 
and that it is fit wc forbear no means to urge and draw our Captain 
to some agreement for panfrion here, jjrovidcd that it be decided by 
the companies of both voyage* at home, what partition in conscience 
U> make of it. Which ocmnseJ Mr, Cox did Ixttb applaud and 
embrace faithfully promising to use alt hia best means therein, 
with all the strength he could mate; al,^ that nexl morning I 
employed Mr. Adams, our preacher and man of God, to Captain 
Sods, who by reason of h» Utile occasion to meddle in the business 
of ccintroi'crsy, 1 erteemetf to haie some small interest fn bltti. M r. 
Ailams brought me wo<d that Captain Saris was now content to

who had cleared Regfb Aga of the betrajdngi mundering* robbing 
and cruc) usage of our people^ taking it all upon himself and ihat 
it wm done by diiwtion, ami when Sir Henr}'^ Middleton moved 
him for rei^titution or rcdeiiveiy of the goods taken fmm us^ and 
our new pinnace built at Moho, hb answer wa^ no' for it w^as put 
do%vn upon the Grand Sfpior*^ account; only granted him the 
enlargirment of Ills men with him there in prison^ and that the one 
half should presently at fir^t arrival at Mtdio be sent aboard^ and 
the rest remain with the General in Moho till all the ahips of 
India were come in. Which was done, supposing th^t while they 
had the General and so many of «ur people In tludr hands that 
our dum attem[iit nothing in revenge nor hinder the Indian 
ships approach thither. And Sir Henry Middleton further re* 
quested JefFer Ba-diu that ivhensocvcr any other of our nalioo 
should ill like manner come to any of his ports^ that at tbc first 

he would cause them to be informed what to trust lo, and not 

under cdout of welcome and kind shows to abuse and betray them 
Ag wc had been. To which the Bash a Answered that whosoever 
came hereafter^ should be used as bad or worse: which w^as 

% suIRcient w^arniiig lo Sir H. AL to use all inean» possible in 

prevent the harms of our nation, as after wands appeared, when God 
ttfrought his ciiLirgcmcnt; w^hlch it seemed partly by conjectUfe 
and partly by inforniaiion, that they nothing less mcatil than to

give him liberty, but by a witty cciursc serve thdr own turns. 
They wdt knowing that we in the ships not in hope of the cniar^e- 
ment of our General and other frieiuls ahniild have ^ dealt with 
the Indian ships that the Turks should have had but an unprofiLihlc 
monsuoit for thb present year and coTittariwLse we put into so 
great hope as we were of the same, was the way for us to let slip 
the present opportunity, which being past and the goods in the 
Turks* possession, they would afterwards little esteem what evil 
might befall the Indian ships : and then Sir H. M. tomnain at their 
devotion either to be sent back to Sinan and from thence to 
Stamholo, or else to be mneomed at the Turks' pleasure, who keep 
no word furtlicr than may tend to their present profit The doubt 
of which moved our Genera) by good and aAer CDnsidcmtioriLS to 
devise ^mc course for their secret escape, wherein it pleased God 
to bless him and many otheri in leaving some few which tnoile 
little ha^tc, and others v,*ho w-cre doubtful to be trusted, in a 
business of so great importance. The Getieral, once at tiberty, by 
help of a laden ship of Diu coming in at the end of the easterly 
monsoon, he had sll his men sent aboard, and by the speuding 
much time by messengers passing to ttnd fro, upon every business 
to the Bashft and back again, he did not only obtain his nesv 
bnili pinnace, but also nuany other of tnir things which they were 
unwilling to part from, but also rcstitvition for ail our merdiBiidlso 
atid many other things not to be bad again, yet still losing 
the cahlts of our ships and ground tackle, our men's wages and 
victuals for p months time, with the murdering of our men. the 
long imprisoning and abusing of our GeneraJ and many of our 
people, muat rc^t till another time )n the condusiou articles of 
peace were by os set down to pcii'ent future mischiefs to our 
countrymen ,v( afovesald, that was, that for a time limited of t or 
3 >wafs the Gcncml promised to set down under h'is hand thm uo 
lingtiiihman shall damage nor hurt any Turk betw<ccn the town of 
Moho in the Red Sen, and the Cajw Comtren on the coast of 
India or point Malabar, and that JcJTer Basha should give us 
under hu hand that no wmngs should be done in the like time to 
any of our nation at any of his ports or umler his government, but 
whctltcr he thought his hopes or advantage therein to be the 
greater or whctiicr the Governor of Moho, Regib Aga, did neglect 
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or thought not good for him to accluaint the Bisha with the 
eamct I know not, but there came no mention back for the 
allo»-ancc of that business which Sir Hcniy Middleton took to be 
a conGrmatiofl of his former answer, that they should give as bad 
or be far nvorsc used If any of our nation came hither. Wherefore, 
nntwi titstanding he had used great diiig^ce to brinB waiters [ 

] our countrymen which might follow, yei when we in India 
tinder [ J and one of the j was to come for India, which 

the General supposing that the coming of the easterly monsoon 
took them short of India, by which they might be put into the Red 
Sea, svbem was no expectation in our conceit but ruin and 
destruction, (spcctally for that we had no assurance neither of the 
love nor honesty to us of the King of Socaira ; which bred much 
disturbance in Sir H. M. and question was often moved about the 
same, whether It u-miid not be a great touch to him. knowing the 
danger that they might be ignorant of, if this ship, goods and his 
countrjTncn should miscarry, and he use no means to prcvait the 
same, ivhcrcupoti was often dispute what ship he might Attest send, 
ilic inaiiifold hindrances and backwardness of his own private 
journey coiiaideted. On the one aide ilesirous with atl the force 
he might CO follow his own business or voyage ; on tlie other side 
thought in v'otn to send) except a sliip of force, for th e other reason. 
Ttius for a while it rested, till time made it apparent that all our 
hopes were fmstraied for the present in India, where we understood 
the great Mogul, all his former promises and kind show's to 
Captain Hawkins and our nation was now so far quenebi'd, by the 
continual presents and iiistigniifins of our enemies the fortugats, 
that he do not only refuse to jjive allowance for the abode of any 
of our natimi in his Country, to rucrchaDdlsc or d« business, hut 
nbo in diBgracefu) sort neftweth to answer our King’s tener, as not 
standing with his greatness to answer every Hackum, which is as 
a petty commander or governor, for that he acknowiedges no 
Padeiuthawc or King in Christendom but the Ponugats' King. And 
all the hopes we had long stayer] ut»n by the promises of Mocrab 
Carinc and divers merchants of Surrat turned but to our further 
abusing, for. wHcrcas thej- had promiswl us iiccncc to leave in Surat 
a small raclDry with all the goods wc had rcmaiiimg brought for 
that place : which when they made rioit show of w-illtngncts and 
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conferring about ilie same, at ivhich time was brought a letter to 
Bfocrab Caniic from Dangie, a banyan of Cambaya (by the 
butigation of the Jfe&uitA there) to atlilsc him that if thry gave 
place to the Knglbh in Surratt that the Porrtigats would come with 
force to burn all their sea townii and mahe spoil of all the 
ships they should send abmad The contents whereof was 
applauded of the most, all soon agreeing that it was their best 
course, and so put our men forth of town, not longer permitting 
their stay, no not to receive debts formerly owing «i ^ hrat by 
the King, then b>' his servants and lastly by the rascals, with all 
disgrace and indigniti« our people were wholly cxpcllnl the 
countiy of Surrat, the ^h of February' |6| i. 

From whence Sir H. M. directed his course to Uebull in 17 d, 
30 m. N. latitude, arrii-iug tliftrc the i6th day night; the tyth da>' 
morning i|jc Goi'cnior sent out a boat with some of his people to 
give our General the salaam iwhich is aa much as to say, good 
(iioTTow) and bid him welcome to his port, profiertng many 
courtesies and to supply his wants of whalsoei'er his countr>‘ 
yield nl, in which we cannot blame his pcrfomuimx^ for he sent us 
water by his own servants in their boats, reasonably for money uc 
bought what wheat we ^cf^dcd for making of bread; hens and eggs 
and divers sorts of fruits wc had good store. Mere we found a 
Fortugal Factor who ctideavoumd the most he could wholly to 
cross alt ciur proceedings.; the Governor undcisuuidiftg by his 
people who knew us the year before at Moho iKat not to give IM 
some content (in regard of his ibipping travcIIItig abroad) might 
prove dangerous, and notwithstanding they had no merchandise for 
our present use, yet the Governor himscir( permitting no man else) 
bought some choice coloured cloth, all our bar lead, some red caps, 
he had [dso bought and received all 011 r barrelnofred lead, but 
disliking his bargain, sent It back, to our ilbcontcnl, also for what¬ 
soever we sold, we had rials for, to the grief of the I‘i»rttjga 1 
Factor to set our people walk in the streets and kinrlly received 
of the people, demanded of the Governor and prinetpak of the 
town whether they did not fear God since they gave entertainment 
and provisioii to us who were their cncmlci The Goveraiw's 
answer was that since thc>’ dealt with shipping ohrood they stood 
in doubt of us as they do of the Portugals ; therefore think fit to 
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use 05 kindly to the end we do their jhips no harm abroad. The lime 
of cur being here wc look a ship callctl the St. icholH 5 ,or Cochin, 
bound for CIwmiU (Chaul)Jaden principally with dried cocoa nuts,out 
of whom wc took certain bales of raw silk with other things of small 
value, and so dismissed Ibem and at the same time we took a fri^tc 
of Ciwul bound for Ormu-s out of which ni? took for our prontioti 
^rhUtt bags of rice, and also dismissed her. And having finished 
all business here to he dcniC. and after much consultation in regard 
of our manifold wrongs and ruin of our journey, what course 
to take and whcie to begin to r^ht our wrongs, it was 
concluded wc should return to the Straits of Bab*«l-mandcb, 
there to intercept all that shall attempt to enter into the Red Sea i 
and first by them lo compel the trcachctious Turks of Aloeba, for 
the opening of thdr scale, to make us satisfaction for all iheii 
villainy done to us ; secondly, for all such of Camhaya, Surat, or 
other the subjects of the Great Mogul to have cause to inform their 
master that the subjects of tlic ICing of England arc loth to put up 
with so great abuses uiircvengcd, and therefore cither to take 
satisfaction of their goods for our losses in thdr country, or at the 
least to put off our English commodities for tlicirt as they were 
worth in their country where we were to seek them* Thirdly, 
what ships wc should take of the I'ortugals* town of Dine, by taking 
from them towards the righting of ourselves against the Portugals, 
And lastly for rescue of our EiigHah ship siipiJt’Sed to be there. 
Wc sel sail from DebuK. tlic Jtli of March, directit^ our course 
towards the Red Sea, the wind in our journey much mirth. The 
General sent the Darling before to Socot ra to look for the Eiigli^ 
ship or ricwa of any of our nation, nnd that she should meet him 
again if nut at Mount Fnllix, tiicn at 8 leagues short of .\dcn. Shr 
11. had ftppfnnted the l'eppc«»ni to make her abode till the end of 
April to windward *if llm town of Aden, thereby to intercept 
or prevent the coining of ships to Aden bul ti> pul them b)' 
towards the Bab where tlic General and the Darling were to lie for 
them. The 3 ih 1 of April, break of day, whim the General and I in 
the rcppcTcruTi were to depart, 9 league to the East or windward 
.jf Aden, IVC found the Darling at an anchor, who brought the 
copy (if a letter left at S^icotra by one Captain Saris and that 
he was g™c into the Red Sea to Moho with three ships whereof 
VOE f. ^ 
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ihe H«tor was Vtec-a^ltnirat, wJiicTi put «» Iifito n dwthSe distur* 
bancc fint fw iliat they should also, lt> tbt detriment of the Ct>mpany, 
be put into so villainous and unproRUiblc a place, indiy for that 
their there was doubtlul to be a hindrance of our revcfigc of 
the Turks, as also prejudicial to our tndlan sathfaction. The 
General in the Trades Increase, with the Darline In company, 
ceeded on tlictr joumcj' towards the Bab, leaving: to make my 

abode, for the cause aTurtsaid, to windward of Aden j wherein fear 
the ships we expcctad weTC yet to come, I cemtinuctl till the “tli of 
Maj'. for the most part sailing and sometime riding at an anchor 
between 3 leagues and | a league to the eastward of Aden. The 
service ! did was, i kept 2 Malabar shipy frcin Aden anti inti them 
towarda the liube, 1 took certain fnidlcs of coarae duttiw out of a 
ship of I’ljurmean near to Zirtda, and while I left her to give chase 
to another sail she escapeii from me into Aden, I tottk divers 
jelbas laden with mats of divers town on the coast of llabash, out 
of whom at times [ had some ;3 goodly Harbary sheep, with great 
rumps, for which I gave 73 coarse dutiics, viorth id or 30 per piece 
When t thought tlie easterly monsemn near past, itavJng had divers 
easterly winds, I departed towards the Bab, wliem the toth day 
morning I entered the stmits wherein ! took a ship of Lares; which 
Is near the m'cr of Zinde, and whs bound to Moha, and not End¬ 
ing, Hi I expected, our General nor none of our fKends, and not 
knowing where, nor by nfusou of the contraiy winds when I should 
find them, nor wiwaher on the Arab or Habaah cwots and lest by 
chase or otherwise In the night they might escape from me, and 
because they wanted water which I liad not to spare iliem, if the 
^vlnd should htdd us long ; wherefore I look out some 66 farelics of 
Indian cloths in hope there had been many thereof gtHid fetrour use, 
yet proved olherwisc, which done f dismissed him for Moho, The 
same day about 3 after mxm, I deserted entering ihc siraiis of Bab- 
id-mandeh, a ship of some 300 tons, and a most huge sail, whose 
main yanl was long 44 yards, which I took tn be the Reheme of 
Surat, iviiidt Is the Mogul’s mother's ship, which us,uatly brings ) 30O 
persons, to wlium I gave chase till I see ;ihc was tile Mainc>die of 
Dabulj and that she went w fiisl we bid no hope to fetch her 
up. t shot at her but she abated no soil, and slrice nhv was such 
as 1 could esteem (to good to come to us from if 1 could have eom* 
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mandetl her, bdn^ a friend, Icfl her and ran with the other ship 
urbich proved of Cutsoog^ana being laden with cotton, which the 
14th day of May I hrought wrih me to A$ab where I ftiiirid Sir 
Heniy MMdlcton w'lth bis 2 ships and Captain Saris with 3 ships, 
and with iliem the Heheme of 1500 tone; the Harsonocof Qootons, 
the Mahotnadceof r50tons,of Sorat; thcSu 1 lacRettec 4 do ionii,the 
Cadetee 200 tons, both of Diti; the Caudri of Daliuil 400 tons, the 
Shabuodcr's ship, 3 Malabars and oneof Can^iatane. The 18th of 
April (I am now infottned) at tiie Dab, was a contract made 
between Sir Henry Middleton and Captain Jo, Saris srherein it was 
agreed that the>- should there put away their English commodities 
for sucti Indian goods as they could find In >8*•<><» ships, fit for their 
turns, we For to gain by our goods so much in the hundred as the 
Indians would gain hy their goods at Swally strand, without any 
adventure by sea ; and in regard that we went into India to iiavc 
bought it, and could not, notwithstanding their King's firman and 
kind entertainment of Capt. Hawkins had formerly encoitniged us 
thereunto , therefore we give them for thdr goods in barter what it 
is worth in India the country where it was made, and 10 in the 
hundred over, for carriage, custom and charges: hut firr Sir II, his 
business with tlic Turks, he at the first lofonnod Captain Saris 
thereof, wishing him not to hinder him thenefn, and as he and divers 
othera affirmeth, Captain Saris promised that he would not hinder, 
hut do him oil furtherance he might, whereupon taking his ivnrd it 
was not nominated in tJie said contract, by which there hatlt much 
contention and troubles since grown. By this contract all tliat was 
to be taken out of these ships hy this forcible kind of trade was 
to be done by mutual consent of certam of Lhc merchants of both 
parts, and whatsoever was to be had out of these ships 2 third parts 
was to Sir t'L S'tiddleton for the benefit and accuunt of the fiih 
sviyage, and one third part was for Captain Saris for the benefit and 
account of the Sth voj'age The Aga or Governor of Mocha had 
sent Mamie, captain of the galleys, to treat of a peace with Sir H. 
M,; Sir Hemy demandfedl In ,iat«rttcliofi of the Turks, in regard 
of that his great loss in time and otherwise to the detriment 
of his journey, besides the murder and manifold cmcltic* 
exercised on his (lerson and company in most disgraceful manner, 
the rime of their durance, one hundred thousand riaU of 8, The 
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messengers nstumed fmm us and wtrnt to Sinsn to know the 
pleasure of tiie Gasha; which required near a month's time. 
Meanwhlk between Sfr IL M. and Ciiitain Saris ivas much conies’ 
tatbit and disagreement, for Captain Saris as If he had been an 
advocate for the Turks and knew ail tbdr counael#, witli whom he 
was grown into some new aoqiiiiintatice,.did by no itieans allow but 
held it unreasonable that Str I-l. M- should make any such demand 
of the Turks for fortncf injurie*, knowing that himaetf could by no 
colour chdienge any part of the same ; but did urge that Sir ! i. M. 
had received full sitbractioti fortnerJy by tS thousand rials, the 
bare price of his commodities by the Turks detained, and for 
want of further mciins to force them was forced for that time to 
depart unsatisfied, rdeTrifig it to a future time ; but Capt Satis do 
earnestly urge or do wrest that the money that Sb tL M. demands 
should be for tansoiti of these Indian diips. now in our power, and 
many of u$ are oustnken if Captain Sarb have not dc&it with the 
Turks undcri)and. to draw it to that end ktuming that whato^ever 
cm be drawm from the ships he may, by the contract, challenge 
a jrd prt (as uforesaid). This business, before my coming and 
since, bred too much dissension between couiUr^mien, much tc!,4 of 
men employed by one Company. Sir H. M, vested with his former 
disgrace, injuriout abosc and gieat Icjss to his particular journey 
impoBCd on liim by the trcachcrcnw Turks, on whom be waa come 
thus Ihr back to right Idmself (^ihat time now servingJ by a plain 
and rough eciuree. which they would have been forced unto for 
opening of their scale: Captain Sarti on the other side, as 1 suppose, 
parttv to approve his extraordinary wit, as also to shmv his real, 
by any cotirse, to advorxx! the benefit of his present 8th voyage, 
ojiposml lifmrelf wholly to cross Sir It. M.*s course unless he might 
partake with him In what he challenges fur to repair the ruiiis of 
his dccaye<l 6lh voj'age. Sir II AL most Impatliyvtat hh continual 
misfortunes that in the place wherethe Turks ha've done their ViOiSt 
fur his overthrow, that in the some place his employers should 
«3uJ servants to plead die Turks' cause and keep him from aatta- 
faction, and though it be Sir H, M.’s diihunour and hearty grief to 
receive such tnEUfioabJe wrongs and (without civil war) have not 
power to Tcvcngc the ^ne, yet the loss is the Indian Citmpim)''9, 
and the caurers thereaf will deserve no thanks, what will become 
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of it God onl^^knowf!- STitall Is the likcliltood- Sir H. M.S demands 
arc from the Turks and not from the IndTana whom he thinks lie 
hath suBicifiiitly vexed by taking their best goods at our ornt 
price which is not half the value whiciv they would here make of 
it, yei it WAS never expected that Sir il. M* couJd ever force thv 
Turks to give him satisfaetion without the release of the Indian 
ships, that whatsoever was jjtven might again be recovered in their 
f i i s t m Ti ifi The mcstcugfets now retuttied fpotn the Basha to 
Moho There was t«nt over to Asabb to treat of the peace Aga 
Mumee, captain, and Shcrmalt the Shabumler of the Banyans. 
ThC}‘ demanded Sir H M.'s resolution for the sum, who answered 
as before, one hundrciS tlioumnd riaU; thej- urged the abating of 
some put thereof, hut ofTered not so mucii as one rial They 
desired to have oonfcreucc with tlie KahuiXas tuid FHucfpals of all 
the Indian ships whidt, as 1 eonjocturc, was either to raise soine 
ovcnca on their goods towards our satislhction or d#t: to con for 
about their customs, and to raise somewhat ihcieifi towaida the 
pay'mciit but could not agree, and after S days stay they deported 
without doing anything, refemng It to another Umc, In which space 
they had often resorted aboard Captain Saria who uited them with 
alt r^pect, honouring them with guns ai their going from him [ 

} Vtlicn that could 

not be gnmicd then as truly as iltt former he would force oo me 
tliat not Benjamin Green brought me a message Ihim Sir 
H, M. (which was to aik me a question in another buiuneas) w-e 
had ihcTj and so ended it, but that also having no truth would not 
serve. Then they had found out Bnothcr way, which he wished roe 
to move Sir II. hi in. which was tn regard that the ShahuiKter had 
prominal Caplsun Saris 50 thousand rials of B when they gave Sir 
tl. M. a htinrlred ihoiiund riab. they wnild idinquidi that their 
demand for damage done to them by the Turks and leave ail to 
Sir TI. M. on condition that he would give them out of hb money 
of the Ctb voyage four thousand pounds, with which for quietness 
sake Captain Sorts would content himself oml be gone, but L no 
way thinking fit to enteftain employment fn lur il] and tllstBstcful a 
question, or in have the lca.st conceit that Sir FI. !kl. should be so 
weak to give what be had in possession, for tliat which by the 
other's opposition he was made uusuri: of, or tiow much it be yet 
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unknoum, but cinoe that w« coukl not end it &s 1 had thought wo 
miglit, he staying tm the diixodcin set him, and t see no reason to 
yield to wtiat he reqatred ; so t see no way but thui oor Captains 
must end it theniEcIves, and that Sir H. M., for the good of the 
Company, would meet Captain Saris anywhere that he wtiuld wish 
to eorifcr about it * wiahing him to move him to that end. which 
Captain Towerson In^antiy did, and it chanced that Captain Saris 
did stoop so low' as to promise to give him meeting some time the 
next day on land, with which I reburned to infonn. Sir H. M. what 
had paased, and how that Captain Saris hod promised to tnori him 
ashfiTc in person the next day, for that we see no w'ay but they two 
must end the business tbemsdvcs, for that I sec Captain Towerson 
was at the farthest bounds of his directions and could proceed no 
farther. Sir H, M, very impatient at so great lass of lime, the 
lioste we had away, and the delays which he was sure to hnd by 
the Turks, said, if it be so he will meet me himselfi why should that 
he deferred till to-mcotow which ta time were done already, send 
back to Captain Towerson oml know why that business may not 
be done to-night as well as to-morruw; but I sent to Captain iSaris 
who both rode mud) nearer bun and also was the principal director 
in the business Why then, qunth he, t will go visit Gabriel 
Towerson myself (for tliat he had been tong sick) which 1 would 
olten have done beh^re now, but for bringing him in jeatousy mtd 
to displcoiture, for in truth I love him. Wherefore t took my leave 
and went aboard the FeppereOfTt. Sir H, M, no sooner in his 
pinnace and bound aboard the lleCTor, but he sec that Captain in 
his pinnace was eomi: to his Captain aboard the Ciove ; wherefore 
he woutd not return Into hU ship again, but came to me to the 
Fei>pcfcortt and from tiience to the shore right against our ships, 
where our wells arc, and where the Indians liavw built them a 
petty towm of allglit cabins, along the sUand, where we made no 
haste to land becauae of the Indians' outcries and aodamalions, 
when:, without rawing, wt had not long lain still but we perceived 
Captain Saris and Captain Towerson embarked in one of ihclr 
pinnaces rowing towards the place appointed for our meeting, 
where were trees to shado w us and near some mile from the great 
tronpa of people, when; we also followed, landed, and itndLr the 
shadow of a tree sat down, and Captain Saris in stilcnce behaved 
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)um!=dJ' setting lits Vice-admiral to discourse of the business with 
Sir I'l< wilich was for a while fcivolously continued, till Sir 
H. M. who forgot not that he came to ape^ and confer wltli 
Captain Sa/is (if his pride might permit him) and not with his 
shadow, desired all our absences that he and Captain Sans might 
talk in private, wlifiic tlicy continued a smalt space and, for that 
night hastened, they biokc Up thdr conference, wherein, as Sir il- 
presently infonned me, he offered him a fifth part and to be tried 
by t or 4 men of either Company in England, but he would not 
ac«pl ihereoC We all walked overland to our wefts, and people 
remaining (as smiths and coopers) on land, anrl from thence he 
carried Captain Saris and Captain Towerson aboard the Trades 
Increase, to supjjcr, born "whence we departed late, without furtlief 
effecting of our buriiicss, Captain Saris inviting Sir H, M,, and 
divers more of us, to dinner the next tfey : w here our business was 
again brought in ijuertioti but Captain Saris seemed no way to be 
moved, wherefore Sir H. M., to cut off all delays, yielded that 
Captain Saris should have his demand, a fourth part in hand, 
which at coming home, some of each Company should decide the 
controversy, or allow' the right lo what voyage it most appertain, 
alsc> to have a bond made, and to he bound each lo other in a 
tliousand pounds, that neitUcr of them henceforward in this sea 
should do anything to the prejudice of the Indian Companies, the 
ilisliLe of which raised in Cajiteln Sarb a great gust of w-ranglfeg 
cwiitcstaticms, and for tong time he would not yield to any bond, 
but tlic flaws of sharp winds being a little overblown we had a 
cjuiet calm, he yielding to be tiouiid, and the conditions were set 
dowiL Then Sir H. M- urged that with aft Jipecd we might with 
the fleet of India depail to Moho, showing divers reasons why 
is aforesaid). Which haste brought Captain Saris into another fit 
of jealousy lest there was some device in it; he would have tnore 
deliberation i this being Tuesday. $0 that it was Saturday the 
toth of July before we set sail, in which time we had ^me dis¬ 
turbance with tlie Nahuda or captain of the Remce, which was 
bound for Jeda, as aforemid, and wished divers harms to himself 
rather than he woiild go to Moho, who wished also more to deliver 
any goods out of his ship to what value we would reciuire, so he 
might be freed and ptocectl on bis ioumey. Which (uissiinnaie 
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clamours could do him no good for to our >'ictual5 our ships w^ere 
full, and now all we endeavoured was to raise a large composition 
for satisfaction from the Tuika* all w hich hopes (though wc yet 
ignorant of; which we intended for their prejudice, hy oar fomicr 
wrangling and jaugiing are utterly overthrown, and the Turks 
apply them to their own benefit, as tlic tesscr time tlte I ndians 
have to despatch ihdr business, and rather than they will stay here 
till this time twelve month, tJjey will sell great pennyworth to be 
gone with their ships this season before the winds tom. Which 
lie soon ator round, all ships having directions to fit for to come 
to sail, which, the loth of July in the morning with the westerly 
gale off the shores did. Sir H. M leaving me to bring after the 
Kemec her boat, which was at an Island not far off, for wood; 
and also in the time of my stay that 1 should redeliver into the 
l,areeman, which 1 had tzdrcn at my coming into the Dabc, the 
gth of May, all such goods and packs which was taken out of her, 
for that the)' were not fit for our use, but for some jars of butter 
and of lamp oil, for our provision some small quantity of sugar 
and of green ginger, they ItHt by us without anj' oommoditfes for 
it; but they thought them^lves kindly used in regard of others' 
losses by a fordbk trading. This day hy p o’clock tile aiiid 
came out of the sea so that 1 could not get out, and the fleet 
forced to anchor 2 leagues without us. 

'rbc mb day morning 4 o’dock with a strong gale wcateriy 
off shore, we set sail and ran off with the Fleet where [ lingered 
till all the Indian ships were come to sail, so that t kept always in 
guard of the north side of the Meet, the VIcctor to the southward 
and the Admirals in the miilst, somewltat ahead. Towaidit 5 
aAcr noon whtai we were most gat well over to tlie Arab side 
same 2 leagues X.W. from Mocha, there came a great gust «f 
wind from the N.E. 50 that all the ships that weregat into shoaled 
water anchored well, but 1 in the Peppercorn and aJ» the Hecior 
were forced to anchor as we could In deep water, having a hard 
gale the most of tlic nIghL The 12th d,\y when wind and tide 
served wc set sail and wrought into the rontl where ivc ariebored, 
some without and some within, in guard of Llic Indian ship which 
rode between ua. Some mlb from the usual road, thinking they 
should pass in further aftcrvyanl when we should sec reason by 
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our satisfaction from the Turks, who now tlicj' s« the ships all 
cotne over to their ronfl and sciwm: of the Indians permitted to 
Jantl. the i4tli day there was 3 letter came from the Governor of 
the town to the General, in 3 oanoc by an Arab which was in the 
carelessest tnaiiner that might he, anrl the contcnls of the letter 
suitable to the same^ utterly ftnouncing to make us any saSMsetion 
for wrongs former^ done lis In another man’s government, and for 
remedy, he left to their own wills what course to take, pleading the 
Gmnti S«gnor‘s displeasure, the fear of God iuid conscience, in com¬ 
passion of the Indians’ wrongs, taxing them to have taken front them 
a huge value, man)’ times beyond troth. Which letter, in every point, 
Sir H, M, answered to the flit!, which awhile he was troubled with 
reading and aitawcrlng of letters, which when he found he could 
work no good from them by, and now finding apjiarently that in 
stead of the luirm he intended to them by forcing so much money 
from them, that now he should do them by the loss and miary of 
the Indiana, as aforesaid, he had now no other way to crare the 
Turks but by carrying all the Indian ships away out of this sea, 
which he made show to do while there \vas scutic secret working 
for to draw a ransom for the release of alt the Gnecrat and Diu 
ships, which at length with much ado and groat whining was 
granted. But then grew sa much trouble in agreeing on the sum* 
which cverj' ship should give, which grew to a most troublciomo 
and heart* relenting business in regard of the outcries of the poor 
people, and the djflficulty, according to our haste, for them to get 
the money, and that whliJt they bad from the Turks waa hired at a 
incest excessive rale^ The tSth day, Sunday, the Kupcril, wr 
cotton ship of Cutsnagana, whicli I tuok the 9 ih of May at night,, 
within the Babe, being newly come into the road for that the 
storm lltc last Sunday afternoon put her out of our company and 
from the Arab shore, .md to whom we wished no harm unto ; yet 
for that the Turks' Jtibas, or Lighter^, came by swanm cm the 
sudden to unlade her, wc did not only lend them shot Ubcndly sr> 
that all the Jelbas left her and iiastctied to the shore, but also t in 
live Pejtpefconi wariied so near as I hod fit water to ride without 
danger, and where ! might keep all the road in awe » a* no boat 
might go aboard any ship but must first como for to show their 
business and have my oliowai'icc. And so likewise when the>' 
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went Mhorc uven as the year before I diii Captain Saris in the 
Clove;, which drew neitc feast water folltrwed tn this afternoon so 
far 9» he thought Hi, who 'before we drcanit thereof fell into 
mother fit of dl^urbancc for that, for aavitig of labour to the poor 
rowers, the first day two or three bonts when tliey had showed 
their business and a duty to our nation by askinif leave E let them 
pass, as fhr other year Will Pemberton in the Darting did when he 
rode near them than 1 eould do, but so soon as E understood how 
much Captain Saris coveted to have his dignity and authority (in 
the {wttiest business os well as in other.) knOHiii I rejoicing to be 
so freed uf so unplcasing a business pennitted none to come to 
me, but caused them all, to their further dJscotitent and pains, to 
row to Captain Saris bis ship for leave. More for the Increase of 
his content Sir K. M. kept in, for a time, his flag, that he might 
shine as the glorious Admiral of the English at present in the 
place, for that be all means wished the despatch of business 
and in no wise to bring Captain Saris' humours (if possible) 
out of tune. Which dag kept in till Captain Saris took occasion 
to go aboard him to confer about some business, and to gmcc him 
St ivas put abroad, and so ahcr.vards forgetfully It was continiieil. 
The 25th day Sunday, tiicrewas tube a meeting witii the Kahuda.^ 
or captains of the Endliin ships, to set down at what rates every ship 
should be Uxed to jHty for her freedom. Sir IL M. to avoid 
debate in Captain Saris' ahTp, or frivolous contention in his ship, 
made clioice of like Mamadie, or great ‘ihip of DcbuU,as a sob^ 
place for that purpose, where wc all at once asscmbltsd, but 
the Xahudas sqccessively, one to follow another, in order as they 
were colled ; of which Nahudaa Mecr Mahomet Tikhe Slierrife of 
the Great Rcmec, 1500 tons, was the first, and in regard she was 
near so much in tannage as the other .t ships of whom together 
we wished to nuse 50 thousand riflb, there was demanded 
of him 30 thousand rials, but with expense of the forenoon, 
no w'ords or persuasions wanting on our side r after many pitiful 
looks and grievous faces showed us, he yielded to give within 
the arcuit of the 4 next daya so us his composition might 
be h olden secret the belter to raise ihc money with least prejudice 
to him, fifiiJcn thousand rials, for which amongst us brought gladness 
ant] oontenT on all Jiidea^ that jtwaa raised to so much.and Captain 
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Sorts miule aa in«cb show of goodness as atiybodVi anid Mr. Cox, 
his Cape mdrehant, in his rejnidn^ tiaclared that he doubted It 
liquid nc^'cr have convc to ■jo rnucH- Then ftIWf dinner, which 
besides our own ptovi«on brought uia, the DabuUiartB, in whose 
ship we were, hwd &lso made good provision for us, as also at night 
for ottr supper, a I have heard that divent other heathens use, by 
their offering to the DeviJ to pacify him for doing them farther 
harm, the Captain of the Hassonia of 600 tons was caJlod, and 
let know ih"* he must pay for freedom of his ship to thousand 
rials, and the Captain of the SaUnnaric of 4J0 tons, was set at 
8000 rials which was a great way beyond proportion of the 
Hcmcc; and of the Captain of the Caudrec ;oOO riab, and 
of the Captain of the MamiDdic of tso tons 200O rials, which 
they all so excUdnted nt and iinwilLiiig to endure the hiring (rX 
desired t» know the rate of the Remce but could not, for 
that promise bound us to conceal it Then they dedred 
roiipite to consider of their creditors and they might raifc 

anmngst them for us, which was granted, nnd so they departed; 
tlie day growing to an end, after supper vrhlch wc were courteously 
forced to abide, we departed, everj' party' to their own place of 
rest. Captain Saris desiring Sir H* M. that the next day the 
meeting might be In the Clow his slrip, 'which Sir H, M. the 
easier yielded tmto for that this day was .spent so quietly without 
any blustering giwts of contention, which furtticriy «c w etc ever 
accustomed unto. The 26th day at a 6t time of da>' to go about 
ivc retorted to him , as overnight he toquested us,and with 
small entrance vrer sat down as best pleased every man, whore 
Capt Towerwm (»» by likelihood it was appointed) ahould purge 
his wits by ditooarise for that day, while Captain Saris in a 
majcstical solcmnncss attending, to lay hold and curp at Sir H, M, 
his answers, otherwise not much heard, wherein it might be 
perceived that Captain Saris wa.s waked out of the slumber that 
ycatcrday hc rc$^ in, and had considered and cast up that 
Becnrding to the Remte's sum and proportion agreed on, would 
come far short of JO thousand riaJa, which was foraicriy 
wished and talked on, or that he, teckmiing before hiA host, 
had promised himtolf ^ut of ft, and now urged to have it forced 
out of tlic nest beyond reason, or poitsibilUy; so that besides our 
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eating and drinking fur unr increase of strength in this tiring, hot 
place, there Kras little reason or discretion agreed upon thi.stiay,but 
a confused rabble of wrangling contestationH, only of his own 
good inclination fre^ the Caudree of Dabull so that she went 
presently into the toad trithin to deliver her goods with gladness; 
all the rest of the Nahtidaa lose their labour, for that Captain Saris 
whose nihtd was set and ntrthing would content him from the 
Indians but 50 thousand rials, of which the day past he nith show 
of gladness embraced tjooo from the Remoc, which was near 
half the value of the rest, as aforesaid, but seeing no likelihood to 
bring his jarring notes into tune, the night presently calling us 
away, die conclusion at departure was that <^tain Saris would 
leave to pester his thoughts with the business, deferred it to his 
Vice-admiral and some others on his side to folloiv it and bring it 
to W'hai might be gotten, by which means Sir JL M, deferred hia 
business to me and some others for iny assistance, wishing me 
amongst the Indian Nahudas to use the best means without 
unreasonable cnicUy to draw the sums so high as we might. But 
tlie ground that I hatl to work by was Ihc sum formerly agreed 
on by general coosait and that in the forenoem agreed on for 
the Romce, arid according to that propoition, E being a deputy, 
deemed I could not on either side dcsets'c much blame, and 
according to that rate by my nearest esteem to tnysdf 4« dow n 
rates on other ships which [though 1 dcciijcdJ might be much 
higher, yet if we could draw them to that, I knew it could not be far 
out of proiiortton to the Remcc sum ; which rates were ; for 
the Hassania eight thousand rials, for the Salanwtie six thousand 
rials, for tne Caudroe three ihousand rials, for the Mamodie one i 
thousand riab ttfwhich in at] made 33500 rials with the Rcnice 
her sum of isooo riab. The 37th day about 9 o*clock came to 
me in the I^cppcrconi Captain Toworsmi and Mr. Cox from 
Captain baris who T made as friendly welcome as my present 
means would permit, and what conferwicc %\e had about the 
money to be gotum from the Indians 1 held ti frivolous, as men 
that will reckon without their hosts (and llicrcfore must reckon 
twice) y«t In a little shred of paper I set down the sums to every 
ship as ] liad b^orc thought on, which being cast up came to but 
lidil thoucand rials. But they, harping to rear it to forty thousand 
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rial-H dcmundcd what mt® to cv^sry ship woultl bring It to that stim, 
whidi I might have pven cithcf of them leave lo have deme il 
themselves, hut since whatsoever 1 ditl thcreirii neither made nor 
enarred withtnit coniacnt of tlicin which were to pay it, as the first 
precedent thcnrln made mfonned me, having pen In my handp I 
was not nigg?ird1y aexording in the rates t» set dowti what must 
be draivn from cverj' ship as tsm. tO m. 8 itl j rTL_2m. which 
made 40 m. rials, which note thej* carried with them. Meanwhile 
the Captain and merchants of the Hassania aboard to Sir H. M, 
who let tl^em know the bu^ine^ ivas deferred unt^i men* and that 
he nor the other Captdm were not to meddle in it, but they tiring 
him with such acclamations^ and would no way part from hb ship 
till llicir composition w^ made* which though it vch^aiientljr vejiicd 
him, yet no remedy without dolcni cruelty to put them thcnci!> 
he sent for me and Captain Towerson, (for that they would not 
with any good means be remcwcdi) with whom Mi, Ojx came 
and brought a message from his Captain [to?] Sit H M, wishing 
him* thiit now Cairtain Toiver^on ami 1 Itad agreed on die sum^ 
to be drawn from the Indian 9ibip5> that now^ it not bcattered, 
which put Sir H. M, into a wonder that I shopirt make iugreeniejit 
of was to be gotten from other tnen absent, but when 1^ told 
him how tl was, that (quoth he} thl? h the 5 ^nttd time you have 
been so scrs'cd by them^ the [ ]th of [ J aboard

part of the composition to be made with the Turks, out of what 
belonged to the und they standing to have a 

4ih part, and because yqn came away without content Ion and 
wranglingi they would have [A>^ irtwifl you that you 
gave conscfi! to it^you are ^vell served to Icam you w’tanglc^ but 
leaving him in hb (for the time) abode, t with C 4 {)tahi Sharpeigh 
anti Captain Hawkins at hiif pleasure went to join vrith Captain 
Toiverson and Mr Cox about [/orfv imr/] with the Indians, 
in the gunecal's cahin^ ivhcre we n|jeni the time till night, we 
standing at our first demand of *o ihoURPuid rials, and they ncvcf 
offering abewe 4 thousami rialUpthey vowing they would not go out 
of the ship till Ihcj" hud made agreemenf, tlicrererc lay on the half 
deck all night* and the next day morning to it again, and towards 
nom with a wurld of wearisome clamours it was brought lo 
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8000 riats of 8 to be []iatd Jn S ctaj^s by i^ame, and ^vne ^ they 
could pr«nit« it (as all the rest did) they » unilisr otif government 
that wc always sim that there nemoined goods enough in the <h Tpg 
as to tray our money. Tlien the Captain and llcffchants of the 
Salsunatic came, wiiere in like inomier we standing at rials 
they ofTcring 2 m. Uwn 3 m. then 4111. and thefe they stayed till 
we were ali wcaty, and at last vnss hnjughi to ^ooo riaia, to be 
paid in manner a.« before, and so concluded the day. 

The 30th day with as much to do as before, we with the 
Captain and merchants of the Candree, compounded for sooo 
riab anii lastly with the Mamodie, her Captain and racrdianbs vre 
ootnptmnded for lOOO rials, of all which tnonc>' it was agreed thafi- 
Sir H. M. should receive three fourth jjarts and Captain SariA 
|th jjart, and was all paid, within 30 rials, according to agmeinent 
unless wc stayed somewhat longer fcr those that hod grcsn sums to 
pay. which wem much crossed of their cxpectatson in the taking up 
of tt, tor os the Indians, hut only for serving ihcic turns, are most 
hateful to Turks, .w they make no conscicrice how cm all advantages 
they exact upon them when of fKCtaaiiy they must be bettolden to 
them, 50 that irutead of recovering rcstitutioii from the I'urks for 
the wpnnga done ua, we made them an extrourdinniy fniitAiI 
harvest, and our wrongs remain sUJl imrighled from them. The 
time ensuing of our stay was for receipt of the moticy now com* 
pounded for, as also our bactors to make even reckonings with the 
Crannies or Pursem of every ship, and by our Knglish u'arcs to 
make full payment to all men for all the goods we teceived from 
them. In the time of our abode m this ^ea Sir H. M, hy reason 
of our distress tor cables, sent Abraham Uwes to Captain Saris 
to see if he would spare him a cable out of die Hector, and some 
cable out of some other ship for the reppereoro, but he returned 
with a slight answer. Ariotiier time 1 was wished to move him about 
the same but he sUt of it. recmlng not to bdievo wc waoted any a 
thW time at a supper aboard the Hector he was moved in the same 
which brought him unto .i fit of impatience saying Jiu would have 
it come in magnitude before lie would auftwer to it, whereby as wc 
conceived Ids meaning ihcrrin to be that Sir fl. M. should petirion 
to him by htsown handwriting whereas he made reckoning if he 
would have ajuircit him any to Iwve paid fiir li in the highest 


flcsT^e. SJdoe none Mild be had from him by hJa willing mfndp for 
Qur pretetit nccci^ity wc peeled the Indian shfp^of all tUai posibly 
we could, of their bast cables which wen but of small forci: and 
less continuance In our that the wind have so great forcr^ 

prt overhead. He -sdlJ hoping at Dantam to meet with some 
Hollamimp Trom wham He might find ChrLftiiTi feding to 

relieve our necdi though we paid treble ftir them* arid theiefare 
cea$ed further to move Captain SarLs tn unquietness of mind and 
tinfrffsndly speech e?u Tire 7 th of August morning 4 o^clock the 
Hector newly come to sail ‘rhat off her ordnance taking lenvt* of 
Captain Saris to nur wondcf that hat! not before heard tbereor; 
but by means that the latlcr had some linen stockings of Sir 
H. M. to make, he moved hb Captain iliat the pinnace might carry 
them to him, and by that means the Captain sent cocnmemliitiDrt^ 
to Sir H. M. The night before Captain Sarb" boy drowned- The 
8th day* Sunday* Sir H* M. $cnt to invite Captain Saris, his master 
and Mr. Cos* to dinner* and tliey ^myed supper also. The 9th day 
Captain Sads brought out his ship from the bmer road and anchored 
near with the Trades Ineroase.and therefore Sir 11 M. eaUMd me to 
send for the Pcppcrwni out also, for that there were some 
more gaUies and the ship out of the battom daily c&<pcacd from 
^me place near at hand where they now make abode, as wc imagine 
to stay till we arc gone, yet not knowing w'liat may otlierwise be 
practised to our prejudice tf the)’ can see any advantage. 

The loth or i ith day was all the money of the composition for 
the ships pidd so that wc had but some petty busiu^^ to do here. 
The [atli day morning Captain Saris with a ^mdl gale setiiailbut 
the wind fading he forced to anchor till the aftcrntion* and 
then about [ |o'clock they ag£un set mil and departed. The i jth 

ilay momifig we aliso thought to set sail but the wind served not 
amt we found tw'oof our people in the Trade wanting* for which Sir 
H . Mt did not only fend to search all ihc ships but abo sent to the 
Governor of the town to will him if they were come to land> to 
send bim them aboard* which lie did before nigbt The 14th day 
itttle wind, Iri which the General had busine$$ with some of 
the Sahudas ofthc ships we found in the road* I mean them of 
Diu. The fSth day* Simda)^ at 6 in the morning we set sail and 
stood out without the sands and then along ihe coast and n( 7 
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at ttt^ht we anchored 6 ieagdo abort of the Hab, The f6th ^ay 
we set saQ at 6 o^dock and aberut i o'clock after noon, we passed 
the straits of liabmanddl the second time. 

These two papers so well as I can remember I have set down 
this month of July 1613 to infonn the Company, ifneed !»»ofotir 
last business in the Red Sea, not thinking they shall need it, for 
that they have-a more precise journal by divers who Kail more 
leisure to write than I had, though the controversy and tin kind 
jangling between Captain Saris and us were better to be foirgotten 
than remembered. 

What I briedy set down mteiemeath of the things we did in the 
Red Sea the fast year, Teaving ali contestation and wrangling proud 
points and unkind dealing, wMch bath been so distasteful to me the 
enduring ihereof, that 1 wish not any hcrea/ler troubled witli the 
reading thereof, much less to take any example by it.

The report of an Armenian which came from tlic court of

IRST from Dialcque (DiarbekirJ to the King's court 
called Dombia CDcmbia), a very great di>v is 25 days 
juunmy by caravan, ihcre goeth from theiicc yiwly 10 
caravans, whereof S arc great, the commodities they 
carry, are all kinds of indian clothing, and likewise of uur EugUiJi 
commoditia, 10 say, broail cloth, kersics, Jead, tin, likewise velvets, 
damasks, m-tins^ taflatics., and all other 30m of aiik stuffs. Tboir 
measure is about f yard, cloth that which is worth in Mocha 4 rials 
of It is there wxirth S rials, the price of kersies worth the half of 
h made] oih. The col ours there most d cstrcd arc rcds, giaens, violets, 
murries, ami other light colours, yellows in no esteem nor blacks.

Veh'ets 
of Italy intich more worth, but not so profitable to the merchants 
because they are much dearer, Sattns of Florence are worth lO 
rials, damasks of the better sort worth & am) lo rials, ta/Tctas 3 
rials, all colours wdl »Id esecepting yellows and blacks. 

Here follows the commodities which hb coutitiY yicldeth wUh 
their prices. 

Civet great quantities is to be had, the price is 3 wakyns (which 
Is near upon 4 ot English) for 3 rials of 8, Elephant's teeth the 
bahar worth 30 rials, tlie bahar is 366 rottoias of Moha. Wax 
too Ttittolas worth one rial of S. Gold the nittola worth 60 rials of 
8j the lotiola is rioar upon (64 ox., lead and tin in great rcqutst tin 
worth the rottola one rial, lead much more w'orth because the Turks 
will not sufler any to he carried into his country. Benoar stones 
many are to be had and little wotiIl There are. tnany beasts 
with one hom in their forehead like unto an nnlcom, which horn 
they say is good against poison, there are of them which weigh 8 lb, 
some 7, 6,4, and 3 lb, the greatest and fairest worth some 4 rials 
per piece, and those of a lesser sort worth less. Amongst the Turks 
and Moor? in Arabia everj^ lb is worth one rial of 8. From Gran 
Cayio there gocth in August a great carax'an and likewise another 
in November. The commodities they cany from thence are doLlis, 
kerstea, velvets, satins, damasks and all sorts of silks ; from Cayro 
to Dombia is 50 days travel b>' caravan. 

The King’s State. 

First he sat^ on a gilt bcd.<Uicad like those of China and there 
cometli great troops of men daily to solute him, some days 2000* 
some days more, some days less, but Friday, being thdr day of 
fast, there cometli a far greater quantity than at other days There 
are 30 or 40 great men that sit near the King, and at their houses 
hear all men's complaints and mils, and what daily passeth in this 
faudness at their corning to the Court, they acquaint the King withal, 
and accordingly he dt>cth justice. 

It ts a great shame amungst thorn for any man lo be drunk. 
When the King drinks there is a doth held before him. the drink 
which he drinks is made of honey: for wine liicy have not any in 
their country. SVhen he eats, all people depart, only his cuunciJ 
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which attends hftiii who after he hath eaten, they eat, but not with 
any g^t state, and the quantity of meat is little, some 15 or 20 
dishes to the King’s table The women sit and converse with 
the men, the Turks cometh not near them to con^’erse^eat or drink 
w'ith them, only in merchandising they confer together. The King 
hath 4 wives for succession, butithc commonalty haih but one ; hia 
religion Is nearer the Greeks dian any otlier, their mass, in a 
manner one, and likewise they keep their style and times oT thetr 
feasts and Lents. 

His strength ts as fblloweth 

When he goeth in person to ^thc nets, be hath not less titan 
joo/ooo men armed with lanoca and swords, smnngst which he hatlr 
150 small shot and of horse not passing 2000. Their arms, 
both for fool and horse, are like the Turks, shirts of mall and 
quilted Jacks. He hath some 40^000 mules which is the only beast 
they war witli, for their long riding and passing the mountains ; 
their urdinan’ warring is upon savage people that hath not the 
knowledge of God. There are great quantities of ctephanis in this 
country, but «rc not used to the wars but are kitted for their teeth. 
The King that rcigneth at present is called Susinnus, hin age 42 
years, having somt and daughters, his brother's name ta Kmana 
Christus. Oombla is situated upon the great river Niliis w'hich at 
that place b at least 8 leagues over, and halii many small boals 
trelonging to iL In this river arc at least 80 islands small and 
great, 4 or 5 days journey off Dombia to the south west there b a 
mounUtn ealJcd FhJItossa, whidi is inhabited by Jews, so steep tha* 
they are wound up in baskets, and is also vciy high, the t-nmpass 
of this mountain ia ten days joiutu:y, being very fruitful and 
inhabited with many people, it is at some time of the year veiy 
cold and oftai snows; the inhabitants are tributaries to the 
Prestcr John bnt often rebel in regard of tlie strength of the hill. 
Zeila 3 days joiimcy without the Babttiandill is 35 days 
to Dombia. After you pass S days travel from Zeita you come 
among Cbriitians hli subjects. FiniiL

III)AY T went to Captain Jourdaln to know hb reason 
why he was offenctcd with me for that 1 shewed 
the CotnpanyV gqodit of the Globe's catgason and 
profTeied them to sell them. He ansa'crcd me that he 
did not take that goods to bo the Company's^ but a private 
adventure of Air Floris, and that it so appeared by the leaving of 
them in my hands. Mr. Bale coniirined that he took the nearest 
Course he cotrld to keep them out of the Compsiiy's hands. I 
answered and asked in what kind the>' were out of the Company's 
hands and whether I were not the Company's setv'atit as well as 
any in the hou.se and whether thc>’ saw anything done by me in 
the business that alt men know not of. I abm told htr. Hale it was 
only his surmise because he had not the goods left with him as It 
appamitly appearcth. I demanded of Captain Jourdain what be 
would have me do in the busincss^hetold methat 1 should not proffer 
sale of the goods bdorc the Company’s goods were sold, neither 
should I shew them to any man, for if I did lie would take away 
from me the key of tho gadong. I entreated him to call a Court 
and to take the goods Into his own hands and give me a discharge 
for that I had signed for the goods, If not 1 was bound, being the 
Company's servant, to seek the best means I could for the venting 
of than. T told htm also that t would nor neither did 1 Intend to 
do auythUig but 1 tvould make him acquainted with it, in ail 
proceeding of that business. He t<dd me I should not do anything 
in it but what he should appoint, nor Mr, ^loris if he were here, 
nor when he came. 1 always begged him for a Court to discharge 
me of thi? goods, udiich he absolutely dented to do, whereupon { 
told him I had signed for the goods, and J took them to be the 
Company's and therefore it b^oved me to seek vent for the 
goods.

|KRV dear Sir Don Renn'eo Hiddleton, We adviso you 
that wc had order from the Badia, for to sccmtl a 
peace with ynur Worship, and we were ready to make 
die peace according to the Basha hia order. And by 
the coming of Captain John Saris demanding that he will have 
money for hurts that he hath lecdved, of which his detnandii and 
low we know nothing, for that he received no other than honour 
and courtesies frcmi us, and good vests, both be and liis brother, 
which were the best I had, and 3 good sword of gold and other 
presenta And bccanse of his demands, we cannot conclude the 
said peace with your Worship: for he demands false donanda, for 
which cauK wo cannot make exmem with >our Worship.

|IGHT Worahipfut, our arrivaJ here was the 23rd of 
October in safety, thanks be to Almighty God. and for 
the manner of our passage and how we were forced 
from Cape Bona Speransa alone while wc strove hard 
to attain Saldania, vtc refer your Womhips to the copy of our 
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journal sent hcrtwSth. At our comity hither we fuunil ilwt the 
Glohe had been departed hence loworda t*attania(Patanij Itc, the first 
of June, teaviit^ George Chauncey with a parcel of Coromaudel 

Wire which Lucas Afitheunls, Peter Floris, and Thomas Essington 
consigned (o Augustine Spalditt, amt it amounting to the sum of 
5823 T% I first penny, of which thqr appointed for 3147I in part of 
the 4000 rsL Abich they were to leave in conmiodilics here for us, 
and 6781 to be for account of the Gtobjr, ‘and therefore tlial the 
same being sold tire division to be made accordingly and oIm to 
add to the Globe's portion the half of the gains which should arise 
upon our portion of 3147 rs. and for the remainder of our 4000 rs. 
they continue in traffic with themselves thinking the market suffi¬ 
ciently furnished here with this, end as it liappened their guess 
was not much amiss, for we faund a third of the goods yet unsold 
and in a dead market So Eiaving made up the account of the 
sales and the estimate of the cost, have made the division upon 
the whole and balanced our part with sandal wood, poicelatn and 
pqrpcr, of which part taken for debts and part had berm taken 
in truck, and some money we have laid out to keep the whole 
parcels of porcelain A'^hich otherwise must have been divided to 
our disadvantage \ tlic account of our proceedings bere u'e also 
send, to which we refer us. We have also taken into the ship 
from a merchant of the Coast about i$o peculs of aJnm with 
condition to have for freight the one Imlf at discharging, it is at 
2 n. price per pccul here, and thus being clear wc an rleparting 
hence with gnat hope of speedy pardage, ami God senrling us To 
our ports, wc do intciHl accotdlng to our ilutlev to use our best 
endeavours to accomplish the needful. What good the trade iloth 
pitHitise will appear by the advice of the Globe's racfchanta and 
George Chaunccy herewith, to wliich we nfer your Wurahips. yet 
as wc are Infarmed there are hvo Dutch sliips of the last Tleet 
gone for the Coast ns well to piUnge as to trade, and at this 
instant there is here another ship of 3CX) tons laden and bounc! 
thither out of hand with n pumacc to the same purpose. About 
three months sirtce Caslleton, with hia Pearl, refreshed at Prioman 
and [laased to eonijusn Sutnatre to the northwards, meaning no 
doubt, if he can, to accomplish the like i^ptoit to tliat of Sit 
Edward Michelbomc; wc are not a little sorry for his pmctiM 
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bolding it pewdibie that such may taatly work n ctosa to thia trade,

very leaky. Tjie Trade b very rich, and so ore all llie ships that 
went for the main. The Trade hath above lOCO churls of indigo, 
good store of silk, some dnrramon ; the Hector hath Indigo, aloes., 
clwes, pepper. The Clove doth proceed on her voyage for Japan. 
Since our coming hither (hej* have thought It fit to send a Junk for 
Japan to take the rcmairdcrs of the 4th and Slh voyage left there 
in the hands of John CraFord in diamonds at Sucadan, and Sir 
Henry Middleton will send a JeiveUerand Mr, Sophmiy to establish 
a Factory there.

The General, Captain Marlow and 
Mr. Petty being aboard at dinner of our ahjp, at supper Mr. Ward 
invited tis to sup with him. and because I w-ould not come down 
and drink with him, he asked me whether I wtis angry, I told him 
my mind, 1 was, and he said He cared not, for he said there was no 
more laid tn for me than for the worst boy in tlw ship, whereupon 
I told him J thougiit not so because you had laid in a butt of wHne 
for tlic mcfc hati ts, and he said nay, it was forthe great caldn moss ; 
if 1 should gfvc you courtwl 1 think 5 butts wilt be little enough 
T told him how' I thought your VVorahlp thought we sltould have 
of his mess, but he said tio, lor you arc but as my servants ■ 

1 told him wc were yours but nm his. and he said how wt: were 
hut as his slaves, E told him how we were not entertained as slaves, 
but he said when we came to Ekmtam the king would ask for none 
but him and count us his Slavics, and how he could have os all 
poisoned for a pfece of oight 1 having bottle and things to keep 
my beer I deslmd that t might have my vv-eek's attowance together, 
and because wc had never a txiok 1 would dress my meal and have 
my allowance by mj-sclf; for he had every week 3 or 5 pieces of 
beef extraorainary and 1 told him ofit and of the drinking of wine 
and he asked me who had to do with it, 1» said 1 was a base slave 
to tdl him of it and he would have wkit he liked : I told Mm I, 
for my part, would not sec you wronged, and I told him I had to 
do, for what disorder i 3« either aboard or ashore, f would do my 
^dcavour to hinder It for the grwi of the Company : whereupon 
he urging the same words again, 1 ittumwl them to him and said 
1 was no more a base slave than himseif, whereupon he struck at 
me and after thrust me away and f gave him a box of the ear. and 
he and the Council set me in the bilExvrs ; daj^and 5 nights. The 
jrd September tJie Company complained for want of breakfast 
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drink and he said your Woflship aliowed them none and you pave 
but a pint of wheat to 5 men* a pint of rice to S men Mr. Jones, 
Mr. Ward and Mr. Wilson had 2 pudding's, 2 pieces of beef, a quart 
of peas, Strang beer and wine which I think was sufficient Tor them, 
and commonly eight or ten pieces of beef for them a week, and we 
had but a pint and a half for 7 men, this was tio equal proportion, 
[n the afternoon the master went into the cabin to Mr. Ward and 
he told him he had nothing to do with tlie hold nor the steward 
and Mr. Stevens went down and filled a candy barrel with wine 
for the sick men because they should have a little every morning 
and not to go to the butt for that way Mr VVard sent down wend 
for the mess water and he sent him up a boule of wine. The 4th 
of September 1 was walking in the W'aist and the surgeon and 
boats wain came by me, and the surgeon said he knew not whom to 
go ask to know- what wine he should give the sick inim, and T told 
him how he should go to the master and I said I heard there n-as a 
buttle of wine drunk out and another filtcd and 1 bid the surgeon 
ask, and he told me that the steward said that he had but one, and 
t said t would not believe him, and for this Mr. M'ard and Mr. 
Wilson said it was an Insurrection and thought fit I should have 
died for ii. Mr. Wilson hath been too often in the India voyages 
ever to be gooctjhc that will make 3'ciur commisslcm to be mutinems 
if it be read and that would be inaster before bis time, if he bad not 
gone about to cross the master and stand u^ion the pilotship we 
might have been in llantam road a month or 6 u'eekzi before we 
were, and he told me the casting away of the Union was for want 
of tobacco, for if he hud had tofaACCO he might have broaght her 
hfime Mr. Stevens and Mr. Petty arc very fitting to take cliargc, 
for in my opinion there are notic in the fleet so fit a.s they. Mr, 
Stevens Iiath not dntntc one cup of wine since his coming from 
England. Your commission Is very slightly regarded, and because 
thej* could not get the Master and Mr. Stevens to give their consent 
for tlic pimbihing of me, they set me In the bi1bo« for giving a 
ytnmkcr a box of the ear which had stolen my dish. You may 
well think alt things was not well carried when he srauld not have 
the commission read, and said It would make a mutiny, T!ie 6th 
of June Mr. Wand and Mr. Canning came aboard and they drank, 
he and they in the cabin, i.( inches(1) of wtneaud 13 of strong beer 
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that would have sen'ed the company 9 days;, and they to drinh it 
in a night and a day. I ptay you that you will deliver my wages 
whidi shall be due to me to my master Str. Will Greenwell and 
this shall be your dischaigc. 1 pray you ask Mr. Petty, Mr llilla 
and Mr Stevens and alt the rwt of the company of these mattent 
and then judge whether you are abused by the dninkaids or no. 
Mot having further to proceed I end, leaving yon to the protection 
of the Almighty who ever bless and keep you ike.

your good writing and friendly token of a bible and three other 
books. By your letter T understand of the death of many of my 
good friends In that barbarous country of Barbary ; for which death 
ami loss of goods I am [ ] sorry. Mevcrthctcas it la the 

inheritance of all flesh, in this life many troubles and aflUctiorui, 
and in the end death : tlicrdbre it is a blessed thing to die in the 
tjard with a faithful trust in God, for they rest from their labours 
etc III this land is no strange news In certify you of, the whole 
being itj peace; the people ^'cty subject 10 their governor and 
superiure, also in thaV religion vetj' acalcnts or sujtenutltiniu, having 
divers sects but praying all their sects, or the most part, to one 
saint wiiicli thc>' call Amceda, which they esteem to be their 
mediator between God and them : all these sects living in friend¬ 
ship one with another, not urging one another but everjonc as his 
conscience tcacheth. In this land are many CTirlstiaris According 
to the Romish order. In the year I$I 3 is put dmvn all the sects 
of the Frandscana. The Jesuits have what privilege by reason of 
antiquity there being in N.mgasati many in winch place only may 
be so many as wi(l of all sects &c, in other places not many 
Fwrmitted.

Comiiony shall find me to be a servantoftheir servants to serve them 
in such a manner as they shall be satwfied of my service Thus if 
occasion serveth I pray write my humble salutation to the 
worshiiiful Sir Thomas Smith, and coiiccrtiuig his Christian 
cl^ity and grat love in lending my wife 304 sterling, God. I hope, 
will revrard him, and I am and be always ready to make payment 
to whom he ahali appoint 1 pray if Captain Hippon, the 
captain of the Globe, pass by you in Bantam 1 pra>- you heartily 
salute him and his comiKin>’ and pray him to make known in 
England to my friends that 1 am In good health und J trust in God 
ere long to gel leave of the Emperor to get out of this country to 
my friends again. Thus with this my poor rciiuest I do cmbidden 
myself to tmuhfe you. Had I known that our English shijis had 
trade in the Indies 1 had long Itave troubled you with writing, but the 
Hollandcfs have kept It mosit sccrei from me rill the year t6u, 
which was the first uew.s that I head of the inn ling of our liupa fn 
the Indies.

|[GI IT Worshipful, My last unto ynur Worship wju of the 
6th of August l6l t from Cape Rorui Speraniui, sent by 
a Fleming who hod sulTctod shipwreck and were build 
ing a barque of the niins thereof to return for their 
country; but doubting whether that letter might come to hand or 
no t have thought it good to make telatton of our whole voyage 
since we departed from the coast of England, until our arrival at 
the town of Bantam, as followcth. 

The iSth day of April tdli we weighed onclior in 
omvrrj arui set soil, having the wind southerly and [/ant 

Attfttfrj wo passed along by the Liiard and lost sight of the 

Lutd’s End of England. The 9th day of May wo discovcretl 
lotosarot, one of the Canary Islands, and cm the mewrow after hii<l 
sight cd another called Forta Venttim, we passing along betwiset 
tlie Islands and the Main, having the wind at north east. Tl«c 
13 th day of the said month, one, being in the main top, had sight 
of Cape Bujodor on the coast of Barbory, and on the t4th thereof 
we passed the tropic of Cancer to the southward having the wind 
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al E, by S. The iSth we jiqss^J the tit%ht of Cape Verde 
bctu'ixt the Main and the Istande> but without sight of both. The 
til of June the gcncniJ wind began to blow at S-E. and the 5th 
ditto we passed the cquineictia] line tc the .southward. Thesfitti 
wc passed (as we egteemed) bct\^-ist the Islands of Mar^ Vaz and 
St. Maria Augusta on the costst of Bra^dJ; the jrd of July we 
passed the tntiptc of Capricorn to the S.. and the soth thereof wt 
discovered land some jo leagues to tbe northward of Cape Bona 
Speran^x The 1st of August we entered into the road or watering 
place at So!dama(Saldanju) where upon Pengwim Island we found 
the Fleming which had suffered ahipwmdc. as ahovesaid. Here at

The 9th day of August wc put to sea again and doubled tlie Cajie 
of Bonn SperauM, having the wind north westerly. And the 3rd 
of September we discovered the IslaiMl of Madagascar or St 
Ljiwfence, the first [and we inade bdng the S. point, at the cinrj* 
uf the Bay of St Augustine. We had extreme bad weather 
bctwi.xt the Cape and this place; It was not fit to enter into this 
bay gf St, AugusUnc ill respect we came so lately from the Cape. 
So wc steered away N,F„ liaviug the wind S, by E The cth day 
of September we pxvscd the tmpie of Capricum agaiii to the 
northward, and the loth thereof we discovered land wn the coast 
nf MoHtmbiquc. which we made U> tw the Island of Primeni^ 
( i-rimeira) Hen: were we tossed up and dowm with an extreme 
currciil, and lost much of that we Imd gotten being driven to Uie 
suuthwmrd ; j-et the jrd day of October wc came to an anclior [inder 
one of the Islands, colled bj- the Spaniard.^. Angtjxos : this Island 
stands In the latitude of r«5 degrees j 2 minutes, xariation 13 d, 39*: 
Imre found wc no fresh water at all neither any irfiabimnts. yet sau 
wc smoke ail along on the Main, so our Gcncfid thought it gixxJ u. 
man out the Hector’s lung boat, and the TJiomu* pinnate to go 
seek out for fresh water and other previskm, for that cmr men began 
to lall sick of Jhe gcure-y. and our preA-iBion of water grew shent 1 
yet he wished them that went ashore to have a care of themselves 
and stand upon their guanl, for that the f«<^ple of ihb pta« 
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arc inhttmatt, uflit nr? caltot! CafTrax. But nur men couli) tvA come 
to ${ght of any of thein^ they keeping them’ielves close in the 
woods. We doubted some, trenclicry although the Thomas was 
gone In after them within sight of the shore to succour them, if 
nccil iveie. Yet our b'lat.s returned aboard wttliout either fnsh 
water tyr anything else, nor so much as spake with any of thr 
country people. Si> tlic toth day of October we weight anchor 
and put to sea ngain. Hut the current did so torment us still that 
M'S could not get ahead Yet In the end it pleased the Almighty 
wetkftiblial the point of Mozambique, and the z^th we came to at] 
anchor at tlie fruitful tsland of Mahilia or Mudia (MohiLa) as the 
country' people call iL But I have thought it good to take notice 
by the way that 1 think there is no such Isbnd as that which is 
called by the name of John dc Nora, or at the lca.st If there be 
such a one, it is wrong placed in the plot ant! lielh dose upon 
the coast of Madaga-senr. Muclia U the best place of refreshing 
bcltt'ixt England and the East Indies, for the water is cKccneni 
good, and [tem aip/ij] coat nothing,, and beeves b the 
dearest prmrisrion of all. for ore bou^t of the king and coat i or 
i] ra. of 8 per beeve, according to the bigness, but ajc excellent 
good and fat. The people forr au^it f con sec arc sociable and not 
trcachernuji. and very willing to sell their provision to us, and 
much better would it be were it not for tlte King who hath been at 
Mecca on pilgrimage and by that means is come to the knowledge 
of the worth of sliver, otherwise heretofore ivu might have had 
anything for knives tin >t)ODns, glass beads, little looking glajses, 
leaden bruEhes and such likt, and j-et may despatch good quantity 
of such trash away for provision. Here is great store of cocoa 
nuts, plantains, oranges, kmoiis, Umes, pomegranates, pines, sugar' 
canes nml many sorts of other fruits very wholesome and good, 
and to be had for a small price. If it had not pleased Got! to send 
us for this place it had gone hard with many of our men who were 
sick of the scurvy ; yet with the good relief we found here thc>- 
werr soon on foot i^lrL The Jtd day of November wc weighed 
anchor and deported from Muelta, and the 30 lh ihcrcof pasiveit the 
equinoaial line to the imrthward. Hut I Itad forgotten to note 
that this [aland of Mudia standetlt in the latitude of [/ottw] 
to the vtulhwunls of the tine, rariation 13 d. 24' and Is [Afrn 
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rttttii'] [<j Icayiie=j from tJie Island of Grand Consoira. After 
we bail passed ihe Ifnc, wc had the wind still northerly so that we 
had rnucli lulo to turn it up, onr eonn^e being' just Into the wind 
as also having a current which setteth to the N'. which cast us on the 
coast of hldinda when we were just under the line. So that it was the 
1 8th of Februruy before vie came to an anchor at Socotra, being sftill 
erwsed with northerly winds turning it up all along the Ethiopian 
coast until we came to Caiw Guatdaful. And thus being arrived at 
Soeoftra the tSth of February we found Ictlereof advice left there per 
Sir Hemy Middleton, advising wf the trcacheiy practiied against 
Iiim and the rciit of Ilia followTrs by the Turht of Aden and Mocha 
in the Red Sea, wishing us not at any hand falihough w-e had the 
Great Turic's ^lass) to adventure our persema or shtpa into those 
parti Aldiougb it had plcajsed God he had got his lihertj- with 
divers othera which wiero captivated i and brought all his three ships 
away and proeceded on hb voyagu for Surat. This advice, at first, 
made us doobtfal what course to take, whereupon oiir General 
assembled a general council aboard the Clove Admiral, the 27th 
ditto, where tlie matitr was debated what course we i,verft best to 
fake In respect of the advice left us per Sir Henry Middleton ; the 
Generul’s opinion being that notwitlifitandlng this advice we should 
proceed on our voyage for the Ret! Sea In respect the [Cum] 
make Moha or .'\dcn one of our ports, a,, aUo we had the Great 
Turk’s pass, which oihera before had not. And moreover that 
which moved him to be of this opinion was that the monsoon did 
not serve us to go for Suratt until September neitt so that In the 
meantime (bclcg | such sliipa together') wc might spend ttie time 
In the Red Sei, making use of thhi advice and staiidittg upon our 
giiMd, and that herebi' wc might give ibc Company aatiifactlon of 
what may be expected In there pari^ and follow ihdr eommis»ro« 
ao far fortli as wx: m^hL So hereupon it was generally concluded 
to gQ for the Red Sea. VVhereutmn the tst day of March we 
weighed anchor and put to rea, and the 5th ditto we came to an 
anchor In the road of Felux on the Habaah or Ethiopian conat It 
is a goot! road, but the people fearful as not being accustomed to 
trude with Chrirtiufts heretofore except it were with Spaiifarda or 
Fortlngals who had tiswl them hardly and taken them capiivoi ao 
that at first sight they ded away. imU'l same of o«r peofde attfretl 
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thcmselvu like Turks with turbans anil Jong coats autl then they 
came to U3^ Here is fresh water and wood to be hadi but j^iains 
must be taken to come thereby. Theio is great stone of aheep and 
goats and at a low price. The people are naked, Moors and 
Mahometans of religion, yet subject to Prester John^ as we were 
given to understand. ITie country yield eth no merchandise, except 
it be a sort of frankincense or white gum ; but w’hat quantity thereof 
1 know not, neither Li it reckoned of any great value amongst them. 
They make no accrumt of gold nor ailvcr and therefore sold us 
their ishcep and goats in truck of ooarsc dutiics or Cambaya cloth. 
We had great store of fresh 6sh in haling our seine. This read of 
Felux standeth to the westward of Cape Gunolafui, some i6 or 20 
leagues arid tn the latitude of ii degrees i j minutes. We deptuted 
from thence the fflih of March and so stood to the westward along 
the Habash shore, until the ipih ditto in the morning we made the 
two Islands of Dernctty on the same coast, and then wo stood over 
for the Aiabian shore, having a fresh gale at E. by N. So oit the 
morrow after about 10 o'clock we had sight of the other coast, some 
M leagues to the eastirard of Aden, and ao passed all along the 
coast near unto Aden. But thought it not lit to enter there bccaiuc 
Moha was the place of trade and this place only a gamson of 
Turks, and great anchorage to be paid, and little ^ood to he done. 
So we stood still alorrg the coast and the I5lh of March we passed 
the Straits Into the Kcd Sea betwixt the Island of Bahell Mondcll 
and the [/ctw] tlte jrassagc being very narrow ; yet wc had 
sounding of 16, 15, 14, tj, tz and 11 fathom wnter, the Straits 
lying N. and S nearest hand. And about 6 o'clock at night we 
came to an anchor within the Straits in ts fathom wnicr, under 
the first point of land on the Arabian shore. And at ft o’clock In 
the morning wc weighed anchor and at 4 o'clock in the afternoon 
came beftrre the town of Moha and cast anchor in 5 fathom water, 
at which instant a prow with two pcK*r Moors came aboard of ws 
saying they were sent frem the Governor to know from whence we 
came and what wc would have: but when they knew we were 
Englishmen ihcj* were in great fear. Vet our General used them 
very kindly and gave them J rials of S, willing them to certify their 
Goii'erRor that we were Englishmen which came in way of frumdship 
and trade of merchandise having the Great Turk's pass for our 
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better «arc-<onduct, wllUng him to senit iitmword whetlicru'e might 
have c]iitet trade. If not, that then be woutej return the same way 
he came, In friendly sort, without molesting any person wiiatsocfcr. 
And presently after this prf>w u-as gone came another on the same 
errand, having In it o«e Mustapha, a rent^dc Turk, who spmke 
Italian^ Spantih and Portit^a], he was a iiieiy subtle fellow, gave 
many fair words to our Genera) on behalf of the Governor and so 
our General returned him the same answer the other had, giving 
him 5 rials of S for himself and i rial to pay his boat hirt On the 
morrow morning this Muitapha returned again and brought a 
pi^nt of 3 beeves with fruits and other things to our General 
with promise of free trade witii anything else ive would desire 
This Mustapha entering into cdnfctcnce with our General was vciy’' 
slippant of bis tongue telling them how mj-alty Sir Hcniy Middleton 
had been received and used, as also that Mr Lawrence FcroelJ, 
Cape mcfcL'int, vras in good health and In great credit at SutaL 
But this fellow did not thinl: our General knew so mudt of their 
proccctlings as he did; so he let him say what he ivould for a time, 
yet m the end reproved him, asking him if he were not ashamed to 
tel! bun so nmny untruths, he knowing well how they Itad slain K 
of Sir Henry’s p«fj|jte outright, capUvated himself with 50 mote of 
his followcra, and poisoned Mr, FemeJI, the Cape Merchanl. This 
fellow was much amaacd at these speeches, und fcold our General he 
was his slave and that his life was in his handi Our General 
answered him, he nought no slaves at his hands, neither came for 
rev'coge of anj-tlutig pa.^t, but only to trade with them ia friendly 
sort, in paying for that he took. Yet upon [*,»] otherwiue 
he would not deal with them, and with this aiawer retunied this 
fellow ashore, being right glad he had so escaped, for a.s we under- 
stood ailcrwords, he was one of ilic most villainous people thnt 
massacred our men, for he nirver eainc aboard after. He carried a 
fejf damasked piece from our General to the Governor fur a ruesent 
The Mlh day of Match our General sent a present to Hfder Aga, 
the Governor of Moha, and upon good pledges went hinisclf 
ashore. accomi>amcd w Jtii im»i of the mtrehanto, Captain Tower- 
son remMomg Bboaid. Me was rojally received and feasted by 
the Govemm, who it si ^tlcinan ; anU richly 

vested and con%'eyed through the b-wn with drums and music, ta 
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the Captain'd Kiiuse and thcfc newly Feasted, and unrards night 
rctnmcd aboard with promise of settling a Factoryi to our own 
contents, being sorry for the injury formerly oiTcrod to Sir Henry 
Middleton, desiring it might be forgotten ; and that apcni liis head 
be it if ever hereafter the iilie wcie oBcred again. So hereupon 
bring returned aboard our General assemtded a council of mtachants 
to know what was fit to be set out for a present to be sent to 
Sinan to the Basha, wliich was dctcxraincd Captain 

Towerson went ashore w'di accompanied with merchants; was 
bountiFuUy feasted and entertained and vested *s formerly the 
General isad been, and returned abtjard with content So that we 
made no doubt of despatching our business to content until upon 
a sudden unexpected the jth of April our General recriveti a 
tetter from Sir Henrj' Middleton of his arrival at Babdl Mandril 
at the entry of the Straits into the Rvd Sea, with the Trades 
[ftcreafC, the Peppercorn and the Darling, advising our General 
that if he hsid any people or goods ashore, he should forthwith 
retire them aboard for that he was come for revenge of tlic former 
injuries offered him b)' the Turks; lie being expelled and our nation 
banished out of the Mognl a couiitry, liaring brought Captain 
Hawkins, Captain Shaipdgh and ail the rest of the English nation 
which were in tliose parts along vvith hijn, and tltcrcfore meant to 
make stay of all the shipping that cutnc out of the Mogul's eouiilO' 
and spoil the Turk's scale at Aden and Moha in all that he could. 
Whereupon our designs bring Ofverthrown in these parts, we hud 
no other means but to gn fw the llab and join with Sir 1 Icnry 
which fafthwith our General put f(V practice; having first Mr. 
Wickham overland with answer of his letters. But before he went 
the Turks made suit to mir General to be a mediator betwixt them 
nod Sir Henry, and to pnscure biro to bring in all the Junks, for 
from] should jwas custom free, and tnivlc with them nt his 
pleasure ; but if Sir IJc4U>‘ w-ould not be persuaded, that then ow 
General should do hLt best to bring lliem in and have ail the 
privilt^c ftjr himseir, and they wnuld acknowledge it as a groat 
fn'endshtp done to the Grand Seignor, So the tjlh April 
U'oighctl anclior mid set sail towartls the Babb ; our General having 
first written a letter to your Wirfships of all our alTairs until liiis 
present, and rent ft overland jicr way of Constantinople to my 
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Lord Arobassadtir per Uie caravan. So the i <ih of April tve came 
iH an anchor at liabb^all our thrceahfp;, vrlicrcour General raluted 
Sir Henry in suclj son as an afleciionate friend might do one to 
another, and much conferring passed between them before tlicy 
could come to any accord, and many injurious speeches were given 
botli to our General and othera, Sir Henr>‘. yet let pass for quiet¬ 
ness sake, and In iheend (our ships being ready to go outtomeet the 
Gum rati) they came to acoord by means of Captain Hawkins, that 
two third parte should be for the use of the 6 tk voyage and one third 
part for the 8th voj'agc, they to take the ship;, which entered 
thw year into the Red Sea ; which they jicribnnesf. being 11 In

Jam« arrived from Pnaman. Here our Genemi otfered Ihe whole 
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buBjncss tii Augustine Spalding with merchsLnts to keep the 
aocountA for him, for that ht acknowledged he could not do it of 
himself, Hut he utterlj- refused it although our General alleged 
that now the time was come wherein he tniEht do tlte Comjwny 
service. Yet all this would not prevail, whereupon our Gcntnl, 
at an assembly or oomiell of merchants, elected Mr. Edmond 
Camden to remain as Cape menhanl lO the place, who no doubt 
is well worthy of it; yet Sir Benry Middleton, arriving long lime 
after, took distaste thereat and would have hail otir General’s 
ordinance frustrated and Captain Sharpeigh elected Consul to 
remain over alt in the general business Bu± our General would 
not condescend thereunto having fomieily miidc a Ir^timatc or 
rightful election ; as also alleging that he held it not lufEctent 
nor reasonable 10 frustrate his own merchants of tlieir due, except 
Sir Henry or others could prove tlicir insufficiency. But all this 
would not scn'C. for, as 1 undenstand, Sir Henry hatJi proceeded 
according to his own determination without advice of our General. 
At OQT arrivai here we found fi or / sail of Elcmmgs j some bound 
for the eastvvard and some for their own country. The 4th of 
November the James departed from Bantam to go for the coast of 
ChoromaiiddlKnd the same day arrived the Soloman which cajised 
the James to stay iwo days after. The gth ditto the Peppereom 
arrived, wherein Sir Henry Middleton himself came, having Idt 
Captain Downion in the Trade at Ticow to come along witli the 
Darling. The iftth of November a I'Icmiah fleel of 10 sJiips and 
a pinnace arrived at Bsniam out of Holland, bringing great ittore 
of land V2]d\et^ with them, iuid ihcj' do daily expect 7 ships more 
it is thought they pretend to have a pull at tlie Philippinas. The 
4th of Dcccniber arrived a Fleming fnim the ooutof Choromandcll, 
who brought word of the death of Captam Hlppon, and that Mr. 
£s45ingtoii is chrwm captain, Mr. Browne being dead long before 
The i ilh of December the Jamea returned back in distress having 
lost 8 or 9 of her men per sickness, not being able to beat it up 
to the suutliwanl, or rather wfUivard. of Sumatra. The 3^nd of 
December, the Trades Increase and Darling came into Hantam road. 

Thus have I described, w briefly 1 Could, the whole pro¬ 
ceedings of tiiir Y<iyrtgtt rince our departure out of England ; and 
for merchandising affairs I refer myscif to the abstract and invoice.

stood, they anurn'cred us with j pieces from the Irtwti and 3 from 
some galleys which lay before the town. The ilith ditto the 
General, having pledges, «nt ashore Rich. Cocks and Mr. Bodloo 
witli others, where they were very kitidly entertained, with promiftc 
of trade, and in the interim what the town or countt}* afforded for

two and now your Worships (dull perceive what hath passed 
since our coming thence. We departed frtm Saldania the 3 8th of 
JtiM with prospcKMis winds, h^id sight of Sl Lawreticc hbnd 
3f>th and the 30th ditto met with two rortingal cairacka bound for 
Goa some 60 leagues short of Mosatnbige, We thinking to have 
spoken with them, but coming near Uicm they shot at us, and we 
one piece at each of them ; the Offiander dischursing some tS or 
16 pi^cs at the Admiral, likewise slew (as since we have been 
informed) 3 of thrir men, who likewise shot divwa shot at her. but 
did 00 hurt at all. thanks be to God. and so parting we held on our 
course and 2 days following had sight of them again but camcn^ 
near them. The 13th of August we had sight of an Island calW 
Manilla (Mohila) where we thought to hast anchored for ref^reah- 
mctii. as also to have fished our roavt being half broken, but found 
the place full of sunk rocks, which caused us to alter our purpose, 
and cotilinue on our course. And the r3fh ditto we crossed the 
line, and bad very temperate weather, our thanks be to 

God. all in good health. The tst of September we came into very 
white water and presently after had sight of land, which our Indians 
and other our people affirmed to be the coast of Damon where we 
came to an anchor, and at a eoundl called by the Gene™! it was 
ordered that Mr. Thomas Aldworth. and Tho. Keridge should go 
aboard the Oleander whereby to seek means to go or amid to the 
dty of Sunitl, the sooner to l«rn the state of the country: but 
having none aboard us that directly knew the place, we anchored 
at Nunsety (Nosarif) where 3 days following the General, with the 
Dragon, came and anchored by ush «ml 'he next day bdng the siha 
boat from this cily came aboard of us wherein was One Jadcwc. a 
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broker to tTie Krigliah, who brought with him » brief letter, unacaJed, 
from Sir Hairy Middleton, wherein he advised all our countrymen

toss that way sustained, which we promised them to do ; of ^1 
which wc certified the General and wrote him to send us the 
residue of the goods feefore determined, but his answer was. he 
would send none, wishing us with our goods on board agmn, 
doubting the people’s desding with u^ and hereupon sent lot Mr. 
Canning and the purser to repair tmto him, who acoording y went 
and were Uken lliat night by the l^ortfngai hrigates witlnn the 
mouth of the river and were detained by them until the fine of 
November, The 39th of September here amved another of Wvis 
place from the Red Sea, which our General possessed hi^lf ol 
and wrote unto us he w-ould detain her until he had received u*, and 
the proceeds of those goods landed, aboard agaitL Whcreunlo we 
answered we saw no cause to the contrary but that we might ^te our 
factory here, having news that the Governor of Amadavaa / Ahmcda- 
bad) wa* shortly to come witlt order from the King for our peacea e 
entmtainmenu Wherefore having advised the Groe^, he repaired 
with his ships to Swidly and so accordingly the said Governor wme 
unto SumtL In the meanwhile we made sale of those wc 

had here on shore viz: cloth at 20 ma. the eo%-ad, nortbema at 

6 ma. the oovad. lead at ; miL the maund. quicksilver and v«nidmn 

nt 300 ma. the maimd to be paid in commodities fit for Aclun ; but 
our iron would not yield above ma. per nu^d, w 1 ^ yet re 
mainclh the greatest part unsold. After this 1 ha K«r‘dp: fell 
sick, and so continued for the space of a month. The 14th of October 
the aforesaid Covemor went unto Swally where after 3 or 4 
days conference with our General on shore, tlicsc aiticles. 
which herewith we senti you, were concluded on, and made 
a bargain with him of forty thousand ma. for cloth, at our 
former price, to pay half mrmcjt tn band, the other half in blue 
calicoes, which accordingly was accomplished, n t e ^ic es 
aforesaid, it was agreed on that within 40 days the Kings firman 
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for conGnoailon of the said articl« ihould be sent us. iiotwith- 
sUndiiig it came not tn 20 days after the time ptefixed, which was 
the cause that ouj- General tloubtcd to land any mare goods until 
he received the afonsaid amian Tram the King, In all which time 
here was little done, except some few things sold on ship board at 
Sually. although this people much desired our commodities and no 
cause tb doubt them. The of November we received letters 
from Mr. Canning and Ed. Criatian, wherein they advised us of 4 
gaUeoiis ready to depart from Goa on purpose to take or to fire 
our ships, which proved true, for that the j 6 ih ditto, the frigates In 
number 3 $ who came in company with the said gaheoiw to ^sl 
them set Mr. Canning on shore at the city of Surait, Ed. Criatinn 
having escaped from them by their ioint consent and plot, at 
Cambaj'a some four days before The 39 lh ditto Mr. Canning 
rc|«Ircd aboard, we accompanying him to the water side to sec the 
event of this business: and this afternoon the galleons with six 
frigates to each of them towing, came near our ships who also 
weighed anchor and met them in sight of us and many other 
people standing on the shore to took on them, where the Dragon 
afonc. at the first encounter, made their Admiral and Vici-adniital 
turn back and fiy before her, tlicTr other two ships not being come up 
neither wm the Oaeander, at tJiis time come to the Dragon ; and 
having exchanged some 40 great shot of each aide, the night bdng 
come they anchored in sight of each other .ind the next morning 
our ships weighed again and began their fight with ihcm which 
continued some J houm, in which lime they drove 3 th«*' 

galleons on the sands and so our ships came to an anchnr. and in 
the afternoon weighed anchor, in which time the flood being come, 
the galteons. with the lielp of Uic frigates, w ere afloat again, with 
whom, this third time, our ships having fought some 4 h™" '»'•* 
much honour and advantage of their enemies, it bdng now night, 
came to an anchor and there rode this night and all the next day 
witbmit meddling cadi with other. The 31 si ditto our ships set 
sail and departed, whereupon wr much dnublcd some great hurt 
to be done aboard them, but thanks be to God, it proved conliary 
we having bad but one man slain in these three fights. What 
Iiassed with them in their T.gtits on ihc other side, wt refer you to 
their particular letters, wlio were pTcscnt at ibcm. Before the 
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coming of the gaJloon* It was concluded hy a counefl ahtwird 

the Dtagon. that the O/eander should be dispeeded dtre^y for 
England, and order given for the buying of such commodities as 
should be fitting, but their sudden departure in that manner and 
not hearing what was become of them caused us to desist fioin 
executing whet was detertntned on. 

The 27th of December our ships returned hither again, a 1 which 
time we sent aboard all such goods as we had ready. And now 
the General seeing the King's firman was not yet come, was 
thoroughly resolved to leave this place, and wrote his letter for 
Mr. Thomas Aldworth and the rest to repair on boa«d, and to 
bring with them all such goods as were in thdr power. Wheminto 
Mr. Aldworth omwered, he would not come on board until the 
King’s firman came, for that the General bad given out speeches 
aboard the ship that if he had him on board he would carry him 
along with him. Hereupon the General called a council and so 
retiuired the said Tliomaa Aldworth to come on board, which he 
again refused to do^ for that he beard certainly the firnum was 
ctuoing. And in the interim of these things. It pleased God, the 
firman came, and hereupon Mr Aldworth, with the rest, went oil 
board vVflcr this 7 days were spent in receiving the firman, for 
that the General was doubtful whether It was the KingV firman or 
not, and being resoK-ed, would not receive it until some of the chief 
of the city should bring it down Unto him lo SwalJy, which in fine 
they did, and the very day foltowlng the receipt of it, befog the 
14th, (be galleons were again in sight but came not near to proffer 
fight, notwithataniiing the General resolved not to make any longer 
siiiy here, but took in such good# as wen: ready, and landed the 
rest of the cloth, quicksilver and vermilion, all the elephants' teeth 
and some taoo bars of lead, carrying the rest along with him, as 
also all the pieces of eight and Iron, and so the tSth preMtnt 
departed not having received from hence above the sum of 3500/, 
sterling in goods fitting A chin, Priaman &c.

We are in all remaining iicre 10 peraon^ whereof 5 art at 
present going for Agra and 5 of us remain here vU: Thomas 
Aldworth, Tha Keiidge, Will. Biddulph, Nich. Wjthington and 
John Younge servant to Mr Aldwortb, the said Nick Withingnm, 
being otic of the General's men, is entertained by consent and 
bound to the Worahipfnl Company ibr 7 I'ears. Those for Agra, 
Mr. Paul Canning, 2 of the General’s men and 3 Tnusidans, 

And rtow concerning this platar where rthanhs be toGod) wearc 
settled, your Worship* shall pereetve that through the whole Indie* 
ifiert cannot be any place more bcnefidal for oar country than this, 
being the only key to 0[tcn alt the rich and best trade of the indies, 
and for sale of our oommoditieit, especially our cloth, it exceeds all 
others, insomuch our hope is you shall not need to send any more 
money hither, for he/e and in the neighbour ctitc*, will be yearly 
sold above a thousand broad doth* and five hundred pieces of Deson 
kerseys for ready monies* and being sorted according to our advice 
herew'ith sent you, wUl double itedC Likewise quicksilver, ten 
tlioii.<iand weight, vermilion one thousand uTight, will yearly vent and 
yield three for ont Elephants* teeth 300 ktntals of the smallest 
will yearly vent at 13 or i j/. starling per kintal. Lead .some ito or 
too tons will yearly vent at 7 or 8 ma. per maund, which is 23 or 
2j/. the ton. For iron we wish you to -send none, for it will not 
yield the monies it cost in England. A.s for the eommoditres r>f 
Uiu country vis. indigoes, calicos, enttem yam, and diver* other 
commodities, will by our computation yield three for one at home 
at least Here are also divers drugs wherein we have little 
experience. Now for the better establishing of this trade here at 
Surat,If by the mutiml consent of the Kings of England and Spain 
it cannot be accorded that our pCf>p1emay have peaceable entrance 
into Ihb river, then your Worships are to provide 5 or 6 good ship* 
which will be very stifBdently able to withstand all the force the 
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Portingals can (iiAke here, and so Uiej? nwy have trade in despite 
of them, for the people stand much more aifected to us than to 
thenit as by expcricriice already In this our small business vve have 
proved, tftey having lent us soldiers to safeguard our goods by 
latid to theseasidc, against the Portingals. Of these $ or 6 ships 
hither to be sent, one Or two of tliem may be hence dbpeeded for 
England, and the rest may bo rnmishod henchence with com¬ 
modities fit for the southward, where it commonly yields three for 
one. Further wc think it fit you cause to be provided two thousand 
crooked swordbladea of 4 or jj. price per piece, as the bewer Iiert»r 
U'ill inform you, which wl]] yield you 4 or 5 (hr one, Wherein 3'ou 
shall save much of other things of greater value (whtdl tniist be 
given awAy In presents) as by cjc^iericnce we have (bund, being 
destitute of all things needful for like fHjryiose, insomuch wc have 
been forced to give away much cloth and were fdn to pay 
extremely for such trifles as were bought of the manners. Al!>o 
some to or !§/. employed tii knives of all sorts, some 2 or j doren 
of looking-glasses of diti'ers sorts, some few pictures, a store of cases 
of bottles with good store of aqua yhx mid rosa wiis, anrt other smalt 
trillesof which this bearer will infonn you. As for fowitng pieces, 
those which we brought were so long and heavy, as net requested, 
wherefore if that hertaftcr ji>w send any, they mum Iw small and few. 
It will be expected by the next shipping that ibcy bring a present for 
the king, and Iidiig altogether delighted in toys that are strange, 
wc think It fitting you send for him a small pair of orgaus, having 
iicre a skilful musician to play on theni; likewjre a very fair case 
of bottles filled with several sorts of the best strong waters, two or 
three pair of rich knives, (me or two pair of rich gloves, one or two 
fair loolcmg-glasacs, two fair swordblades, some fair pictures, and If 
you send the king'* picture It will be ihe more highly esteemed, 
two or three fair qumieb and a fair greyhound or two. Ami 
lastly for our apparel, here it iji very chargeable unto us, their stufTa 
being of slight stik, veiy dear and nothing durable, insomuch that 
wc arc forced to allow to thcae that are licrc resident, the third 
part of their wages for ex|wnse of apparel. Wherefore we desire 
there maj' be sent yearly, half n nenre of fine Devon berries of 
decent colours, as also a doxen of coloured bats, black being

As for those we brought 
with us we find them to be much Ovcrmtccl in their prices, nctihcr 
do any of them contain their lengths specified, by a yard or mote 
one with another in the piece. Also they must be more carefully 
packed than the last were, vie. in cere doth, pitn’idmg they be not 
kept too hot in the ship's hold, for hy that means the doth here 
received great detriment. Further we could wish that in the 
furnishing the cloths abovc^d there be great care taken that then! 
be no deceit, neither in cloth nor colour, whereby to hold that 
commodity in ircdit, hoping by that means in short time 10 vent 
4000 cloths per annum.

of our bread and com by a tight room to contain it, in regard of 
the innumembte iiort of Cacam, a otoift devouring worm with 
which til is ship doth abound to our great diaturhnnee, we spent 
four days. Fdsry, the ^nl near night, we haled out of the pill or 
lake wherein the ship was sheathed, and anchored without in S 
fathoms, applying our endcavcairs the next forenoon to weigh one 
of tlic Trade's anchors which they let sUp when they came in.

The 37th This day Mr Lawe.s died and ts opened b}* the 
surgeon who took good note of his inward parts which was set 
down by the smigeon and divers witnesses to that nott 
August Jtb & 6th much rain and sudden gusts. 

The 11th day, wheaeas by my reekoning i was N, by W, (horn 
the west end of Sb Micheis and so at noon to have been near north 
the middle thertwf, contrarj' to our expectations in the morning we 
descried Fayal and Ptcct, rising and bearing as folioweth [titicA 
pmUtet{), und being very cloudy, being some 13 icagues dUUol 
and at noon KayaJ bore ^^E, by E. 8 or 5* leagues ofT, we being in 
the latitude of 5S® 29', 

The tath day In the morning wo descried a sail standing off from 
l*ico and t after noon we it nick our topsail to stay for him in hope 
to speak with him, but he perceiving us to stay for him coming to 
U9, stood away agnin close by b wind from us.

We gat our maiiisail mended and gat 
up our yard again. Our people weak. Al 9 o'clock night, the let 
Sept Edw.

Tltc 2nt! of September at 4 after noot}, died WjUiam Gooter 
and John Wilton about 9 o'clock, 

ird somewhat doudy weather, wind ccmstantly adverse, 3 
sails southwards.

The oth fair weather all day, .1 high m out of the wester 
board, too little wind, in the morning we saw a small sail unto trhom 
we made a waft and shot off a piece but he would not come near 
us. .'Mso another sail to windward. 

The t tth a ii’ery strong gale of wind and a hollow sea. At 5 
o'clock after noon, wc descried the coast of Wales to windward 
bearing f ] and the coast of Ireland being tlic high 

hill between Waterford and Wexford bearing [ ]. Tliiii night 

wc spent with our head to the southwards, aiid fn the morning we 
stood In towards the Irish coast, resolving now, tile wind constant 
adverse and imp€»sib1e to fetch Mllfond, and our weakness allowing 
no longer dumrion. I determined to go into Watt-rfoid rather than 
any other harbour, for which my reasons were these- Fim, for more 
security and safety of ship and goods fmm practice of lewd iicople, 
by riding wiitiin two forts; secondly, for hope of supply thcTc of 
wital w*c wanted ; and lastJ}*, for speediest conveyottee of Icttet^ to 
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the Company to London. Bui coming near the ctutfl, the fog so 
thick thsit we eouid not see it tilt we should be loo near it, and 
so Uept off to the spending of the 13th day and night following, 
which labour irksome our weakness being consldeted. Tive (^th 
day momlng somewhat clear» some i leagues from land v>*t 
descried the tower of Whoke, the only [ ] for the 

river of Waterford, and so put into the river where about noon we 
anchored near the passage.

! k and vct>' good Countrymen, after my heart}* coinmo< 
tions (rt'e) remembered &c. I thought it good to certify 
unto you, although as briefly aa I may some what 
touching our pnocewlings .since our dcfiarture out of 
England, being then in company two ships the Ascension and the 
Union under coramafid of our General Mr. Alexander Sharpeigh 
and together arrived at the hay of Soldania where we spent some tune 
settingup our pinnace which we brought out of England, whiclr Iws 
of time by the judgment of many hath been no small hindrance to our 
pretended pnorxcdmgs which was puqKised for Canibaya and Swatc, 
tltcre to establish some trade for our nation which 1 hopeoor General 
hath achieved and by this lime seconded by Captain Mawkim in 
this business. But to return to our departun: from Soldania, our 
General with his fleet being two ships and a pinnaoe, set sail to got 
about the Cape, but the first night of our being at sea we had very 
foul weaiher and had tike lo have lost our mainmast whidi we 
sprung very much, hut h}' care and diligence of ail hands tn the 
chiefeat of the storm, it was fished, hut by reason henenr we lost the 
company of our General ever since, and the night following of our 
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pinnace, whef^^o i>ur eapCain directed his couise for the port of 
St Augustine in the Isle of St t-an-ncnce, where we stayed upwards 
of ao days in hope of our General coming thither. Our hopes then 
frustrated our captain directed his ootirsc for Zinsebarr (Zanzibar) 
there lo seek our Gewtal. but after some lime spent there the 
trnchciy of the Portlngalswc lost three of our men, to wit Richard 
Wickham a factor, Rich; Ketm, purser, and one martucr which were 
all cither taken or slain. Ant) so with cold cheer and colder comfort 
put to sea about the month of February 1608 with the wind at 
N.R. and northerly just as wt should go for Socotra. After much 
time spent at sea and little or nothing in our w^y, the pa rt <if 
our men very much troubled wfth the scurvy, our captain purposed 
and accordingly bore up for the north part of St Uwrence, thinking 
tu have gone to St. /VngctI but we fell on the wester side of the 
Isle thereto recover our almost lost men, and spend the unprofitable 
monsoon, upon which end of St Uwrencewrcfcll into an ejcceedlng 
gfi(^ hay which afterwards we understood by that pe«jpte to be 
c^lod the Itmtl of Gomtpmmafrtw, a country vetj' fruitful and 
p eftsant to behold, the very first \'jcw thereof gave great content to 
u» all. Wo no sooner arrived there but we had confcrent3e with Uie 
pj>pJe who promised and made great show of kindness unto us, 
which fiaitci>- of theirs we gaw too much credit unto especially 
ntnall ^quaiiitance. This our too much confidence was 
not the singular conceit of one man or of a few. but gcncmlly of 
US all, we t«|ng persuaded that we Imri met with a friendly naiion, 
an great lope was conceived of tnule for ambergris, which was 
the oo^n tlttt our captain and two principal fiu:t«m, to wit, 
Rrelt Capt. Rich. Reeve and Teffrey CallcU with three 

ot^m which were attendanu upon the captain adventured to gP 
ashore nnto die king, and the marc wflKngly they inlvciitured 
themselves and tviH, less doubt and minptcioti of any treachery by 

***' every oiw 

of the factors had been sent unto the king witli the tong beat or 

skifTand returnwl safely from lime to time, myself being oftener 
entplojH^l In such M,inc« than anyone wbauicever both from the 
fir« time until the last j yet by the great mercy ttf God I escaped 
to te mduded in this tn^ery w hich our captain with the twof^ore 
and three others have lallim into with the .hip and all of us, but by 
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t!iu great providence of God we escaped so {^reat a danger by taking 
courage unto us for our outi defence agaitu^t so great a muLtitude 
(tii <aine against us and witlt such great hcioeness as if they bud 
meant to have sw'attowcd us up at once ; but we so reacJicd them 
with our great ordnance that I tliink they now began to uiidcrstaiiiJ 
what ordnance and guns could do, and at lost were forced to haste 
from their attempts, and I think tlicy accounted themselves happy 
tiutt could be first dear of our ordnance whereof they had had 
some feeling which wg saw with our eyes, the particulars hereof 
you aholl hiar at large by the bearers liereof tlumpbrey Biddulph 
and Silvester Smith whom t have sent in the junk with the reinamder 
of goods which ( could not make sale of here, with order to make 
sale of them at Uantam if ft maybe; desiring to advise Humphrey 
Biddulph in the prices of these gootls 1 have now sentbyhim. Uut 
first I should have given you to understand that this voyage h fur a 
several account from the thn» former voyages, but for the most pait 
tlm self same adventurers authorised hereunto by the nst, but you 
sliall understand mcire at large by the Governor's letter to you 
directed, and also fay the Company's general letter, which by this 
our friend you shall receive, But a little more lo the matter of 
Gomquomarro, after the 6jrst attempt given to our ship we rcxle 14 
days to see if we could recover our last meft. In tlie meantime by n 
sudden disease we lost seven more of our men which daunted us mere 
than the malice of those infidela, for such men as bad wrought 
lustily about the onlnaiice in the fight were, within two days lifter, 
cast ovcfboanl These citsaes coming togeilier made us haste 
away, but being not thomughly watered we niient a tittle time in 
another place to get water, but before we could dfiBpatcb a scctjnd 
assault was given us with a great multitude of t»ais and many of 
them great vesseb so thick pestered with men ns was wondcrfiu] to 
we, but fearing to come near 'us they went ashore ami placed 
themselves to look UjKffi usjwc jud^ng of Ihdr pur^iKwe atul 
fearing some mischief tn the night, we presently weighed and stood 
acarer into sltore whero they sal aud for a farewell gave liictn a 
broadside which fell so nroongrt the llitclrest of them that glad was 
he that could make moat haste to be gone. And *0 we ptii to sea, 
having by* treadieiy and sickness lost t4 men. directing cur course 
for Zocotura, liut by some ncgUgaice of our uiitster and mariners 
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not bauUitg In betimes, the winds taking u* short, we codIiJ not 
fetch Zocotora but Jldl mote to the eastwards upon the cixiut of 
Arabia which was about the 4th of June atui the winter tnonsbon 
being come, wc durst ntrt go for Catnbaya. Whenmpoit having 
kept the coast four da>*s and sometime in danger, and finding it 
hurtful to dally Uic time any tonger, it was resolved, by the best 
experienced of our ship, to shape our course for Achen in hope 
there to meet with some Guzerats with.whom we might truck away 
our English commodities, aid about the lyth June we arrived there, 
and w'ithfn 7 days had admittance to the king by tneans of our 
pt'&ento which ive were enforced to bcsioW). the idojlarutcrs seeking 
to debar our trade, but the mom they sought the Icwi they prevailed 
in Witat thQT sought, by gift* they eought to prevent us. bui by 
gifb we obtained. Although my dcrings fall out therein a greater 
diarge to the Company than t expect, yet I ilinught it not fit in a 
mailer so important to be outbortc for small presents; in sum 
they did us all the despite tlicy could, their mmiring minds being 
to admit no traders in the Indies but themselves, but if our designs 
take place in Cambaya, they shall, to their grief, find Uiat others 
Afli tmdc as well as they. After I had spent some time in Acheen. 

I felt in trade with the Gutcrate giving EngUsh eloth and lead in 
truck for baftas black and white about 135 corge, seias and 
caijcques, near upon 300 corge, some chcrins and some Cochin 
bous of alt sorts of doth 450 corges or Iheroabouts. All which 
commodities I have sold here for pepper in Tccoo very readily and 
at rea-sonaMc F^ces in imck of this cloth. Also t have bought ht 
truck of cloth here in Priaman of a Guzemt 10 the value 2500 rfah 
of eight, all the Gureret doth I have dealt for doth amount now 
itnlo 11000 riala of eight, all which is put off for pepper and procured 
at lx:ttcr tales than for rials. The prices of pepper I have got for 
rials is 15,14 and 13* mU of eight though the Cuzerats' quantity 
The cloths r put off at Acheen n-cre the best 
sorts I had, being r t in all. whereof one was a fine scarlet, three 
stammcls, three Venice reds, one twg popinjay 

greens and one hare colour, which hare colour is much requested 
amongst the GuzeraLs, for I could have sold of that sort if 1 had 
had morfc This cloth standing us In jq/, a cloth logciltcr. we put 
off after the rate of 6 \ rials of eight the yard, and lead 20 rials the 
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bahsr; but htre to the Guzemts I found in Pri^man I sold it 
bsihar of this ordinarily for 2 bahar pepper. The refuse of my 
English cloth here at Toeoo i soid at 4. rials the yard in truck of 
bafbs, canequa, selas and other sorts of Guzerat cloth, and if I 
had more it would be more readier than rials^ for they had rather 
deal for cloth of Suratt and Bengaia especially Cassia both white 
and ret!, and great profit to be made of such, cloth if it be provided 
either!» Cambaya or Mesopotamia, for the Cassia which I know 
by certain Information to cost there but J rial is here worth 3 
rials, and other sorts of cloth here requested doth yidd like profit, 
and it is no small matter that here may be vented, I think not less 
than 10,000 corge of ail sorts yearly. The Guzera|.i are much 
beaten to this trade, t am nire were doth bought in Cambaya 
and trucked away hoe for pepper, the batmr would not come to 
stand us in ; rials, besides, the goodness of the pepper b a great 
matter to help the sale tn England. If I have been tedious It b 
in that my desire b to give knowledge thereof to otir countrymen 
that ihe>'‘ may the better know how to pre^'ent such treacheries by 
which some of us were taken, and with much more reason to 
manage a trade In this place I proceeding therein vwy rawly fin- 
want of InitructifKia. Thus referring you to the particuiar repents 
of these bearers, who can make all things more ample, with hearty 
salutations to you and the rest of my countrymen, ! commit you 
and your whole afiairs unto the protoctioa of the Almighty, 

1 received a letter from Mr. Finch, the rertideut at Surutt, 
certifying that CapL Hawldiu w-as gone up to the Great Mogul, 
and of their friendly cntca-taintnent of the commonalty In gcnciaJ,

1 had written before this unto you by the Javan that deported, 
but the sending was prevcnicil by the ncgijgence of our oiariuers,

jIGHT \Vo£:$hlpful and Honored StrSf My humUlc dutj'‘ 
being remembered, You may be pleased to tmder- 
itand dial by the Solomon, from the Cape of Bona 
Espcransii, I wrote your Worships a few lines of what 
till then had passed. From whence we departed the aSth of 
June and mrived In safety at the bar of Surait the 7 ih of September, 
anno ditto, where inyrelf and others were sent to the town, and 
received all hind usage from the tnhahttanta, and cttcouragciruml 
for the settiing of our Factory*. But die day following we received 
a letter of Sir ilenty Middleton's, relating all his proceedings tn 
this place, wherein be wiHhed us not to expect any Factory here ; 
with whidi letter I repatred on board, by menQ t whereof, as also 
by the arrival of a ship of this place irhoitly after, froni Mocha, 
taken in the Red Sea by Sir Keniy’ Middleton, the settling of our 
Factory here by many w*as held unfit, so that dilfcrcnce in opinion 
In that point caused «oine controversies to arise betu-cen cur 
chiefs; iiotivJthBtandJng a certain tjuantity of goods was landed 
and sold at the prices specified In our general letter. In the 
interim hereof the Governor of Amadabaa came to Surutt to buy 
of our commodities for the King, u 4 th order that the English 
should be used with all kindness, and pennitted to trade In any 
nature they should require, either by settling factories or for the 
prestmt, whereupon the General propounded certain articles which, 
^^ter much arguing, were by the said Governor j 4 eldcd unto and 
confirmed in the King’s firman to theGovwwor, which conlinTuitKrti 
was delivered the General wrac two months after thtir agrecmeol, 
u'hich he carried hero hence with him. 

Tlic 38 th of Movember there airivcd at the bar nf Surat four 
galleons and 35 frigates of the i*ortingala with purpose lo have 
token or fired out ships, anti the jpth arid joth nur ships fought 
w'iih ihcm with great honour and advantage, yret in regard here 
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ire dangerou!! sboai«, and some of the gallciona came agMitndr our 
ships lef\ the place tuid went farther oiT to sea, where wanting 
fresh water they tepairctl to anciher road on this coast callcti 
Mondafrabag, where Jay encamped some y or S thousand soldiers 
of this king besieging a town revolted, whereof the Poitingals 
having InieUigence they went thither also with whom ottr ships 
fought again this ijecond time, two several daj's, and forced them 
to a dishonorable flight; in sight of all the camp, ond so returned 
to Suratt where they rode three weeks widiout any molestation, 
having killed, by report, some 300 of the enemy, but of onrs,lhajak» 
be to God, only three were slain, 

Oar ships having iandod their contmodHtes, Ihdr iron and the 
greatest part of their lead excepted, arrd having received aboard 
some 3,500/, steHing in commodities fit for Aebinc, Piyaman Sic. 
the Fortiitgais being again four days post returaed at the bar, the 
Genend resolved, contrary to his former purpose, to leave this 
place, for that the greatest part of his provisions of powder and 
shot w'cre spent luid doubting, at least, the enem>‘'s cutting off his 
boats with their frigates in passing to and &cm the shore of 
Stialy. the iSth of Janwarj- they departed purposing from Achine 
&c. to return hither again, and for that your Worships might have 
speedy intctligencic of what here passed, the General appointol the 
steward Ant Starkey to travel home by lanrl with fetters, who 
departed from h«ice the 15*^ ditto* per whom f wrote bridiy a 
few lines to your Worships in particular referring me to our 
general letter, whcfeantf> 1 was constrained, time not jicrmEtting 
fjthcr, by reason of the ship's so sudden departure contrary 
to expectation, our goods in the Custom house and divers reckon¬ 
ings and basinesseiv to end with this people. And now we were 
busied in dispeeding Nfr. Canning for Agra with a present for 
the King thereof, appointed by a Council aboard lire Dragon, 
betwixt whom and Mr. Aid worth, at the instant of his departure 
all of us ready to have brought him on his way, there happened a 
great din'eitmce, out of no material thing, and likely to have proved 
the loss of one ur both of them, Mr. Canning uitng to Mr Atcfwrrth 
very unftUing and indecent terms, allowing himself, as well to hts 
marters on boant as to us here, full of cnntiwersy and envy, moat 
affecting his own apmton and conceited experience, yet over 
VOL j. S 
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udjoua both In discourse and action. God grant he will dischaigc 
the place committed mito him 

The 2Cth of February' we received another hrmsti Troin the 
King written in the name of the Gcncml, the former being to the 
Governor of Atnadabiu, wherewith seeing us not well content«l, 
he procumJ this other to be written directly to the Kogllsh, in tite 
E’erstiui tongue os the rormer, the copy whereof as also the trans¬ 
lation, we herewith send. And touching this place by all intelli¬ 
gence there is not the like in all the Indies for vent of our Englisti 
commodities, being sorted according to advice, as also Ibr tlic 
transporting of goods Ht for most parts, tri the southwards vtz: 
Achine, Pryaman &c. In regard whereof os also for the better 
defence of your ships and goods against the enemy, we think it 
most convetdent that such ships as itru 3'early acnil for the East 
Indies'hould first touch at UtU place, that only excepted appointed 
fnr the Way of Itengala, And because a tmdc at Dabnll wefe 
ixitivcnicnt as well for the vent of our tviiglish commodities iLv 
having within 3 leagues of it a place htting for otti ships to wdnier 
In, we w'ish our king's letter might be obtained unto tile king of 
Dahuil for that purpose, for notwithstanding thdr denkU giixm to 
Sir HcnT>* Middletpii at his being there, because of their promise 
passed to the Portingals, j'ct now the I'ortiiigaJsf power is de¬ 
creased and they disesteemed since tlwir fight with our shipi. 
Qeatdca the Desattina (?>, a people bordering on them, have besic^ 
six of their i»rt towns by land, for which, as also fearing the wiong 
that may be done by us to their ships, and sedng our cnicrtaiumcnt 
here, we hope they may be Induced to accept of a trade with 

Contremlng thi^ i»fnile in general we find their nffcciiou more 
t<j us than to Ofur enemies, only the subjection which for thcfc 
many years tbej-^ havic held them in by mouis of their jhhi furecs 
still kcepcth them !□ fear, In tegatd of their shipping which the}' 
yearly send to the sonthwnrdi and u> the Red Scii. who dare not 
to depart froni hence withnut their enrtasse or licence; whereof if 
it should please God to send us means to them, and by oui' 
trade bring tJicm like profit, doubtless they would exiwl tlie Pin- 
lingali The convenience of the ( ajre oTBrnw Esperansa bL-ing the 
two-thirds part of the way hither, the swccinm and whoresomtucas 
of the air, the abundance of ^Titcr. cattle, fowl and fiah and diver* 
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other good thmgs for reiresliing tc^cthcf with the t^y cntninco 
thtre^ hath givcit lift hope it irray be inlmbited by our fjeople whieh 
in a diorl time might bring pmfil and Teputatioti to mir c€iinli^% 
bendes the good our peopiG in piLS^ing would receive thereby. 

And thu5 with my ccntitiiial prayer for your Wonihips'’ 
preservation and happy sueccas in iiIJ your worthy enteqirisea 
and hai^rdous adventure^^ I rccomniend you to the grace of l}ie 
Almighty God, and rest.

Gencnirs wish, yet his acal by return to give you Ktimc taste of his 
trndeavQur^ mude him on the sudden, for that the time udmittctl 
no dda>^ to diapoed awTiy this little poor ship with a part of such 
enmnwdititt as he had In readiness, and being things of wortlu J 
earnestly desire God to direct the wtme intoy^^r hands in safety, 
with which ship and goods it pleased the General# whether to be 
Hd of me [ know not, but tie pretended for the safety md most 
CKpedition in bringing home of t!iv for by the mortality of 
factors he is most miserably weakly left of people imlued with

TCpitiifig and envy that she ivas so fitted for me to go home io. 
but ] pray God to prepare better for their contforts In retumlnfi 
than I have found, for the lath of Febtnaiy in the artemrjon, 
on some occostoti the steward going down under the seconrl 
ortcrp, found a foot deep of water on the lower orlop i'which all 
abaft the tnast was filled up with goods? which brought to me 
a most tiring disturbance fit doubt of what prejudice it mijith* 
do, by leaking of the orlop, to the chorco go^a below. At 
first I thought tl no other but fresh water run out of our 
pitiful rotten cask, for therein I stood at a lewd, laity «id 
dniukcn cooper's devotion for how much and what vHe stufT 
they would allow me; but being tasted and found salt water, 
/which of two evils was our best) yet brought to us a twofold 
trouble, the one to find the leak, the o thw how to clear the 
water off our Ofli^ the scuppers being stopped on dthcr side, 
ihc room aH full of goods abaft, our tdctuals, water and wood 
afojx ; necessity admitted no delays, all our people able to work, 
some to the pump, some handing of wood, and some staving our 
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ivater caski^ i» ffltne to our ncupjxr^ on the Icrwrit (irli>p on botii 
sidc^j which being come by attd routitl all ftlnck cir un^rvIciiSLblt!, 
so iKcLi we were forced to bore holiss by the ^Jde» to let the water 
pajs down to the pump by the tirnbeTR, In the me&nwhile othetii 
eie^d tine way to come to tlic powder rooni in the forepeak where 
the leak wa.-^ socin foundp but not without great labour and cutting 
nivay of part of the ftttat stefHi we could neithicf find what it 
nor how to stop tt, which necoi^Sty caused to be done^and th«i we 
found it to be tw'o trenail holers left r^ten in the stem at building, 
anti these two makes 14 imnad holes in this ship at building by 
negligence of the carpenters, the least of whkliK wiihoul God*^ 
great merej^ might have drowned us all, for leaks^ in ship^ 
strongly bound arrd sealcit within and so stulTcd with lading, arc 
notcajily found, wherefore [ wotdd you had a law for negiigeiit 
carpenters 10 severe as the>^ have in Spain, md without which i$ 
little security for merdiants to ad%^tiJTe their goodsi <ir for men 
to pass tiic sftis. ITiis leak being found and stopped the i^th da)'^ 
M that u'c had again a tight ship, but not freed of d!oubt what 
damage may thereby be done to the goods below. Again tlie ^ 1st of 
April in a great fret of contniry w'inds by the labouring of Her low 
m a high sea wc sprung such a feaifol leak that wnt had, 
before we wiiit, 22 inches water in the powder room in the fore- 
peak, which come as beforti almost as &r afl as the tnam mast 
On the lower orlppj which did not cmly stavit and spoil near all our 
20 barrets of gunpowder brought with us from Rantatn, wjtJi our 
match arid divers other Lhii^s in that room contained, bat also 
itiakcfl doubt fo I wluit harmi Ii hatJi done by issumg through the 
orlop to the gooib below. In which extreme weather that so long 
held us as to the working up of more than 600 leagues, in which 
time 1 wm not only to doubt whether our weak sails and 
ruinated ropc^ would hold out In ^uch adverse winds and lofty soai^ 
but also gf recovering the Cape thi^ ycai* and In fadiug of which 
1 see no Itkelihciorl of means cv'cr to get home* so that my 
greediness was &ucb wheu we had stands of winds to work by* 
and 10 gel eiwuglt* when 1 might, to the westwards, and wc, all 
that had instruments and were caitabk thereof, wem all so short by 
the variation (I mean abiding to Sir Midd I Lion's advke 

lo me) that ovcritoot the Cape before I haled into tlic high, by

mine lhan forty Icigijcii totlie westwards which i found tlie 6th of 
May that our compagses had tlcwked its, and then finding the 
iiviiul short and the current to the northwaid$^ which put me 
into a needles, douht of recovtsrmg of SalJdanJa the place of 
watering rfsfrtp'j had there to meet with your other sh^p^ 

without whose coopers' help 1 had little hope to make my rotten 
casks fit to contain water to sustain us to Kngknd. besides our 
necessity to be supplied of some mpes^ saiiclodv needless ajid 
twine, nails of smaller sorts, some bread, for the remains are spoiled 
whoUy with cockroaches, some powder and match, besides my 
earnest desire of their company for all our better security home, 
w^. God assisting mir endcavoursi the loth of May at night I 
arrive in Saldarna, where finding to my great content three ship* 
srhich i ^pposqd all your three ships homeward bound, but being 
TOme m. instead of llte Solomon 1 found (jiptwn Newport in the 
Expedi^ outward, and no news of the Solomon since she passed 
the strartji of Sunda. The weakness of her sads, by my experience 
m the like, have often moa-ed doubts in me of ber.as jilsoprovr>lce(l 
my earnest and often pmyers u* God for her safety. Out of my 
desire of die prosperity of your business I could wish that both 
sails, ropes and cables for your ships this way were proportioned 
,ind a^nted by someone that understands the voj-ages. rather 
than by such, though otherWtae very honest, whose cxplrricnce 
enables them no forthcr than in home short journeys, for thew are 
subject to many things which cannot be foretuld, a> in cose by the 
suddenness of » gust of wind, by the disability of mcnV stienglli, 
I«rt or moit of one's sails riiould l« blown away. G«1 forbid that 
t e ipa goodii fwilh liven of men vrhich arc rated at least value] 
should In the rea for want of supply ; ^ fy, 

gu^ of all may be forced to kt fall an anchor iu»d **eer o«t a 
cable when he is hdplow by weahuc<» of men to weigh the same. 
A to If one wants rojxa or cordage to manage or command the 
sails, n miin IS in ill taking, iiut withal I «111 say a man cannot 
be too careful In lengthening anr| preserving the sama At the 
fodant of ouraiTtyal ai Saldania, the Hector and Thomas ha^-ing 
been here .n watenng and rdf«hir.g thdr men to days, were now 
At poml to be gone hail not the wind at the insumt come again out 
of tlie 5ca to hJnder the same, my earnestness to have (heir 
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hctfnc the better to preveot die force of pirates or other 
tiniimica exceeded Hut 1 Hiuat confess in regard of the weakness 
nf my people it was too great, the necessity 1 hwl of his coopers* 
boats and people, besides other supplies out of them, urged me to 
prambo Captain Tow'crson thai hwvsoever I failed of all other things 
I woiiia, in three days, be watered and ready (if he would stay so 
long) t*} be gone with him. which he the rather condescended unto 
for that the wind was contrary, ®o that 1 setting all hands to work 
with the help had, I was fnlly watjered the 13th day, and the 
14th day the wind out of the way T'madc a pridie ship. The t ith 
and tath days the country* people liad by the waterside some cows 
and sheep hut now my friends t^t wtue well tefreshed stood on good 
husbandry in the price and by that means I depending on their 
purser, mine Gnding other cm ploy intmt, being ont of case and by 
that means but what Captain Towerson spared me out of his own 
store 1 had nt> refreshing m all for me nor my people, whereas 
if I bad had any man of my own to have foil owed It, i, to supply 
tlie necessity of my people and my haste away considered, I would 
have given anything to have been provided, but they coming^ no 
more I had no remedy. Some ropes, sail cloth, needles and twine, 
some nails, iOO lbs. of bread Cnpiain Towerson supplied roc of. for 
cider, beef pou'ilcr BJid match with some bandalcms was defemsi 
till we ctURC to see if the ivlnd sterved the next day to be gone. 
The i jUi of May In the morning in most unlikely weather and 
variable u'indH. we all set sail out of the road, ami with the help of 
the wind we stood a little out into the sea where we siienl the rest 

of the day antJ night following in wcariwme sort, being «iootinte«d 

with a high western sea, wind contrarj* and fickle with gusts and 
calms so that in marmcr nil night we did little else hut take our 
weak satin from side to side whmeby thej* became so torn and 
tattered again to our great trouble and my weak people became *0 
tired and cast down to my diSTjuietneiiS aod grief. The rfith day, 
the Expedition, with the wind good for her, gat about the Cape 
liotjji KsperaiiRa and we havirtg no other way unless to return into 
SaUlanin. but to stand it oiT also to the southwiudsj^ w that by 
sunset the night following the Cape bore from us EiJ-E-some ; ori 5 
leagues. The Tliomas at prcseiU far aaicrn for that whilcdayliglit 
lasted I sec the Hector bear her topsails, at last I al«' twre to get 
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uttt «ornci%’h2t alicad, that having some a<ivantage of them I tni gh i 
take in my topsails both to ease otir ships ami weak sails, which 
done and darkness of tlic night approaching, we. so long as wc 
could, kept sight of the Hector, till the dark gusty clmwlB deprived 
me of longer seeing her, for which at setting of the watch 1 catued 
a light to be put forth a good while, and so once every* hour till the 
morning, expecting to have been aosw'erod from tliem with another, 
but was not. I supposing them to be fallen astern to stay for the 
Thot^ (which 1 wondered tltat they did not do before night) and 
tl«t in the morning, by reason of our short sail borne ail night, we 
could not (as t esteemed) but sec them, who I imagined could not 
possibly 90 far outreach us to the southwest wards as wc stood and to 
stand about to the northward in regard of the high western sea, 
ihtng^ of splitting our weak sails by tacldng but principally for the 
scantiness of the wind (being at WJ^.W) by whidt we could not 
double the land w the northward between Saldania and us. I see no 
discretion nor safely for any of tlx At 4 o'clock the I ;ih day momme 
when the wind -.hnttik on u$ to the W., W. and by S. and at length 
to the W.S.W. so that wc could lie but south or S. and by W. with 
the Stem, wc went about and lay N.W. the other way, and when day* 
light approadied, wc eamcstly Inokiog every wayvas the clouds and 
thfckncss of the wxalhcr larrmitted, for my coiiiwirts, but both to 
my wonder and trouble of mind could see none. Towards 6 or 9 
cfclock as the clouds cleared away Ixftwcen the land and us, some 
of my people said they sec them both under the land or near the land 
brtwcmi U anil us. but other clouds followed so fast, depriving us 
of further sight, to that I could nor depend on their Judgmun^^ 
whc^cr It scam In the cUffs. tidther i«ls I willing to 

doubt so much of their dbcrctions in putting so far to leeward 
whenas they might at pleasure stand it off to the southward till a 
shift of wind toier served, so that { grew into a j^doiwy that b>- 
reason of the ill going of our ship which might cause them to linger 
often for us and our uants, that might tomewhat pn^udke their 
f«dmg. notwrthimindmg the captains' desire and willingness, y-er 
the masteri» might endeavour to give us die aljp but Imd 1 for 
wrtain known it to be the ships (with the charge 1 hU under foot) 
in to lofty a sea so fickle a wind, ami in tcBard t could do them 
no good. I would m no wise hare pul towards the Jec shore, but 
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rather linger /or Ltieir comingei!! But now uncertain, I stood away 
to the nortbwan/stiU i o’clock, when I cstecnMi] Salijania, which for 
the thickness of the clouds we ccitild not see, to bear E.S.I1.6 leagues 
from me. My people aloft again seemed to see one sail between us 
and the land, for which with gladness t caused the helm to be 
bonte up, directing a course with Satiiania where J hoped again to 
get company of roy friends, both to get more wants supplied, and 
to refresh my people i kut finding them so adwse, opposing 
themselves against my good intention, pnrtctiding fear of likegusta 
and DL<ar the land, as we found the night after we last put 
forth, I, pausing awhile, considered by opposition of my factions 
people which were not without a head, and what casualty m%ht 
foltow without their ready wills to suiipoft me, as also at present 
being informed that the sail which was lately made, Avas no otherr 
than a scar In the land, wherefore t haled up by a witid some 
two days to the northwards where, rvith a short sail mending our 
Ute tom sails, in which time not seeing the other ships, I 
did my licst endeavour to hasten to Senta HeJina with a fresh 
hope there to get fruit and to refresh my tauitcd people, if 
I could get ihcre before my consorts. In which passage, as 
otic bom to be exercised with cliastiscmcntsi, and by the hand of 
God kept under, die 2jid of May, by the looseness of our low 
head, still subject to the force of the sea, we sprang, in our stem, a 
third great leak, by which again we hud much water fluvWng in 
our lower orlop, to how great prejudice the L^rd Itnow^ This 
leak tltc 25ih day t praise God 1 got slopped The 5tb of June 
about noon we came to Sl Hekua, and having beforehand deter¬ 
mined the contriving of our bujiltiess with most expedition, and 
luffing about the point where 1 thought to anchor, contrary 
to my ex|x»iation at thii month, wx discovered two caracka, 
which dashed, rdl our former hopes of rcfrcsliing. by which since 
1 dufat no way tmsl their neighbourhood, so deprived Iwth of 
refreshing and company of my friends, therefore teposuig all 
oonfidcnce in God's most gracious prtwiclcncc for relief of our 
decayed estate, 1 directed course for England, Since when from 
the t5ilitothL‘ 2ath June 1 find such nii eclipse of my health, 
by faintness of heart and feebleness of body, that I think fit 
m* longer to defer tlie best couise now left me both for the 
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hunc5t quitting of »n>-self, as also for the safest eonductfon of this 
>hip and gi^s into ytmr power .uid command, so far a# in my 
discretion licth, preventing all Impedimenta that (nay Kinder the 
same which to do I find a double disturbancti First for tiiat Sir 
Henry- Mirldieton at my oonung away bj" a new spleen, kindled by 
an accusation of Mr, Lawes. after a kind of cummand, willed ml: 
that Mr. Molliiicux, whom he sent home with me. might not have 
any hand In directing of any course homittmrds iihich. God per* 
mittlng me health, 1 purposed carefully to have performed, as I 
have done all things else which he hath enjoined me at any lime 
to do this voyage. And on the other side I find Mr, Uwes 
{\vhom for Middleton's sake the General Itath much forbom 
mid fuvnured) to my groat pains and grief hitiicrio. besides the 
disease of Uic scurvy, which at sea alt this voyage lie liath been 
much subject unto, and at present far gone in the same, so 
«^*gcnt, and no given over to drink which he hath of his mvn m 
IS cabin, tliat 1 have hart little help, and less mist in iticn, all the 
ttme of my health, wherefore betweai the disability of hb body 
and (lefects of hw mind, my hopes are despairing laf any good 
dircrtion or govemincnt in him after my departure, as also the 
sma store of nine yet left which hath been hitlierto reserved for 
* ^ comfort of all by equal portioite, at time of moat 

n<^, 1 would be Inth it should be wasted by few in a Hot to the 
mm of aiL It is too late to forget the misfortunes both In the 
Ascciteion and Union, wherefore though with tnaiiy doubts lest 
my dncweirt mtention may be enccimicrid by misTOnatructfon 
be It iHiw It may. my real to enndude aecording to (ny former 
proceeding, makes me much rather, if it may not be othenviac, 
coitfcmcd ti.be misrenanred.as .'with small discretion) 1 have been 
hci^forc. for slo.vni!ssof speech, rather than omit the least duty 
tending to the pnerervation and safe return (if God permit) of that 
I hare m ch^ in regard thereof I think fittest, since necessity 
retimri^ a choice of divers evils. ,o chore the least. T have two 
m^^s nwtes, »hj? one Samuel Squire who. for the hope 1 have 
of h,s future proof Hike well, the other Eustace Man, full a, young 
in dirercuon. m nather of which, being y^ung in yea,^ and Brem. 
m exjwrtence, I dare not rcjiore w mighty a charge, whertfore by 
necessity constrained, I cannot areid to lay die charge and 
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goveJtiifHttit after my decease an Mr, Mollincus who Iovm me not. 
Tfhose tlisquietness i have betat ever honcAtiy careful not t* 
increase. The causes, next to necessity, cncourujjmg me hereunto 
aic, Eq his tnt»t discontent and disquietness of mind he ever 
seemed to have afiiajice in Ihc Indian Company when he should 
haw hU cause heard before them, also at present I find him so little 
addicted to snperfluous drinking that In Banum, where he might, 
he neglected to supply his own necessity homewards, which added 
to the ccnicelt I have, tliat he so long living a dejected life in deep 
disgrace, sti|jpoftcd rn>w with future Itopes, though with a small 
talent of discretion, 1 Aui>pwe he will now omit no good tneana to 
re-edify his former credit and good opinion amongst you, which if 
he do, as in reason mcthinlt he should, then are my full ends and 
endeavours aceompthshed, otherwise it will be a wound to me after 
I am dead. If my endeavours herdu by the -iwceess de^*e any 
good conceit amongst j^ju, I entreat j'i'u to excuse me in this to 
Sir Henry Middleton who f Imow if he were in my case would do 
the tame. V'ct till I sec no rcmeily In myself, ho shall not know any 
part of mi' determintuion, ami though if his peribrmance herein

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by compkinl£ mode on him by m iittffacifTua cook^ that Minct they 
^ grown cartdess of obsen-ing any <iominand, and we dare not 
inflict any puniahmcnt lest the scurvy join with it in tlie ovw* 
throwing their healths to the further scandal and discentent of the 
todian Company, for, unless you pTocuro an altoatluii by stopping 
the success of idle complaints and get ihem contraflictod by ^ 
contrary precedent, J boief it more vain for you to adventure such 
wealth in these long voyages. My follows as 1 undcretand hare 

divers private sittings to contrive their pitiful complaints for thdr 

miicrablc fare and expense of their means, for I <jo bdteve that 
very oiany of them, by one means or other, have not a quarter of 
^eir wages unspent, the way they mean to work by (as 1 am 
mformcdl Ifi by such lords or others in place who they can 
un^stand are umat adverse or opposed to the Indifln Company, 
and ifth^ do prevail it shall be for a precedent for them of other 
^ps yet to return. The foreman of Ibja qinai is Frandfl Pindar 
(^now my gunner) who hath some very good parts, and yet 1 do 
feld Imn unfit for your further cm|goyment, his clerk, Doeby, 
Mr Uwes his pretended apprentice, who hath always a iiand In 
dl^d practiCTSS, all which after knowledge you may, with good 
disereti^. suppress. I have ai» divere honest and industrious 
men wW lives and healths I desire God to continue for the better

lOVT-VG Friend, Salutations &c, These arc to give you 
knowledge of aJI material occurrenci^ past since our 
departure rrnin Swallye when, as you [mow, we set sat) 
the 30 th of Januar}" last, but pasiscd by the galleorts 
without any nmfUke greetings. The next day we met with certain 
Malabar junks from whom we took some powder and munition, 
and M discharging Ihem we passed along the coast of [ndia rn 
sight of most of the Portugal towns till at the bar of Barselore m 
sight of the PartugBl Armada, of about 60 frigates, we took a 
small ship of theirs laden widi rice and jagra. most of their men 
flying on ^lore Ju their boats; we txiok out of her good store of 
jagra and rice and her main most, which made us a good mbenrnast, 
& then at the request of the people in her (she being very leaky) 
we fired her, took her men into our ship, and sctii them on alion* 
by tile next boat we met About the tst February we came to 
Briiitaon rVillcnjum), a *ma 3 l ttnvn some 30 leagues short of Cape 
Comorin, where wewere well entertained and had good refrcshuig of 
water, bens, fish, cocos and other fruits. After 9 or 10 days stay we 
set sail and endeavoured to pass the Cape but wxrc constrained to 
return for Briniacm, finding by good c?<periencc that it shall be 
needless for any of our ships which shall hereafter arrive at Suratic 
to proceed on their voj-sigc for those pom till the middle of Marcli. 
The ipth of February w't passed Cape Comorin, and fell with 
Ccj’lan tlie 3 jth of the same and near Punta cle Galle met with a 
small Dutch ship which kept us company 3 or .4 days, and then 
the wind somewhat favouring, we left them, and put fram the coast 
of Ceylan for this place, where we arrived the (ith of April, and 
after two day* liml access unto the king, whom togethea' with the 
pcc^le we find very griping, base and covictoua, our brokers very 
untnjstj’ intclligencmg onr business to our grcai prejudice, ao Ihat 
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ii) case any of oeit ships shall hersaftcr come for this p t ac p. it 
shall be requbiitc that in Suratte they be furnished with one that <an 
speak the Malaya. Oui gowk bought in Suratte arc generally 
improper for tins place, naught facing here vendiWe but fine white 
calicoes of Barochc from 30 to 70 mamoodies per piece, and fine 
blues from 1 3 to 30 mamoodics. This place i* now glutted by mason 
all trade uptw this Island Is by the Ring prtrfjjbited to the Guzemts 
save only at Achtn, 4 of thdr ships are now here, whereof tsvo tve 
found bcTO, then arrived our trusty friciul Malyin Ghany, and lastly 
the Shabundei^s ship, being scarwl from Petacke by the Portingals, 
who before Imd taken two of their ships there, came hither, where 
ituitantly they were eoniiscaied ship and goods, and the people all 
made slaves to the King, for going to Pcrackc being the King's 
cRemies. Bj' Malym Ghany we rocoived yuur letters, mitcit 
rejoicing at the ample iinnan received from Agra, but more 
sorrowing for the indiscreet dcmesinmir nf Paul Canninge wheae 
so weak bcgimiing presageth os unsound a conUtiuanee and un- 
profitable conclusion of the Worshipful Company's aifaim by him 
there tf> be managed, Cod turn all to the best The (3th of Ma>- 
wc to<*k a Portingal banjue, not far from this road, wherein 
Came an Ambassador fmm Malacca, but at the earnest icfjuest of 
the King, our General released her, far which he did him much 
Imnour. and gave him the title of Qraucaya pule, which is wldte 
or clear hearted lord. 

The and of this present the King's Armada of frigates came 
from Joor (Johorej bringing the King thereof with his farotlier, 
many of their people and 32 Dutch prisoners, mwtt of them of the 
factory there, the rest, of a Dutch ship then there ridlog; by these 
wc Iwd news of the Globe, of Sir Henry Middleton and Captain 
Sorts fioets, of ihe Solomon mid the I'earl, but of the James 
there is no nciva, The Globe came first to Mussulipatan, 
went thence to Bantam, thence to Pataiie, thence to Siam, 
and is now returned to i'aiunc to come with this next monsoon to 
MuKSulipitlan and so hnme. They hure liwt Captain UipiKio and 
one llrown, their master. Tim Solomon, rcjipcroiro, and Thomas 
arc gone far England, the tiector for Banda, Captain Saris for 
Japon, and Sir Henry Middicton, with the Trades Increase & 
Darling i# now in BaTitnm, most of his men being dead. Of the 
James God send good newi. We found here two Amba^sadcurs of 
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Siam from wh&m we received letters in the name of their King for 
the trade of our tiation in hts kingdoms, aitd Emm tin: chief, 
having hla King's seal, we i«eii.id a letier to the King's Majesty 
nf England to move him to fend ships thither, assuring good 
entertainment of which countries we have also had good intdli- 
genco. We have here sold only i68 bahars irons, each bahar being

The fear of 
the Kasha's tyranny and by the oounsd and advice of the Venke 
Vice-consul, th» bearer ikd rrotn Babilon and came hither to me 
in Aleppo and hath srayed here ever since the bf^nning of 
October last, to orpect his appare! and the issue of such end as 
the Venice \lee-cQiiaul sh«t)(d be able to make, for recovery of 
some part at least of the deceased hb goods, whereby he might 
be tmbursod othb wages and other deblf due unto him from the 
dcKcased, to carry him home into England, and although the 
Venice Vice-consul w’as, at hb departure, resol vfx! to come to 
Aleppo with the first caravan, ami at that time the caravan was 
already begun to be made for Aleppo, yet by reason of divers 
troubles that succeeded in Babiion, and to the Insecurity of the 
way through Arabia, the caravan was protracted (contrary to alt 
expectatiortB) at least 6 months, and about a months past arrived 
here; and that hath been the cause of this bearer’s long stay here, 
which hath l)cen about 10 moiiihs, all which time be hath dc- 
meanird himself very civilly and very honestly, and the like did 
lire Flemings that came out of Persia In bh company report of 
him, how careful, diligent and {Minful he was in his msuitcr's 
business by all the time of their knowledge, and » doth the 
Venice Vicc-ccwisul, anti other Italians report Hkewisc, This 
small dtgresiuon I have made on the young man's behalf because 
hk long stay here might become idicTtcss out of a slothful db- 
position, and for that I know him to be verj' diairous to seree 
your Worships again in any other voyage for those parts, and liatli, 
to that end.

informing the Cotwal I vraa excused for not coming to the King, 
a custom dor strangers to be brought before the King at tltcir first 
entrance; on Tliuniday I would have seen him but that day lie 
never sits. On Friday 1 waited at the Court till the King was 
risen but the Cotwal came not to carry mu in, being sent by the 
K.tiig to thfl Per^an Ambassador Sic. Saturda3'' the aBth the 
Cotwal bmuBhl me before bM 1 carried with me for a pnaciH 
a standing cup of Mr. Canning’s weighing iS pisas. fair in sight 
but slight, yet I thought he would have regarded ft for the faslrion, 
he viewed it a little and delivered it to an attendant, not esteeming 
it.

He wcni from me and stood 
before the King awhile but spake not to him and returning to me 
told me he durst not now move, the King being in eonferenoc with 
the i*crsfan Ambassador, who stood before him, and that I had my 
answer to repair to Macrobocan. I ansa'cred i had business which 
Macrobocsn could not despatch without the Ring*s grant, he wttled 
me then to stay in his oFfice untii the King M as risen from hence 
and sat again in an inner court within hh house as his usual 
custom island so without any further grace or conference was dia* 
missed. 1 attended tn the Cotw'al s office accordingly till a (juaiter of 
the ni^t spent and the King rUen and retired to rest The Cotwal 
coming forth told me, he hod not opportunity to move the King 
with my suit, cold comfort if any man expect to have dispatch of 
suits here, he must come well provided to feed the Kingaud Nobles, 
otherwise nothing will be efrccted, the King extremely proud and 
covetous, whom the Nobtes imitate, yen even in beastliness &c he 
lakes tiimseir to be the greatest monarth fn the world, and it 
.standeth not with his grentnesa to dispatch suits speedily; he 
kcepeth here two of the Kmjjeror t>f Pmda'i, Ambassadors and 
neither will dispeed them nor licence thdr departure, whereupon b 
likely to be wars betu'een them.

Whereupon I answered nut altogether 
approving what Sir Henry had done, necessity compelling him 
thereunto, the diicfs of Surratt having received his goods delayed 
him from time to lime for jjayment, besides would have deceived 
him in the weight of bis Iced, for dispatch whereof he stayed them 
aboard hU ship, hut did them no further injury'; he said it 
compulsion, and not the use of merchante bj* force to deal and that 
he belled thtfm, they deceived him not in weight, but he them, and 
though they iiaid him not in a day* 4 or S. it not merchants 
use to keep men prixmen and force them to take thdr gwxM but 
to await their times for sale.

A Fnittcl^ ejcceeding 
tliat Juggler since in the same qualities befom the king yet had not 
a rujwe given him, only fair promises, the king said, thou hast no 
fortune, not shuwing this before the other came, whereby as in all

Ralph Willsonn to the Ea.st India Company. 

The mh of September 1613 aboard the Solomon, 

!T may please your Worships to understand that the eist 
I February* iCr? vve put out at the Needles which is 
Cm the western end of the Isle of Wight. On the I 2 ih 
March wc fell with the la Ic of Lanccrott (Cmtaiy 1 slands] 
tite siift ditto we fell with tlic Isle of Bonavdsta Island*, 

uid that night we got into the road of Mayo staying till the 24 th 
of (he same, partly to deliver some of the Iiiugon a provision which 
wc brought for licr, but principally for the Osiander who wc lost 
in ti storm, and that the place of mectina, if we should by »nj* 
accideni be severed one fnim anotber, who came in two day's after 
our amval thewt The 27 th of Apil we feU with an Isle which 
lititli off the coaat of Rra^il in aoi d, and as I suppose, one of the 
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wcslcni Isic of Martin vase. The 4th of June we fell with the land 
to ilic northward* of the Cape Botiavpetanca and the 5th ditto 
we came irito Saldany. but the Dragon came not in till the ®th of 
the same Tlic James as after wc unilm^ tood pu i for Sl A ugustecne, 
on the lalantl Madajfaaker, Being in Satdany it picajsed the 
Geneial, with others which were of the conncil for such business, tn 
take Mr. Salmon our maater out of us into the Osiandcr and Sir, 
t'etty to come into ua, which was done tn regard of some difTcrence 
that wad between Mr, Petty and Mr, Cannon the eaije-mcfchant 
of the Osrancler. The 38 th of /une we weighed, bur the Dragon 
and Dsiander got out afore night some j or 4 hours and we being 
in to the Ihiy conJd not get out tiii 9 or ro at night aod so by that 
means we lost tlifim, tookmg for them the neat day but could nut 
see them, TJuj JJtb of October we fell whh the coast of Sumatra 
and the 4tli of Xovembet we came into Bantuip road where we 
fnund the James and had been there 10 days afore ua. We foutid 
there the Clove and the Hector who Iiad iHit been there long since 
the coming out of the straits of Mecca, of whose fnocccdings and 
likewise of Sir iltmiy Middleton’s I ifdnk your WorshTjJs are ere 
this directly informed. Also we found there $ sail of iJoUandcrs, 
tw'O of them were bound for the coast of HcsstilapaUin. the other 
llinic were taking in of lading to go for ffolland, and did expect 
a fourili from the coast of Patany. The m of iSovember 
the James wont to Mart) to take In water and so to go for 
the coast or Mesulcpatany. The loth ditto Sir Uchry hriddleton 
came into Bantam road with the rcppercorn. and the tyth ditto 
thc James came to the western side of the Buy of Bantam and 
rode there till the 19th ajid then put to sea, the efith ditto 
there came into Bimtam road ta sail of Hollanders whicii came 
out the Uecember afore us, and the 27th the I’homa.a came fntini 
Pryamao. Tiie Sth of nwember there came a Hollander from 
PaUny who brought news of the Globe and how Mr, Hlppon 
wa.'i dead, and the 18th the James came to Bmiiam again, finding 
the wind at sea so forcible at the N.W. and the N.ther board (jmJ 
that they could not advantage themselves anything. The J^rd 
ditto tlic Trad(» Increase and the Darting came in and went to 
Poola Pangan which lieth in the mouth of the Itay, where the 
Peppercorn was on the careen. The 37th the llollafidcrs put to 
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which went for HoSlftTitS, and the 3ntl of Januarj' ‘< 5'3 we made way* 
bo go for a watering which b some 4 leagues to the westwards of 
Bantam, for the water of Bantam is saty tile, as hath bwn oft proved. 
We took in at Hantam 144 cloves, 140 hales of mace, j 

pecuU of nuts, 363 bags tif l^riaman pert-tr and 5994 bags of 
Bantam pepper, aftur we took in for Captain Hawkins 31 bales of 
indigo and ao bales of calicoes whereof two of them hath suffered 
some damage by reason of foul weatlier. The lOth of J anuary the 
James put to sea again and the t6th ditto the Hector and Tbomai 
went to water at a place which is called l^oola Bussee that lieth 
In the sueiis. The 36th the Clove set sad for Jacatra and the 
28th we set sail from the watering pliux. The 38th in the.nioniing. 
Mr, Ward, our cape-merchant, died of the flux The 29O1 we met 
with two sail of Hollanders that were bound for Bantam, and the 
Slid uf February we met with tlie Hector ant! Thomas going 
for ivngland as we were but we spoke oot with them. The yth 
day of March we fell with the Ide of Diego Koyze [RodrigUM ? j 
and the i^lh of the same with the Isle of Marshas or Ceme 
('Mauritius?), the 17th ivc passed by Mascarenas and the tBUi of 
April we fell with the land that Is to the cast of the Cape Agulas 
60 leagues, The sSth of April the Cape Eemagpeiance was K, of 
being fair by !t and the iptb M*y 1*11 ^tb St Hetecna. 
The day after w’c came into the road where we liad not been pasl 
t\vo hours but the four sails of Hollantiers that came out afore 
us from Bantam, came in, who rdreshed at the Cape and told us 
of the Hector and Thomas being there, likewise of the Esipedition 
and of the I'cppetcom coming there, Likewise the 26vh May the 
Pearl came into Sl Helena road, who had been at Seiloan (C^larij 
in India; and the tat of Juiw we set sail with the fouf soil of 
Hollander, and we were not past two league off the land but 
^vB spied two soils bearing tti for the road which was juiigcd the 
Hector and Thesmas:, hut by the I’earl’s coming off it proved 
otherwise txing carraeks coming out of India, They were so 
near the I'earl ere they pcrceivocl them that they were forced to 
Iciivc 23 or 30 of the men on the IslatKl not havttig time to fetch 
ihem and likewise to leave their anchors nnd cables behind , w 
when the Hollandcis untierstood what tiicy were, they plied for 
the Island again and the Fcarlwilh them, but as afterwards we 
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underatCKxJ hy Ac Hector diat the { ] of June Acy passed 

by the fslc and then Acy were not got up to Ae tsie but the 
carracks tay Acre then. The 3rd of June at»ajr\ 

astem of us we Bupposing Aat it had been one of the carracks that 
had let slip for dread of Ac Hollanders, but it was one of Adr own 
fleet that had lost Ac oAers of her company ; we kept company 
wiA them till Ae 6A of July and the (6ih of Acisiame we mettiViA 
Ac Hector and kept with hcrdll Ac jtst day at Ac night, at which 
time we lost them. The 8 A of August we met wiA a pirate who 
very subtly sought to have surprised u& The 14th AugUJit iive 
felt with Flower (Fbres) and Ae 30th August ux met wlA Ac 
Hector again being in distress, supplying her wants in what we 
might accorAng to our duties, and Ac roA of September we met 
wiA a small Aip of London of whom we teccived great courtesy* 
Tlius praying your Worships to be pleased to ftcce{)t of this my 
rude rliscourse, 1 humbly take my leave

JIGHT Worshipful, If Ac Indian Company at jfresent had 
view of my decrepit and wretched person I could expect 
no belter censure from Ac generality for Ae use of my 
hands, legs and feet Aan at first I found of the graver 
sort, by the seeming defect of my tongue which then was no other 
than the lame instrument of a passiotrate mind, ahlA remediless 
Infirmity, ha A often of wise and wotAy men beert favottrably 
forbounc. It may please you at present to pardon my brief lines 
and to make better construction of my wAiiig mind Aan time or 
ability permits me to perform. The small ability remaining hi 
me to act. Is too little to employ for safeguard of what i have In 
charge, therefore choose rather to endure blame for neglect of 
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fawning compliiiicnL’3, which th« wiser sort embrace, than omit the 
least duty belonging lo an honest man, The 8th February, 
uixin the coast of java, I parted from Sir Henry Middleton whom, 
for want of exjwficnceil factors, I left weakly supported. Tlie 
Hector, Thomas and Solomon some few days before depart^. 
By the Solom on the General sent all advice, by journal, invoice 
and letters, that then he might, which hy haste for want of writers 
he could not again perform by roc. UTiat I have 1 dare (!ot 
depart from without better assurance of more certain conveyanw. 
The haste 1 made on my way was with most industry; the mis* 
fortunes hy leaks bred roc much dfequietncss. the siekrassand death 
of my men was to me most grievous, and the long foul weather 
and adverse winds, before I came to the Cape Bona Speranra, was 
to me (in regard of the imminent peril and want ofrop^and sails) 
mnsi icdioUA. TIic loth of May I arrived at Saldania, where to 
my good content 1 found the Hector and Thomas, with Captmn 
Newport in the Expedition, but to some grief! understood nothing 
of the Solomon, whose weak sails, in regard of my own want^ 
made me much to doubt To Captain Towerson for supply of 
divers wants I was much beholden. The care ! had for ^nty 
and strength in regard of pirates 1 understood of to be ab 
made me strive beyond my strength, without refreshing of my p^r 
weak iwplc, lo come in company with them. The (Sth of May 
we aU set Mil. meeting with most aJveree winds and bots^us 
SKI, to the tiring of my people and destruction of our sails, hy 
which tile irtih day at night, to my furthre distmtanc^ i was 
separated from them, t hastened towards St. HcHna in hope 
there aome way to refresh my people and to meet with ray said 

friends. Where the 5 t*» “I’ 

taiint to anchor T found two cartacks whose neighfeurhood I durst 
in no ivtic trust- Wherefore in weak estate, reposing all confidence 
in the meides of God, I dlrecicfl my course for England, finding a 
pr<«p«oas passage till I came to the Line, but ever rince, for the 
most part, adverse or scant The t^th day of August we ^1 
tKtwten the Isleindii of Tcfcera nnd Sl George, and ihc 2eth day 
being some 8<i leagues west soutti west from Silly 1 met with the 
wind opporite to my course, which hatli ever simre conrinued, to 
the conHUtnmation both of our means to live, and health of our 


bodies, in wbkb mi$emblc distnessed wo have long striven 

to recover somo place Tor the safety of our sthip and gooda, im long 
that I have scarce one left able to help another. The 11 th day E 
aspired the getting Millfordc. in hope [it fc^v days there to receive 
comfort by the presence of some oT the Committees, but by winds 
therein I v?m also contradicted and left tn -ml^rablc estate to seek 
harbour I,'while any were able to $t{r) upon the coast of [relmid. 
To repeat our ^venkness is vain since hardly to be believed^ therefore 
with weak strhdngt tltc ijtti of September T recovered the river of 
Walerford^ wherein at the Passage, at eleven of the clock, by the 
mendes of G<^! we anchored^ when immediately came up a storm 
of contrary winds which abroad we could nowise have contended 
withaL Here f found an honeat, comfortable and diligent titan 
and Ifivpf of the Indian Company by name Sterphen Botmer of 
Lime^ who tiegleeting his awn bunincs^ at present supplied with 
good help of men to lake in oup sails and ining the ahtp to an 
anchor; supplying me with relief for me and my Company, 
where withifi 24 hours after, I buried four of my men^ and Gad 
Almighty kuowi how many of us shall soon after follow, Aa I 
am weak so by my oivn people 1 am weakly supported* Mr 
MoUineuie, though weak, b my diligent helper, Samuel Squire and 
my eon. by weakness, can little stead master, purser and 
other 10 trust to I am dustitute of, therefore by neers^ity forpicscnt 
uses, I am isuforted to eniertaiTi whom 1 can get to serve my turrt 
Weak though I am, necessity enforceib me (for safeguard both of 
my credit and what I have m charge) to strive be^^ond my ahillt>% 
therefore excuse my disjoined and brief Kiics. Except [t please 
God r be burled out of the J mean nut to set foot on biml till 
I deliver her up tci some of you, If God dispa-^c otherwise of me, 
I will take the best enurse 1 can for securing of her. My care ni 
present is to get credit for mDney to supply my necessities. I 
mean to omit no means (nr recovering lieiiith tt> my weak sick 
mm. Wiat supply of men to get for my return t am yet uncertain ; 
if God lend mo abiltt)^ [ desjtie the ieOft <iotnictioii of time* yet 
remfmbermg wutli what exceeding care and pains the things 1 
have underfoot were obtained, and In regard of outlaw's abroad 
and the w^urth of this ship^a lading which now I to be in 

safety, without yxiur further allowance E aliall be very timoroufl 
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and doubtful to remove. If J-ou sah! by the way of Bristol I 
wisti you to supply mo with two or three jscrvicfciblc honest gunners 
afli] five barrels of powder, twelve miwbct bandolcos, mattii 
6 ibi, sail canvas 12 ^Its. twine 6 Vx, sail needle* 24, four strand 
hawser of six inches and a half for top ropes and ties, a hawser of 
6 inches for buoy ropes, two cotla of 3 indi rope, two coil* of 24 inch 
rope and a drawn of Hamhnrrough (Haraburg) iinca. If you iMtik 
good to send ten honest sailora it rnny be I shall need ilicm besides 
what I may get here. The time considered, I had rather abound 
than want; my people yet living are some 26 (I brought forth 46) 
though they all get health, aoroc I dare not trust in case of pimns^ 
attempt. In doubt of your prejudice by ensuring, as also the 
uncertainty of passage makes me extreme careful not to omit any 
mijanii I may, (o give you knowledge of my safe being. 

Though without directitwi from Sir Henry Middleton my 
wants and necesaities urgeth me to put you In mind, if j'ou think 
good and time permit you. to send some ship with speed to 
Saldania, widt provisions for the Trades fncrcase, whom 1 suppose 
will ^vant the same, and it may be the .■iafeguard of alL 1 suppose 
she may arrive there in January and will require time to refresh 
them.

not sen'ing for It, for presently aftur t he General's departure (which 
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Wiis the t«th of January last) came in their hot months vi*. February, 
March. April, and May, and after them their four wet months 
viz. June, July. August & Sqitcmbcr, in which time there h no 
tfuvdltngand therefore unfit for commerce; so now the time of trade 
begins again, October,November, Dwembeirand Janunr>'in which 
time, God willing, we will do away alt zuchcommodititt we have hortr 
by us, having sold all our iron at 4 ma; per maund, rMcly monry i 
and all «Hir elephants' teeth, whereof half to a banyan at ina: 
per maund, half ready money, the other half In a hill of 
exchange to receive in Atnadavai at 15 dayz ; the other half part 
of the teeth to a I'arsUn at 64. ma; per maund, to pay at ^ days ; 
being glad tlrcy art gone^ having bept them since our Gernaal's 
departure and not offered any money* for them, but once had sold 
half of them at 64 ma; per maund, at 3 months, but when they had 
well looked them over would not stand to thdr bargain, being very 
bad, as Indeed they are much stent and many rotten on the 
outside and not vendible. As for the cloth ccmoitimg here by us, 
being some 25 pieces most part blue and seagreens. we are balfoot 
of hope to do them away. >'et at first they began to sell, but since left 
off and will no more of them, so that henceforward no more of these 
colours must be sent, being not In rcqu«t. hut those colours we 
have formerly writ for i as no inoie such elephant’s teeth as thewi 
were, but such as we adv-ised you in our fieneraJ letter, which will 
vend well and yield Soma; per maund, if the Fortingab bring not 
stort, as there is no fear. Mr. Aldworth Imth bceti much troubltsd 
with sickness this y or 8 montlis, but thank* be to God, b well 
rtcoi'ered and is gone some 20 days past to Amad,xvM and 
Coinbayji, there to provide such commodities os may be fitting for 
our country against the coming of our General who [>iomised to be 
here by the fine of thb month. Tln-Te 1 * gone for Amadavaz and 
Cambaya with Mr. Aldworth one Nieholaa VVithingtoR who was 
one of our Generura men, and by consent of a Council aboard 
was eutertained into your Worships’ service and bound foe 7 
year*, John Yonge, Mr. Aldwnrth's man, and one Jacob on 
Almain, who was a slave 7 or 8 yeans In Turkey and ran 
from them to Goa to the I'orttngals, and in Mhy Inst made an 
escape from them hither to Sural to uk. Here remains with me 
in Surat one mariner ruiincd Robert Clarksan who went from our 
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General at Swall/ to the Portfngala, Mt» Aldvrorth understantllng 
he had knuwkdge in making up of tobacco, caused a icUcr to 
be writ tu Dampen for him to cuoic hithcTi who came at Ills 
and Ls gone some t days past to an Aldca some 7 
coss olT, to make up some tobacco for a trial, here being great 
quantity to be had at art easy rate and as near as I cun value it 
will cost here \ 2d. per pound, alt charges clear abuaid and hope wilt 
prove a good commodity* for England if the tediousnest of the voyage 
dn not spoil it. Mr. Canning died of the IIuk the eyth of May

iK’iH'r Wonihipful, My duly remembered fitc. Having 
formerly written you per Anthony Starkey, stew-and of 
ibc Dragon, who departed frorn Sural the ;Sth of 
January' last and so per the way of Persia for Aleppo, 
since which time we wrote again per the way of the Red Sea 
there hence to be conveyed to Aleppo, tlie copies of bath which 
1 nowftcnd herewith Your Worships shall now perceive that our 
latter convQ^ce bdhg of the t2th March per a ship of Surattthat 
went for Mocha ajid returned back again the 13th of September 

bringing our letters with them by reason that our foot post 
hearing certain news at Mocha and at Mocha that all our English 
were imprisonofl and their goods confiscated through all Turkey, 
for the late fact of Sir Henry Middleton, he therefore durst not 
proceed farther but returned with them agaiit, and having formerly 
received a:letter from Anthony Starkey in March, written in Jtiht 
Negcrtutl (Tatta) a city of Stnda In his way homewards wherein lie 
certified tts of hb being there very sick and also his servant, I there* 
fore stand iti doubt whether you have yet received any notice of our 
being here, for which cause, anti for Ihe more assurance thereof, I 
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have thought fit to write you agahi b>» the James, ivhich ts now at 
hfesotat>otan< In our former letters the copies whereof 1 herewith 
send inclosed, we have certified yoti of al) things pas&tti here with u* 
until the isth of Mareh last, since which time for matter of sales of 
our commofltties here hath been little or nothing done, thch times 
ofthc year not serving for it For wlicreas at home with us we 
divide trtir j'car into four parts, they here divide it but into three 
parts, as namely, February, March, April and May they count their 
hot months, it) which time the heat is so great that little travetlrng 
or dealing is used. After this comes June, July, August and 
September which they count their wel months, in this time there falls 
such abundance of rain with store of thunder and lightning dtat few 
Of none dare tmvel, and therefore unfit for dealing: lastly there 
foUowetb October, November, December and jannary which they call 
their temperate weather in which time is great intercourse from 
place to place and so their chief dealing is in these latter 
months. Wherefore your Worships shall now understand that 
having dispeeded Mr- Paul Canning for Agra, as formerly we 
have written, he, after a long and tedious ioumi:^, orrivetl 
tlien: and delivered our king's letter with tlie present, being 
not much esteemed, ns himself wrote, and afterwards fell sick of 
a burning fever whereof he died, and so about the fine of 
June last ivc received letters from Agra of his death being the 
13 th of May; a former letter he had written unto Sir Thomas 
Smith anil Company to be convej'cd hnme p«r the first which 1 send 
herewith, also he wrote a few Uncs the day of his death, the 
copies whereof 1 likewise send. Upon this ill news aforesaid we 
were forced prescritly to send up Thomas Kcridge as well to 
receive into his hands those things left by Mr. Canning, as also to 
be there resident for contmuatice uf our suit ai Court as namely 
fur a letter from the king of Agra in answer of our king’s letter, 
and likewise to procure the king’s firman for a stiffieicnt place for 
our sbi|*i to anchor from danger of the Portingals, with some other 
needful things which the king himself promised should be ejected, 
but yet nothing done therein, notwithstanding Thomas Kcridge 
being there and continuing hU rially suit who hath lately written us 
a large letter how all things pass there above, which letter f also 
send hercu'ith having received another of the same tenor some few 
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day* bercjf& Mr. Canning wrote iis a v&y laigr letter Trom Agm 
before his ilcathi consisting altogether of tlisconteitl between hitn 
and his interpreter Jadow, and also of his peons who were hb foot¬ 
men to attend him, but diiefly ccmccfning twn of die General’s 
men tJiat were sent witli him, the one for to assist htm, named 
Richard Temple, who had the Spanish tongue, the other to attend 
him named Rdward Hunt, both which left him in his midway to 
Agra; all which discontent aforesaid might be cause of his 
sickness and so eonseqtientiy of his death. Aa for Richard 
Temple, after hb coming from him, he died at Suratt the 371b of 
June last j also Lancelot Gaitning, one of the mttfticianSidicd in Agm 
some few days before Mr. Caniimg, so that there remained only in 
Agra with Thomas ICeridge one Robert Trolly a musician, and the 
aforesaid liidwurd Hunt whom we sent up also to attend him. 
Insomtidi that my company at Sufatl grew short, ha«ng no more 
but Wm. Biddulph, N'idioJas Widiington and ray sereant with me, 
bul that I got from Qiawlc (Chaul) one oi the Dragon’s company 
(which fled from the Genera] fnr fear of pimblimem) named Robert 
Clarkson whom I hear to have gpod skill in making up of tobacco, 
and for that here is great store and cheap, 1 thought fit to put it in 
practice, which t Lhinie will turn tollie great benefit of the Worship¬ 
ful Company: 1 have agreed witli him for 1 5/, per aim: whereofs to be 
paid him here for his apparel, the other 10/, to be paid thereat home 
to his friends ; also there came with him an Almain who long since 
was takai by the Turks in Hungary and so bought and sold till he 
come hither, which Almoin, in rt^ard [ find him both hotnrst and 
serviceable I have also entertained him at i ^ per month for all but 
needful here. As for our countTj' commodities I find them all 
passable here save only our clorth nf unfit colours, as namely, blms, 
MKtgtecns and such like whereof 1 pray let there be no more sent, 
bul of such colours that we have formerly written for. Here 
remains of them soitie 25 pieces which I tidnk will liardlj' vent 
any way, having sent up the musters thereof uuio Agra for trial of 
sale but nothing wBl do, At bcglimitig of last month wo miule 
sale of all our elephant's t«th. the one half tliertttf sofil for 62^ 
per mound, the other half at t )4 ma: per maund 90 there remaineth 
ttotbing else unsold but the half pan of lead, which will yield every 
day R mat per maumi, and our nuLckslivcr and virrmUton. being 
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now tbe ctuef time for «alc of all things. Tho t jth of September 
last there arrived a ship of Suratt rrore Mocha out of the Red Sea. 
being very Hcli artd having iUrendano: of coral, silver, gold and other 
things amounting well near to the sum of otic hutnlrcd diousanit 
pounds sterling and notwithstanding she had a Jet-pass fmm the 
PartingnJs, yet they being there with their frigates and iicariiigshc 
was so rich laden were loth bo let go so good a prey out of their 
t«tb ; whereupon they rejrolved to catty her away and so they did, 
and not content with that alone but conveyed also 700 persona of 
the sorts which they had aboard them ; this fact of theirs is now 
grown so odious that it is like to disturb the estate of oU tlte 
yortingalain the Indiaa. the king taking it so indignantly that it 
should be done contrary to their let-pass, and lyithiTi his own river 
at It wajL What wilt become of this business, 1 yet know not, but 
nr> fortingal paaseth this country save under sureties. This busi¬ 
ness aforesaid imth much impoverished the statoofSuratt.iRSomudi 
that I was forced to bring with me ail the quic hall vet and vermilion 
to Amadavas, except a little Avhich ^vas sold at Suratt for 40O ma: 
]3er ttiaund, but now no money tlitic to be liad. The i itli of 
October last I began my Journey towards this place of .\madavas 
from Suratt, this being the only chief city of the Guzemts and is 
well near ns big as the city of [.jondon ; where all the Portingals 
buy i-lidr commodities and transport them hcrchcncc to Cambaya, 
a far lesser city, by cmn, and so larle them aboard tlidr 
frigates for Goa and other parts, the city of Cambaya nt»t serving 
for much commodities save only for the conveyance of their river, 
[□ OUT way between this and Suratt we pEXSsexl through two cities,

Suratt And likewise here in Amadavas we |!iiul indigo, white 
ponder sugars and divers other stuffs fit for our country, a few 
whereof we mean to send home for trial; and also many things fit 
for the southwards, As for Indigo, it U now much fallen of the 
price it wjis wont to be sold for in regard here came no ships from 
Portugal this year, insomuch that thdr best flat indigo that was wont 
voi_ I. X 
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to be sold fef IK rupees, b now oflered for \ rupee* and like Ho 
fall every day. T incan 14 rupees per raaund, every ru|)ce is 3 | raa: 
which will be about M P«n“ the English pound Also powder 
sugar is hers to be had in good quantity' answerable to that of 
per civt in England for 2 rupees per maund so that J think verily 
that moat of the things we shall buy in these j^arts will yield 3 or 4 
for one at home at least In our country, Coloured calicoes and 
gumlac are not ready at all times here to be had but must have 
time for the making* They themselves confess that their colours 
are noughr and will not continue. At my coming from Suratt, I 
brought with me Nicholais Wilhinytan who was one of tiie General's 
men, and taken in by cotiscnt of a council who. In regard of lua 
language, T find to be serviceable and trusty t likewise my servant 
and the Almoin before mentioned. I left the charge of our house 
In Suratt idth Wtlliam tiiddulph who keeps our books of accounn: 
and i-s to pay such bill? as i shall pass un him herelicnce, for my 
coming up hither was to employ nur stock in coimmcxlit^ fit for 
our country against the coming of our General who promised to be 
here by the fine of October last but aa 3'el no news of him, neither do 
1 think he will come accordingly for that Mr. Gumey wrote us from 
Mesolapatain he liod taken a I'ortingal ship of Ormus, wherein he 
had great store of jicarlSflarins and ether good things, which he might 
lawfully da in regard the POrtingaU came first agaittsi him here in 
hostile manner, as they did. Howsoever if be come not, t mean to 
bestow cne-thlrd part of our stock at least in the best fiat Indigo, being 
it is now to be had at so tow a rate, and also for cotton yam will 
go gathering of it as f may now at best rates against the coming of 
atiy of our ships which t hope will be by the fine of Scpleinbcr at 
fartfiest, ,Now for line state of this country and afToction of tiiese 
people towards us we find it as well now os at first, Insomuch you 
shall not need to ficar the scnduig of those ships and goods we 
formerly wrote for, only one thing will be requisite Uml wc maj- 
always have here a stock of ta or t$,ooo pounds tterling before¬ 
hand, to make provision against the ships do come, for so shall 
we be able to despatch S or 6 ships hcrehencc in 3 or 4 moiuJis 
some for England and some for the southwards, and so wc wish 
ever)’ ship in bring some monies with them according to our com* 
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putation b our letter of the t-ath of March; and In so dning I 
think the whole Ea<;t Indian cannot yield a better place for our 
country trade than thia. And although Thomas Kerfdgw, as it seen5 
by his letter,, stands in some fear having had conference with 
Mocrob Chan, who is a great man wdtb the King and a politic, 
ahoul restitution for Sir Henry Middleton's fact, yet 1 will assure 
your Worships there is no catiw of such fear, for that generally thc>' 
stand in mcire fear of us than of the Portingals j and this Mocmb 
Chan hath more adventures at sea than any of tltts counti>'; and 
so t have written unto Tho. Kcridge for to signify unto him that 
if we ahould In cur persons or goods suffer any detriment in these 
parts, that thereupon here w'ould aims enough of our ships to cover 
their seas insomuch ttiat neither Moor nor Portingal should stir out 
of doors and then should he see wlicther our King and coiTiiti^- 
were so mean as tbriae lying Jesuits liavc told him ; and that our 
abode here is a aufHck-iit means to assure thdr ships from being 
taken by the Engitah, for no ship dares go out the river of Surat 
without our pass, Howsoc\'cr I would wish there might a 
SEiffieiatt man be sent in your first ships that may be resident in 
Agra with the King, and suclt a one whose person may breed 
regard, for they here look much after great mrm ; and so much for 
this country', Your Worshipfula shall now perceive I have piadv 
diligent enquiry conocnimg the state of Pc«ia and with conference of 
many that come tJtencc, 1 find there is a seaport town called Barcyn 
(Bahrein), whneunto a ship of 3 or 3 himdr^ tons may come, and f 
understand this country spends much cloth,for the Venetians bring it 
rwerland and so cany with them again all som of Ecraian silks, which 
trade is, as it were, offered us. arid surely I think in slimt time wilt be 
abk to vent as mteh doth rts Surat t, l.i kewfse I havc made enquiry 
here about red coral, a thing much worn by tile Dccaneas a people 
that ivhcn they die they bury all their eofal with them so lhai (liia 
trade wilt never decay.

of August, since w'hich T iicard not from you ;yet at present I received 
the copy of a Usltcr from Suiat written by Mr, Gtirney and Mr. 
Cobb, which 1 will answer herewith. Ami now you shall fwreeive 
ilmt wc having sent letters in Marc!) last by a of Suiat that 
went for Mocha, to be carrieil overland to Aleppo and so to be 
conveyed to the Wombipful Company; ourfootpost that should liavo 
gone with them returned back in the aforesaid ship, bringing our 
tetters with him, for that he heard for certain that all our English 
ihrough Turkey were im primmed and their goods conRscated, 
only for the fiu:L of Sir Henry ^liddlcton, wheiefcne patience, t 
have therefore thought fit, in regard you are likeliest to first 
home of any we know, tt» request you to deliver, or at least to 
convey this packet nf letters unto Sir Thomas Smith and 
Company that they may tliercby have true oodee how things pass 
here w’Ttb us t T had once thought to liave sent one of our English 
maHners through Persia with letters, but in respect of the bad 
news in Turkey' tt will not be. You shall understand that all 
things here with us go well, thanks be to God for it; and with 
the Tortingals to the contrary i eapecially a late fact of theim hath 
made them odious, for in September last their frigates being in 
the river of Suratt took a slup of that place that came from the 
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Red Sea, being richly taden, aimoat to the value of a hundred 
thousand pounds, and earned her away, and almost 700 persons in 
her; by which nt^na none of them dare appear In these parts as 
they were wont, insomuch Uiat had we shipping hare now front 
England, we should strike all dead. I mani’d that in all this 
tvhilc I do not hear of a firman gotten there by you from the king 
of that country for your sure and peaceable trade there, wiicroby 
you need not fear governors there na you dot for we now having 
the king's firman whl not be wronged any governor tliat comes, 
yet have we had much change but have been wmngcd by none, 
At my last writing unto you 1 was very stek of an ague, but since, 
J thank God, well again. My abode here Is In this city of 
Amadavas, the chief city of the Giuenits, for making pnovlRlon for 
our General who promised to be here again from the southwards 
by the fine of last month, but 1 now stand in doubt of it; how* 
soever if he come not by the line of next month 1 will down again 
for Sural, which Is 7 days journey herchenc^ And thus not 
having further at present but ivjll again commend these our 
packet of Setters to be directed by your best judgment, being a 
mailer of Emportance, and so will commend you and your pro* 
ceedlngs to God’s merciful protection, who send us » good meeting.

wh*iic,a5 shall be thought fitting by the councii of the English factors 
there resident, until the return of the rwxt ship, or ships, after the 
cettoiti news of the OoVe’s arrival m ECngland. Vet la not willing 
to take the 2 oi. imprest before mentioned, and to stand to the 
Worshipful Companjf's courtesy for the rest; but rather to come to 
agreement now, what he should have to stand upon a certainty'.

[IGHT WoTShiprul. my last was of the I2th of January 
from Bantam, In Java major, where E made relation of 
our tedious voyage into the Red Sea, with all other 
occurrences happening until our arrival at Bantam 
aforesaid r unto the wMeh I refer me, and scut it per Captam Gubddi 
Towenwnt, in the Hector, nut doubting of her safe arrivaJ in 
England Jong since in company of the Thomas, which God grant 
&C. The 15th of Januarj'we set sail from Bantam to the eastward, 
and the lost ditto we eniercd thestraitsof Desaiem (Saleijer}, where 
we came to an anchor, it being night Seeing a smaU junk betbre 
us do the like ; she came from Macasnrin the Celebes, and was In 
company with another Junk which w:e saw En the montinE;, both 
being laden with rice and ljuund for Amboyno as they uid. One 
of them titd pilot our ship tlntivsgl.i llie rtmjls, and brought a letter 
from Mr. Jolin Farwins to ddiver unto the first English shipping 
he rnctwdthtd J so it came tw thchaiidsof our General, Mr. Parsons 
advising him of the little good there was to be done at Maccaaer, 
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aiut that thCTufore he vfos detcrtnined to go for Bantam with the 
first upportunity offered, and bq to leave that place,. There was a 
Firming in one of these junks, bound for Ambgyno,he was itiastet, 
or pilot, til a small pinnace of some so tons, wiiich was cast away 
on the coast of Rmuco. he reporting that this island Bonieo, at 
the shoals ta die eastward of it,do reach over almost to the Sekbes, 
quite contrary to the form laid down in our plots, or sea cards, 
especially over against Maccascr. tic maketh it to join almost 
with the other. He leamet! this, he said, to his cost, having lost 
his ship. The first of February we passed the straits of Dcssalon, 
and the mewnow after discovered the high land of an island catted 
Cambin <Kambaino). we going to the eastward of it pasaing per 
the S. sidCL The yth ditto we enmt as h%h as the Island Botton 
(Bocton), passing to the e.rstward of it, discovering otiicr islands 
to the casiwaid of us, namely certain called bj' the nnmeof Toca- 
bes^% hut by some. Tenga-bcBsj- (Toekang-Bcsi), We passing 
hehvixt Kotton and llieso islands and by elianoc met with one Mr. 
Ric. Weldyn, left in these parts by Captain David Middleton 
[mv /mcr said he hath done vct>' desperate service 

and Is in great credit with him. Our General was very desirous 
to have brought liim for England, hut lie altogether onwiUing, 
alleging his poverty at present, but hope of bettering shortly, and 
so to return for his country. The t 3ih ditto we came up witli the 
idand of Burro (Butjrtic), and had much ado to get about to 
the wcstwarrl of it* being sleep up and down on the S. coast 
hard to the shore; no onchoragci but very high land and full uf 
wood. We sounding with our skiff all along, but could find no 
niichoragc- The 17th we Iwd a sicrit of wind which carried us to 
the westward of Burro; so ilic t Sth we came to an island which 
standetb to the northward of BurtT>, called Namacabow, but 
tliey were fearful to come to speech of us but fled before oiir 
pinnace, yet beckoned them to come on shore 1 but wt fearing 
treachoy would not advenlurcc We thought to have come to an 
anchor on the S,W. side of this raland but bad 50 fathom water 
within a cable length of the shore so we stood about to the eastward 
the wind being northerly and saw two or three other islands off those* 
called ail by the name of Sular f Soda), iiod tlic people Sulars, whidu 
os it seemed, the Spaniards and PortingaU had used to take them 
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and tnttkeilitvcs of them, which made them fearful Uv come near uil 
T he a^th Fchniai'y wo comt: to un anchor At nn ijlaiid m the 
Mot<x]cos,callcd tiactian, where the Flemings have gal possession and 
begun to build a new fartress, but not tlien half made an end of, tl was 
stenderly manned, and all, or most part, of the soldiim did sue to our 
General to carry them away, and so would have left the place void; 
but our General did luftise them, offering them any other friend* 
ship he could; which was 111 requited after, per some of the chiefest 
of tJic Flemings: When we came to ^acan, another of the islands, 
unto which place our General was invited b3'^ a gneat man of the 
country, to have trade with him for cloves and sent a pilot to 
bring our ship to the road of Tahanna. or Pc]cbcr>% where we rode 
near unto the shore without danger of any fortress, and the country 
people did begin to trade with us; but the Flemings coming to 
knowledge thereof, did peremptorily send our General word he should 
depart from tlicncc wi th the ship, for that the laud was thefrs, and they 
would not suffer US to trade ; and within a day or two. sent two great 
ships, men nf war, the one called tlie Ked Lion with JS pieces, and 
the other the Moon with 53 pieces of ordnance, the one riding 
at an anchor on the one side of tis and the oilier, on the othcri not 
suffering any of the country people to conic aboard of us with 
fresh victuals, we stalling in great need theicof they 

put a garrison of [Arm] agumst our ship. Many unfitting 
wvirds 1 did hear i>ass amongst tiicm agait»t the aacred person of 
our dread sovereign King James, and the famous dectas^ Qu(»n 
Eltrabcth went not free. Once they used us much worse than 
either Turks, Mtwrs or any other heathen hath done since tnir 
dcpiutuic out of England, and threatened us that if wk want about 
to trade with the Sponlands, they would take us and make prize of 
usL The king's sort of this country came aboard our ship ami 
pramised ub free trade, but prtw^ not so good as his word, for, 
having got a present, he gave us the sifp, liavUtg bought a barrel 
of gimpowdor. which after proved the ruin and dwtntctJon of 
him and liis followers, for, meeting with the king's son of Tidoie 
at soil, they fought. and bj' fortune the bAirel of powder took 
fire and spo'lct* wtwt of them, this prince (d Ttitiaie Udng 
slain with another of his brother, and the king of Giloja, 
with HMEC 3 S more of the elder men In those parts, which made 
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tht Sp^u^fbi itrtd Tldotcan^ much to rtjoacc and to shoot off 
much ordtiitnce, From Taharma mw ^vciglicd anchor and do 
partoc) the 5th of Aprd, and came to an aiichof at Tidoro the Sth 
dftto. W'c h.id some oonference with the S|iaiiiardj but rid wthout 
danger of their forii: and hndittg nothing but words with [ | 

and less trusting them than Uic Dutch (although they used us more 
kindly thiin they did; so the tSth of April we vrcighcil anchor and 
passed to the weistwand of Tidorp bearing up near to the coast of 
Temste and shot off a piece of ordnance according as our General 
had formerty promisi^l to certain cavaliers who said they would 
come off in boats and trade with us. They aiisivered us with 
another piece of ordnancci and sent off a boat with a flag of truce 
by a poor solilicfi using nothing but co-mplimenlaJ words. So from 
the nee departed and finding the winds northerly contirmfliU*; the 
23 nd wc came lo an anchor at the northern end of art island called 
Doy (Vulo Doci)* wbidi standeth lo the northwards of Gilula, Or 
Battachitia, where we Iiad good anchorage^ but the Island desolate 
per tneariF* of the wars ; Wc found good fresh water, woixli cocoa- 
nuts, fiuh and wildfow^t: and hatl il not been for the untimely loss of 
Mr, John Crawley and Robert Lanttfti(who were drowried) a^^^ 
Merctlith, killed ^-ith the fall of a tree, we had been happy in 
finding that place. For titc l ith day of May wc set sail from Doy 
and went N. and betwixt the by E. anti N. by S- until the Sod 
of Jurte^ at which time we disoot'crcd the islands of Reismagos 
whkli stand in the fJ. latitude of 25 degrees 30 fe odd miriutes; 
wc having passed to the eastward of the rhlltippinos and nevw seen 
any land till this day* and on I he morrow aftcmcon saw other 
land more Kisterly^ being divers island:* [AjfwJ full of people 
and called its see all the coast a!f?ng yet we durst not 

come to m anchor it blew so hard So the ttih of June u-c came 
to an anchor in the haven of Flrando in Japan, wlicro the king of 
ihe pbee n^edved u* verj^ kindly Mr. Adama not being there but 
had board of our coming pci means of a letter sent fiom Sir Thomajs 
Smith which csush! him to leave order with his ho^l to send a jx^st 
to him lit our cc^fijingj which he didrand our General wrote Trim three 
aemtil leittrsi j^et Ire orri™) nol at Fir^indo till the 29th of July ;

may prove aa bent^ficiaJ as hitherto our soccceditigs (rii:) have been 
succ^ful: the only cross hath been the running away of seven of 
our marinefsin the ahsoficcofctur General vie, John Iknvte$« Christo¬ 
pher Evansi John Sars, Clement Lock and John Tottj*', Engli^b- 
men ; and Jasper Makonty and one Jaque^^ Flemings But 
Bowles and Evans were the mstigatcirs of the rest; they stole aw'iiy 
the skiff and went for Eangasaque and there look sanctnafy in the 
papist diurches, and were secretly conveyed au^ay for the 
Philtjpinas per the Jesuits | but the skiff we recovered again. Ttie 
Ftemlngs had settled tliemsdves here 3 or 4 yean before uur 
arrlvab and have bwilt them a house in thU place which hath emt 
them already abovt *500/, sterling; and do dLspene themselves 
abroad, some one way and f^me another to look out for trade, as 
ive must do the likcp for they are dose and will kt us uTidcratand 
nothing. Tlicyhave sotne small cnlonce altcndy into Coroa per xv^y 
of an island called Tushma (Tsushima), which stnndeth within sight 
of Coroft, nnd Is friend to the Emperor of Japan. But the chkfciit 
place which yet thcj' have found out £3 httm hence to Sywm and 
I’attaniii, frcmi whmee they bring silk, brasil-wood. and tiEerskins, 
which is aU ready «none>' here. Mr. Adams h now entertained 
into your Wtirships' servtoc for a couple of yeans until news come 
of t!ic Clove's safe arrival in luitgland, he being now tit 1 iberty to 
come for Ms ccniJitT)' when he will Me would not be entertained 
umicr tooi sterling a j-ear The Fleming# did what th^ could to 
have gotten him from us, which matic him to sttwd the more on his 
(lointd : he alleged he waa a poor man. and ihal he find spent 14 
years already to iin purjjoat and now would be loth to return forhia 
country a beggar; giving iKc Worshipful Componj^ special thanks 
for his liberty, which he dmh acknowledge came chiefly by means 
of the coining of this .hip with His Majesty’s letters of EliglajnL 
Mr. Adams is ui opinicin that tf ever the lUirthcait or northwest 
passage be founrl eiii, it must be from these parts, and rilTcreth 
his best service thei'ctn.the Empeior prornising hia best furtherttnee 
with men or letters of recommendation to all |mnccs; ajitl 
entrance already into an islnnd called YedJK\ which ta thought to 
be nitfacr some part of Uie contlnoit of Tartarfa* Mr. Adam# hath 
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drawn out ihc plot of Japan, with part of that taland and Cor«a, 
and other bordering places, and sendeth it to your Worships par 
this convcyiitii:©. It I& certain that the Hollatidera had taken this 
tliscoverj' in hand before now, but that they haw so many Irons in 
the nre already, with llidf wars In the Moluccas against the 
Spaniards. I am «>tty that 1 cannot Instantly write your Worship* 
of much benefit to be made in these parts, yet ) iiee both the 
Spaniard, I'orttngal and Dutch look out verj-shiirply about matters 
of trade ; and If they do good, 1 hope, in time, we shall do the like 
in hairing care and uaing diligence, for out cf doubt here is great 
store of silver in these parts, and could we get any great quantity 
of broadcloth to vent, it would prove a great matter, although at 
tow rates ; hut as yet they arts so addicted to silks that they do not 
enter Into con.<iiderni.tichn of the bcnc&t of wearing cloth ; but time 
may alter their minds, and in the meantime we mu.sl‘•eck out other 
matters bendIciAt, as E have formerly sdd other men do, and for 
my own iiart. so long as I stay in these parts, or elsewhere. In your 
W'or^hips’ service, I will use my best endeavour. And of one 
thing [ have thought good to advertise your Worthipa, that at cur 
being in the Red Sen nnd business passing In such froward sort as 
it did, and tJic Tliomas [ ] for I^rtamnit, there 

was an oversight comraitted per [ ] George Ball 

who delivered ninety great mow* of lead out of the Thomas and 
put them aboard a Surat Junk called the Remy, without giving 
notice ihcrcof either to the General or myself; as Mr. Peacock 
did of thlrtj* other? of same sort he put aboard the said Junk. So 
by thb means they wow lort and never brought to account, T think¬ 
ing they had been aboard the Thomo-s until our meeting at iiantam 
iht-ytnld me to the contrary, and as we found per experience when 
the rest of the Thomas' goods were unladen. Yet ibere happened 
another matter which I.s a fit occasluti to bring matters to rights, and 
is that out of the said Junk called the Kcmy wax two bales or 
churls of Lahore indigo [lut aboard the Hector having certain 
chuckcros of fine Semian Chowters In them which belonged to a 
Persian called Hogi Meaiia Bcog, who never ^poke of t)wm til) the 
Hector was deponed for Prinman, and then brought the matter in 
quoition and made much ado about them as our General will inform 
jxiuf Worships more at lorgie, and in ilic end when he .=iaw lie could 
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not have them for that thev were carried aw’ay In the Kector, he 
offered to give them me and to have made a formal deed of gift 
thereof which I made hnoMTi to our General who persuaded me to 
the contrary; telling me it would but give di^taiite to your 
Worships, and be a greater hindrance than the benefit thereof would 
hn\e doue me good. So I let that occasion slip; and dial it is 
certain two such bales tvcrc put aboard the Hector, Mr. Edwanl 
Dodswonh, the purser, showed them unto me in prc!sence of Mr. 
Edu'Bid Camden, and Mr. Dodaivorth told our General as much 
In my hearing; yet at our arrival together at ItanCBm both lilr. 
Camden and ^Tr. Dodsworth did deny that which they had both 
formerly iteen and said, sajdng it was a mistaking, and that In our 
account in the Red Sea, ireighing out our rndigoes, there wen: four 
small lialcs passed but for ttt weight, which is most untrue, for 
there was no such mattEf, but every* bale wdgbed by itsdf, os well 
the small as the great, and both marked and numbered. Yet Mr. 
Camden wsw angry with me because I did but speak of such a matter. 
So there was no more said of it until being at sea betwixt the 
Molowcos and Japan, Mr. W^illiatn Eaton who bcforctlmiQ was 
purser’s mate in the Hector, but now In the CInve, fell in talk with 
me about our business in the Red Sea, and amongst other matters 
1 chanced to speade of those two bales of indigo, w‘hich he told me 
was true and that he knew what w'os become of llicmi saying that 
they were sharetl, or parted at sea, betwixt Captain Gabriel Tower- 
son, Mr. Etlmond Camden and Mr. Kdwaid Dodsworth, na well 
the indigo as [i Uws Junk whtcb carried aw'ay tile 

lead and a fit parcel to make veiy good satisfaction for the lois ; 
and were it that any other but y-our Worships should lay ct,\im 
unto it, I think a deed of gift tmto me had been much better than 
the other course, for what is freer than a gift [ have been some- 
thing tedious in this discourse becaiisc I would have your \V orships 
well to understand the truth which, it may be, came to your kntrvi - 
ledge before, for Mr, Eaton sojth that divers others in the Hector 
knew thereof as svell as he. And last of all I do rGcommend my¬ 
self and my affairs to your Worships* good consideration touching 
the payment of my yearly stipend or saJaiy, which the commisston 
manifesteth to be paid in England,except some amall portion here 
to find us atiparcl, and the rial erf eight to pass at five shillings 
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itt payment t or which m^terst yniur Worahipi nor no man living 
did ever speak to me, nor I know notlUiig tbervof til) 1 had taken 
tny leave of alt my friends and was down at Gravesend, 1 having 
dijbiusod above too/ upon necessaries In hUlng me gut for the 
voyage, and hitherto Cod hath lent me health, the praise be given 
to Him fiiw !t,and both have and will be ready to do your Worships 
the best service 1 can. both by sea and land for the time It shall 
please v-ou to give me entertaiiimcnt; but now I begin to wax old 
and two or three years hence when it [ ] I may 

be ready to return for my ouuntiy, I would not lehim empt)- 
handed, and >’et not meddle In any matters prejudicial to your 
Worships' iid^airs, ibrGod sparing me life to return into my country, 
it will time for me to take my rest; the which 1 liiavc la yxmr 
WorshIp«' better consuleration, knowing that others will be 
petitioners in like sort, as welt as myself. And so I end. beseedi- 
tng Almighty God to bless j^ur W'orships with long life and good 
health, and prosperous and good success In all your proceedings.

Maving through the ^irovitkncc of God amvctl one of your 
ships ^Itnl tiie Clove, being Genera] or Captain John Saris, who 
at his first arrival in the blond of Femndo sent a letter unto me 
in all haste to have me come to him, until such time he would tarry 
for «nt The which, so soon as I had received his letter, I made no 
delay, b«ng at that time at the Court, being distant frntn the place 
of the ship's arrival 250 leagues. 5 d coming to the place of the 


ship's arrival 1 was gladly tecelvcd by the General and Master and 
all the whole company. At w^hlch time wc did enter into consulta^ 
lion wiuit course was to be taken t the General making known unto 
me that he had brought hts Majesty it letter with A present for 
him. Upon which ftw the honour of Ws Majesty and our country 
both I with lum thought It good to muke all speed and to gi? to 
the Court for the deliverance therror, etc. 1 ,itso entered Into 
speech with him what commodities he had brought with him; of 
which he made all things tu me known. So, finding such things 
os be liad brought were not very vendible, I told him, for his 
arrival 1 was very glad thereof, but In rcsjMKt of the venture by 
tile Worshipful Company being so greats 1 did not itee any ways in 
tlris bnd to requite the great charges thereof. My reaBoa was, for 
their cloth iit this present was very clicnp, because both from Nova. 
Spaynia, Monilb, and out of Mollond, which In these four years there 
came very much i some sold and very much utiwld. For elephant's! 
teeth the Hollanders had brought abundance; that the price 
thereof was fallen vciy much : m.»pn which occaiddn the Hollanders 
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haii'e trannpoitod ther^f to Slant Steel, in long Iwrs, 

still holding his old price at 3 t> crowns tfie pecut> which is t ajik 
KngtLsIi weight, and sometimes being come much at il. ijjv sterling. 
i^ciuJ. holding hif price a little mona or Jess ill ajj. and soniLtlniBS 
3<w. the ficciiL Tin so good cheap here as in England; and 
ordnance not in any great request ] not the pccul above jar. and 
sometimes under. Fur calicoes and Gne Catnbaya goods, no! in 
any request, because the country hath abiindajtoe of cotton &c 
lliu; for those things. Ntj*' for pepper and cIovh, Thb country 
itolh not une much thereof; nor of any other spTce: for which 
esuse, since the trndc of the Hollanders which have brought much 
pepper and clDi'e!i, that pepper the pound is not more worth than 
%d. a penind, and sometimes less, and at tlie dearest (*■/ and cimos 
at I tol, wiiich is of no pncilil to bring hither. Afnrctiiau when the 
Spaniard luid the trade with the Japanners only pepjier «ras 
at the Ib and cloves at jj. ok and the lb, mnv bdng 
nvcrlnld Is very cheap, etc. Thus having eonfcTTCd hcrieu|)Gii Uic 
General m.-ide himself ready to go with me to the Court: of which 
with all haste proceeded thereof, and coming to Mcaco (Miako] 
liad the king’s free horsos according to need to go to tite Court 
where the Emperor was r at which pia« of the Gwteral's arrJtal, 

J matle his cxtmmg known. So the first day after, beingaomcivlua 
weary, rested, and somewhat in fitting of the king's present. So 
the next day follnwingt boitig ready, the General w ent to hb pa-Uce, 
being courteously received and bfd. ipreloome by the treasurer JUid 
others; so being in the palace *et down, the General called me and 
bid me tell the secretary that the King's Majesty's tetter* he would 
deliver it with hb own hands; upon which t went and told, (he 
sccpctar}’ thereof, at which he answered that it was not the custom 
of the land to deliver any letters witli the hand pf any »lniR|cr, 
but that he sltculd keep ihc letter in hb hand till he came in 
the rtrcsencx of the Emperer, and then he would take it from Mm 
out of his hands and deliver it to tire Emperor; which amiwer t 
told the Gcntrral tliercoC at which answer being not oontented 
caused me to tell the secretary that if be might not deliver it 
him-Miir he would return again to hb lodging. Which siwond 
answer I told the scenrtafy; the wliidi answer not Udnkitig well 
thereof, was discoiitentcrl wiUv mein that I had nut Instructed him in 
VOL. r.

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the rnanni;rs afld custom of ftll stmnecra wKich hnd been yearly in 
this counliy j and made me again to goto the General: the which I 
did. but the General being very roueli discoiitented, it so resttid. 
At TvWch time.iirescfstJy, the Empmor came rorth,ainl the General 
was hiTJught before him r to whom the Etnpeiar bid him welcome of 
so a*cary journey, receiving hb Majesty's letter from the General by 
the hamb of the secretary, eto So the General departed hb way, 
and I was called in: to whom the Emperor enquired of me of the 
King's Majesty,-of England, concerning hbgnatness and power, 
with divers other question* which were too long to write, Only 
at the last he bid me tell tlie General that what request he had, that 
he shwilri make it known to me, or to go to Ms soerttajy; iic should 
be answered, Wbldi answer t returned to the GettcraL So the 
next day following, the Generat went with me to the secretary's 
hntisr, with whom he made known his demands, the which being 
written, carried before the Emperor TIic which the Emperof 
read all hb dcniMids, and Itaving them, told me that he should 
have them, hnving much talk with me of his coming I told him 
to settle a factory fn his Imid, He asked me in what place. 1 
told Win. I dill think not br from fib court, or the king's court; at 
which he seetticd, very glad And haring hml much speech hero 
and thero he asked mo, if pAtt of hb coming svns not for diaoovmy 
to farther parts to the northweshvards or northwards. 1 told him 
our coURti)' still tloth out cease to spend much money lit discos’cry 
thcfx.'of, He asked me whether there ivcre not a way and whether it 
was not VTJiy' short, or near. 1 told him we doubted imt but Ihere 
b a way, and that very near; at which time called for a map of the 
whole world, and so saw that It was vciy near, I laving speeches 
with me whether wc had no knowledge of a land lying hard by hi* 
country on the north part of his land called Vedsoo (jeseo) and 
Matteamay (Matsmai) I told him 1 did never see it put into nny 
limp nor glotxi. t told him it might he that the Worshipful Com¬ 
pany would send some ship or ntticr to (Uncover. He told me that 
in the year of our l.onl l 5 ii. a ahip U'as seen off (iti« eo-ast, 'jn tim 
coal side, in latitude of 3ft^ nr lUenuitiout; whether that were any 
of our country's ships, 1 told him 1 thought U not lie told mo 
agojfi it could ho no ship of t!ie Spaniards going for NovoSpania ; 
fur tlib ship wivi seen In April, which time no ship gocth not from 
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the ManEIIIoiiA, JTcoskcd iue if 1 <Jicl deslrt; togu tliat way. 1 told 
hiio if the Worabipful Company .fboiLiii! d«^n^ aticb a. tbitig>. 
I would willingly em[)lny myself In <jUch an honounible actiori. 
He told me if 1 did go, he would give me his letter of ftiendahip lx> 
the land of Vedzoo, whect his subjects have friendship having » 
strong townand a castle^ ilirough which mcaijs have thirty days jonr- 
ticy fnendship with those people ; which people be, as I do gather, 
Tai-tifs, joining to the great Cam, or bordcfs of Cattay. Now in 
my simple judgment, if the northwest passage be m'er discovered, 
It will be discottied by this way of Jappan, and so thus, with divers 
other Speeches most fricurily used by him, I took my leave of him. 
So the next day foltowing the General made himself ready to go 
for Quanto, a iirovince so called, where the king the Emperor's 
eldest son Is resident, being distant from the Emperor's eourt mme ,i 3 
tc-ngucs. To which place wc went, having in four or fiit: days 
finished according to the custom of the land, the General being very 
welt entertained. So returned to the Emperor's court again ; at 
W'hlch place receitfing the Emperor's commissirm and privileges, 
made our return for Ferando, Kow concerning myself. Having 
despatched the general business, I did seek unto die CoundJ to 
sficnk in my behalf to get leave to go home for my ouuntry; 
but the secretary with no other would not speak for iny 
liiicrty tu go for my country knowing that I had divers tlntLS 
made suit and he would not let tne go. So I nevertheless 
made my-sclf somewhat bold, findiny the eni|)eror in a good 
mood, I look out of my bosom his broad seal oonceming certrun 
lafKlfi^ and laid it down before him, giving Ills majesty' most humble 
tbanhs for his great favour unto me, dcairiiig leave to go for my 
country. At which request he looked earnestly upon me and 
ftsked me if I w'as desirous to go for my coun try, t answered most 
desirous, tic tinawcretl if he should detain me ho should do mo 
wrong; insomuch that in his service I had behaved m3'»df well, 
with tneny other woids of oomimmdation, the which t tcavn So 
I thimk Gml, got my liberty out of my long and livil service, With 
tlik took my leave of him bidding me if ] did not think well of 
going this year, I should larry till other shipping came and go an 
1 wuutiJt bidding me if 1 came up into the omintry to bring certain 
gooda which lie named, etc. So thu^ 1 thank God, being not u 
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little jeyful, rctumcd Vfixh Ihc Gmeial to Fcrando where the 
ship was. So about a IS daya of toy ahotTe ill Fe/artdo* it wan lUt 
General’s pleasure to call for me. Uic capc-mciclmnl isilh othen 
bcln;; in [ntsence. luii'ing written certain lines upon a fildc of paper, 
calling me to account and to know of me what my intent wa*. 
whether I would go home with him or tarry hcit in this country. 
I answcnxl him my desire was to go home to tiiy country- He 
asked me now witli him or no. [ answered him I had spent In this 
C43untry many year? Uirough which I was poor; for which case 1 
was desirous to get something hefnre my tetom. The reason a'as 
I wnuld not with him for divers injuries done against me; the 
which were things to me very strange and unlookcd for, which 
things [to] vnrito I cease, liLwing it to others to nuake relation 
thereof, etc. He asked me IF 1 would serve the Company.

Worship’s friendly letter by the Oove of l.ondun, 
whereof wa.s General John Saris, i have nx^ved; by 
which I do understand of your good health, wliicli God 
long continue, thanking you for your good re¬ 
membrance, being, as it were, without hope of any of my 
former actjuaintarice to retnember me, or to think upon me, for 
which kindness Cod reward you and if it be IJia will, make me 
able 10 requite it Now if It shnll please you, having arrived the 
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CliJve in this domEtilon pf J^ppan and harai of Fersindfo with all 
speed he despatched Id* letters unto tnc bcinE; distant fmm him H 
that time some 250 leaguei which Icttor no sooner rc«!i\'cd but 
J with ah speed repaired to the pkoc of the ship^s arrival where I 
was most fnendiy tntciiain«l by the General and Master and the 
whole company. So after divers spetdiiw began to talk of such huud- 
tJESO as concerned the voyage. Th o Gcrtcral told me he hml broughi 
his Majesty’s IctttJr to the Emperor, So I dcmanilftl of him what 
goods he hod brought, he told me a little tnorc or Icsi tlwr 
particulars; the which having iindefsiantling I toJd him in that he 
was come, 1 tvai glad, but concerning any proSt to ret^uite. such 
great charges, I did perceive none, showing my reasons 1 first, cloth 
by reasoTt of the Si»ariiards tlie price w-as Jallcn, and also by the 
!Ioi 1 aji(Jure ou ihc athcr side ; MOiiHlIyi, edieuo and such goods, 
hecauHS this counti)* yiddeth much cotton and suddiltc goods^and 
that very cheap i for splH^,this land dtrth not spend no grout store ; 
and for ciirpiuiit's teeth, they arc wajicii vmy good cheap, there¬ 
upon the iloilandcri have stmt much of tJicir goods to Siam and 
other places in China. TIim upon all the iiarticulars aa steel and 
lead, u-hich goods bald their price a little, more or less. So in tho 
end we agreed to go up to the Emperor’s court to deliver hts 
Majesty’s let tor, and to get Ida privacies of such particulars he 
liioiight were good and noceisnty for the sccurfiy of a facirro't 
the which priviieges as he would demttod, he would set a factoiy 
here in ihi.s land, etc. So in all haste we took our journey up to the 
Court, having: the privilcgo of post horwJs to the quaniltj' we hiul 
need of Came, to ilic Court The neirt afber his arrival I made it 
kiiown to the Emperor that the General was come to the citj'. so 
he bid ^ine when he wouiil, or was ready, to bring him widi me, 
the which answer I returned to the General So the next day 
folkwring 1 rarried the General to the Court, where he was bhi 
welcome tiy lire secrclmy and othew of the Coundi; snd. to W 
siiort, being in the Court he called me unto him and bade me njieah 
with the secretory, and to toll )dm that lie would dcUvw the King's 
Maiestj’‘'s letter with hia own hauilii. So i went and told the 
sccictofy thereof 1 ai which-he nnswerect me that it was no cust^'m 
ill Ihb country to deliver niiy JeUcr lo the Emiierqr with the hmda 
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slrangttre, but told me that T should icW the Ceocral that he 
should keep hU Majesty^-* letter In his liaiid and bdug In his 
presence he would 'take it from him ami deliver )i to the Emperor, 
With ihi 3 answer 1 did return to die General who by me told the 
secretary that if he might not de Elver the letter himsell. he would 
return (o hh Icxlglng;; the which answer 1 told the seertuuy, he 
being dis^titcniKi with me that 1 did not tell him the customa of 
this land and instruct him therein fw>saith he, thou knowest no 
stranger heretofore hath not done It. This I told the Genmalj he 
being diseontcnlcdi in the end came the Emperor out. So the 
General coming before him hnvtog donc Ida manner of coortc^% the 
secretarj' took his Majestj'’s letter from the hands of the Getuaal 
and delit-ercd it to the Emperor tn his own haads, the which 
nscalifingr with all kindneas bade the General welcome, cto So the 
Genenil having made an end of delivery* of his prtsent, dejMuted 
for his lodging, and 1 being called by the Emperor did reail and 
interpret litB Majesty's letter. So having undenitood St he biule me 
IcU the General that what he did desire he should have it,or answer 
thereof, and what ho did ilcairc ho should tdl the secrctiiry or me 
thereof nnd it uhnulii be granted. So having teaaotred with me of 
maity things 1 took my leftve of him arul came to the General 
whom 1 slwwcd what Imd paitsed So that day put in writing hi* 
artfdcs and such privileges as thought requisite. So the next day 
vm went to the fecrctary's where the Gctwral gave his artidcs up 
to him and after divers speeches the General departed to hU lodging, 
and I with the treasures (fre trewaurcr ?) to the court. So presently 
hearing that I wm come, sent fur me. having divers speeches with 
me: in the end having Joolcctl upon the request in articles delivered 
him, he told me he should hiive them granted. So with divers 
^speeches of our emmuy he asked me if our cemniryntcn rould not 
find the northwesit passage. 1 told him our country had nwdi: many 
discoveries, arnJ still duth, but as yet had notfcnunj it So he asked 
me if we Inwv of a land not above ten leagues from his land, upod 
the north part, in which land his people had ]0 days' journey 
in this OQuntiy friendship; the omratry is called YcdioOi by 
all liticiihood it U a kiml of Tartars, which as lie told me Li a 
great land: by my judgment it> a jirumtijitory that atriketb 
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with a {jrcat bight wr e!boi.v from the coast of Corea and so trendcth 
again tb tlic northcoftxi'ard to Cat Lay, ot the land of Lhe i^rcat 
Cntn, The CmjMfor aaked me if the Gcneiral’s were not tn 

{Hit of discovery^ I Laid hint I knew not He ask^ me if I 
would go in such a diacovoy. I told him that if Uve Worihipful 
Company should send a ship herCj or build one here, bj- theif 
orciCT I would be inosL willing in such an honourable actio». I le 
told me if J would or did go, he would give me hli letter to 
hlntesmay and Yctho, to further me thcreirit in which pJnccs 
hb suhjcctst haxt: some loxvns and castles, by which the Tartars 
have trade witll tiuc Jappanner^ Thus with divers speccjies 
having passeil 1 dcjurlcd. Now if it shall please your Worship t 
am ^Ktrsuaded If tint northwest passage be found, it will be 
found by thin way nf Jappan. My reosoni in Jnppan here is 
languages (rrr) for Corea and Tartars which will bo a means when? 
discovery shall be made to makfi raanifcsi the object of tjur 
coming to these parts with merchandise, and at nil times to 
fumish them with such merchnndiiic as shnU be vendible; 
from Japan the king's pass of friendship into thow parts 
so iar as his Majestj* hath friendship with, which is a groat nuttier ; 
also if no shipping come hither to gjvo hut order, hett may bo 
shipping made to the desire of you. Here Is no want of nothing, 
for carjwnters, timber, plank, and iron, and all things nccessar)' for 
building and victualling so good and us good cheap osis in Englnud; 
for men. If 1 had but twenty or somewhat less, 1 nould not take no 
great care, for Japan nets here bo enough to he htut, seamen, only 
men to slir and direct the Japonners whflt they should dtx Onty 
in Jatum U wanting cordage luid tar and pitch etc., eompasiscs, 
running gfoases, instruments for the sea. other things whatsoever, 
Fof I myself liavc built two ship in Japium, the one, by oceasioii 
oold to the StianUrrb, went for Neva Spayiua which ship one voyage 
upon this eowt I made with her being of burden lyo tuns, the 
which now being in the Spaniards' lumds sails from or between the 
Philippines and Accapuica; and the other ship I sailed utMm this 
coast about two yijars; so that for making of shipping and victuall¬ 
ing of shipping, and soiling with shipping by JappnncH, t liavc 
cxpoTicncc thereof So thus in brief having no time to write more 
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at UtHC dcsiTiiiB your [lardoii therrin and, if >’tiur Worship 
pleaaure, with the rest of the Worahipful Company, will venturethul 
way. [ tlo not doubt but, by God's grace, ibcre will be great things 
found out. in which to this time liaih not been heard of. and for my 
part sha!) think raysdf a most happy man to be emplov-ed in such 
an bonourabSe action. Youi Worship shall understand I had 
thought to have come homo In the Clove, but by some dli* 
courtesies offered me by the Genwal. changed my mind, which 
injuries la write of them I leave, Uaving it to otlitrsii. God sending 
the ship homi:. to make fdation llrensif. For my part, I had much 
ado to get my liberty, for I having procured the general despatches 
1 sought to the Council to speak for me but naive would, Ibr fear of 
the FropcHjr'saisidcasufC, knowing tliat 1 had made divers reqmrvis 
for my departure but could get no leave. So Imving hetn calitt! to 
come to the EitUKTor, having speeches of many things, and finding 
him in a good mood made myself bold, and having in my bosom 
his broad seal, took it out of my bosom and with reverence laid it 
down before Him. and gave him Otort humble thanks for his fevom 
and love unto me \ at which* wlven he saw it lie dul woikIct at me, 
and in the end asked me if I did desire to go for my countri'. I 
imswercd, very desarotUL He answered me, in conaideralion of my 
good behaviour juwl good service to him, if he should deny me lit? 
should do me injury, and gave me leave, in all friendship, to tuny or 
to got So thus getting my liberty with joy not to speak of 1 
retumal to the Gener.iL So the General, furthcriog his speedy 
return, endeavoured to go forwards tliat as he had spoken with the 
Empemf. so he would go l<i the King. So the King being 42 
leagues friim the Enipciori prcssently departed to the King, at which 
place being courLoously received, finished all things and with all 
speed and returned agaJo; and with all expedition returned to 
Ferando where the ship was and upon a 15 days or 20 da)-® of his 
arrival called me, being In presence one Mr. Cocks, the cape-mer- 
chflui and otlicr two merchants, and began to read unto mcccrmlti 
writlngf of his cuvn, and demanded of me what course ! would 
take, wUcther I would go heme in die ship or otherwise, to give him 
atiawer what 1 would do. I did answer liim that I would go home. 
He aaked me if I would go with liiitu I said «io; I Had spent many 
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yoirs in which I fiad been forcod to serve the emperor, but now 
lia>nng my liberty desired to get some things to my maintciuince 
beJorcf 1 wem home, lie fUked me if I were dc^irouii to serve the 
ComiKOiy. I told him I was dcyrous. He aiked me in wh.il 
inanncft E told him tn wiiai nunnert Eic^^ked mcwhetlier I would 
take the 20 /, cd gratis and stmd to the Company's poodwriL I 
told him I was dcairotis of some ccftaintj-, uot that f did dktniHt 
the WorsiupfuT Company to anything of thdr liberaJity, far if I were 
before tiicm I would stand to anything without any agreetnentj 
who urging me with the 20 /, sterling with that to he content, I told 
him l had many times oflered to make payment thereof, thanking 
God that had given me Jihiiity to pay it, having been many ycarii 
in this oounuy not worth 201 . but now had to make him satis- 
fitctiOTi. First In this pmnt of great menufiitoesa and cnmpaEsion, 
the Worshipful Company in genend I beseech you to thank them In 
^my behalf, and partfeuW I thank \'our Worship therein who I do 
know have not been the least riiady therein ; if God make me able. 
1 wJlJ not be unmindful Uicnjof. For the profit therBof 1 will make 
satis&ction: the |mticipal i have paid, here rw^'ving tiic btli of ex¬ 
change being filmed by my wife with tllvcna of my gocnJ frientij; 
Thus still desiring your VVomiilp If my wife want, 1 jirw)' will you lend 
her for 20 /. or By Crod'i grace, I will make payment thereof in 
this country or at homt 1 hui ashamed to be so bold, yet my wife's 
^ ncoc-sity is mme, and as the true prororb 'a, ncccsiit)' has no Jaw. 
In the end he asked me ivhat 1 would ask a year. I told him I 
wmikl wiuingly serve by Uie montlu f ie said the Compimy did not 
hirt! men llie .moritht but by the year. In (he end he ixskod me 
whiit I would have the month. ] asked 12 /. I told him with 
atinngeTi< 1 had 15 ^ So he bade me .^o otrt of the chamber-and 
he would call me again anon. So I departed, and in the end 
called me again and proiTened me So/, tiic year. I totil him no.and 
further 1 was not dcairma to serve the Company and to liavc great 
wages, and knew not by any means In this country to |irofit my 
masters so much as my wages crmic to. In this coinnderatriin I was 
imwiHing to serve where I could do my mmtcf^ no profit, tmtl to me 
it wmi great hindrance, for divers wBys both by Japanors and 
other stroAgers would have employed me a great deal more tor iiiy 
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piofil, if God did bless my Iflbours. which tlitiiKB were not unknown 
by the Genual. So in the end> I being wiUinj* to serve, with much 
ado agrwd widt me for icof. the year. In this manner I am 
become your servant, God give His blessing to my l.^botirs and make 
me a jirafitablc serv^t unto you. Sow if it shall please you the 
good hojw that i have hath made me to enter into your service 
is of the discovery to the northwestwaids, which if it be God'A 
will, bring to good effect, amen. Since tlic time I saw jnttr 
Worship. I have passed great miseries and troofalcs. God have the 
praiie to wltom it doth belong that hath ddlverwi me out of diem 
all 1 to write of the particulare it were fur mo %'cry long, therefore, 
in short I krave the rehearsal till ihrther timt Thus, with my 
njffst humble and hearty ealuiattnns to you, and to your gtJod wife, 
I ccaAe{ dcfiirjng your Worship to salute me to SirlTiomas Smidi, 
and to tell him in m| behalf, be shall find me in his service so 
trusty as ever faithful l-inglishmaii that ever haili served the 
Company ; and as conccrfimg the afEiirs in Japan, let him take no
